Here the similarity of the two nuptial 
events ends. Mrs. Louis Hammersley was 
united to the Duke of Marlborough, whose 
son by his first wife has recently been mar- 
ried to Mrs. Vandebilt’s daughter, in the 
eity hall. Moreover, it is on record that 
Mayor Hewitt, with. great presence of 
mind, kissed the bride immediately after the 
ceremony.

TO LEAVE SOUTH WATER STREET. 


Commission Men Name a Committee to 
Arrange for the Exodus, 
Commission merchants are planning an 

exodus from South Water street. A meet- 
ing of produce dealers was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Produce Exchange at Clark 
and Water streets, where the advisability of 
deserting Water street and securing a new 
location was discussed. Fifty merchants 
were present. After an informal talk on the 
subject a committee of twenty was appoint- 
ed to .investigate the feasibility of the 
scheme and report at a meeting next Tues- 
day. 

The dissatisfaction of the South Water 
street dealers with their location is due to 
the crowded condition of the street, the 
high rents, and the lack of railroad facil- 
ities. 

The commission district in South Water 
street is only six blocks long. The district 
is crowded, three or four firms often occu- 
pying one store. The street is narrow and 
the traffic so great blockades continually 
happen. Wagonloads of perishable matter 
are often stopped by the jam, and the result 
is a dead loss to the dealers. 

The rents demanded on South Water street, 
according to Col. Littler, Secretary of the 
Produce Exchange, are higher than those 
paid by any other business in the city. The 
greatest dissatisfaction of the merchants, 
however, is the delay in sending godds to the 
railroads and they wish to move to some lo- 
cality where cars can be switched to their 
doors. Several places have been proposed 
for the new market, among them being 
tracts of land on Twenty-second § street, 
Forty-third, and between Twelfth and Six- 
teenth streets. The merchants say no place 
south of Twenty-second street will be con- 
sidered.

TAKES OFF ITS FLYER. 


SANTA FE LOS ANGELES TRAIN A 
COSTLY EXPERIMENT. 


It Is Found the Business of the Road 
Suffered Because of the New Ar- 
rangement by Which Passengers 
Were Carried from Chicago to Cali- 
fornia in Three Days—Other Roads 
Were About to Enter Into Competi- 
tion—New Schedule. 

Retrenchment is the order of the day with 
the new management of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railway company, and the first 
step in this direction will be the abandon- 
ment of the fast limited express train be- 
tween Chicago and Los Angeles. This train 
Was put on about three months ago as an 
experiment and received liberal advertising. 
The time made between Chicago and Los 
Angeles was only three days, and the equip- 
ment of the train was equal to that of the 
famous limited trains between Chicago and 
New York. Naturally the expense of run- 
ning such trains is much greater than that 
of the regular express trains, but the com- 
pany expected to receive more liberal 
patronage and a large increase in California 
through traffic. Its expectations, however, 
have not been realized, and it is claimed at 
the rate the company has been losing money 
on its fast limited express its loss at the end 
of a year would have been over $200,000. 


Business Falla Of. 

For the first month the train did quite well, 
but gradually its business fell off and lately 
the cars, it is said, were not half filled. Be- 
sides the business of the regular trains suf- 
fered severely, as many persons who other- 
wise would have taken the regular trains 
took the limited train, as no extra charge 
was made. The increased risk of danger on 
account of the quick time made also had to 
be taken into consideration. 

Another thing, however, which had much 
to do with taking off the fast train is the

The meéting Was called to order by ex- 
Judge L. C. Collins Jr., who said: 

“The Political Action committee of the 
Civic Federation feels something is required 
in the shape of concerted public action to 
purify the municipal government. That 
committee alone neither had the power nor 
the ability to perform a task of such magni- 
tude. It has asked you to come together, as 
representatives of organizations that ought 
to be in sympathy with the purposes of the 
call which has been issued. 

‘We have no cut and dried plan to offer 
you. We want you to ponder and advise. 
We well know our munigipal conditions are 
not what they should be? The responsibility 
rests equally on us all. It is best to be frank; 
we have all shirked our duty. It will do no 
good to go into the ancient history of past 
efforts and of past disappointments. Critics 


‘will say we have tried to reform these mat- 


ters before and have failed. They will say 
also there is no use in trying further. 

“Tf this be true what will be the result of 
the momentum which bad government has 
already acquired? We will be thrown pros- 
trate before the overwhelming power of 
municipal corruption. Perhaps the politi- 
cian is not as much to blame as we are. We 
have left the Meld to him and now we are 
trying to pass laws to make dishonest men 
honest. We quarrel with the effect and pay 
no attention to the cause. 

Not Proud of Council. 

“Take the City Council; no one in it or out 
of it is proud of it. Do you realize the fact 
you can always raise money to elect a man 
who sells his vote, and can rarely or never 
raise money to elect a man who will not .sell 
his vote? What can we do? Can we not 
from this nucleus, from this meeting, stir 
people to a realizing sense of their duty? 
The work is largely educational. It must 
be done by some one. On whom does a 
greater responsibility rest than on the men 
whose intelligent eyes here rest on mine? 
In a reform we must use such forces as we 
can grapple; we must get down to the peo- 
ple who hold the balance of power in the 
community. Nominate respectable citizens. 
Does it follow if a man is wealthy he alone 
is respectable? [Cries of ‘No! No!’’) Itis 
to the great middle class we must go. If we 
can’t reach them then let the boodlers run 
our government as they will. ae 

“The primaries are important things. In 
fact, a vote ata primary is more important 
than a vote at an election. Few primaries 
represent anything but the committeeman. 
We need decent laws to punish the man who 
takes away our greatest boon. 


Decent Men for Aldermen. 

“Wwe must have decent men in the Coun- 
cil. The fate of a nation does not depend on 
who controls the City of Chicago. We must 
pick out honest men and that quickly, for, 
if we don’t, the lamp posts in our city streets 
will blossom and bear fruit. The people are 
in a state of revolt against the existing con- 
ditions. [Cries of “That's right.”] I 
know the difficulty that is before us in our 
efforts toward reform, but if the heavens are

A mass-meeting of heavy property-owners 
was held on Wednesday evening.

He said the 
expenses of the city government were far 
too heavy and must be cut down. The plea 
was made by a city Councilman present that 
the charter provided for most of the of- 
fices, and for that reason the salary list 
could not be curtailed. To this Gen. Man- 
derson replied that it would be an easy mat- 
ter for the incoming administration to ap- 
point men to charter offices who would not 
expect to draw pay. He announced his can- 
didacy for the position of city Boiler In- 
spector, saying he knew nothing about the 
duties, but would not draw the salary of 
the office. He said further he had no doubt 
Mr. Kountze and other leading citizens 
would accept some of the lesser charter of- 
fices without pay until the Legislature could 
be induced to abolish such offices. 

The idea thus conveyed has taken root, and 
the first serious application of it is the move- 
ment to induce the’ Mayor and Council to ap- 
point and confirm Messrs. Manderson and 
Kountze in the two vacancies in the Council.

Some Fast Running. 

Since the train began running it has rarely 
been behind its schedule, and frequently 
when delay occurred lost time was régained 
before reaching destination by running 
faster than schedule time. A case of this 
kind occurred on Sunday, Dec. 22, when the 
California limited on the Sahta Fé lef@ 
Kansas City forty minutes late owing to 
delay in waiting for Eastern connections 
at that point. It reached Hutchinson, a dis- 
tance of 234 miles, exactly on schedule time, 
having made up forty minutes on regular 
fast schedule, stops being made for passen- 
gers, water, coal, etc., en route. This was 
an average of 523-10 miles per hour, a re- 
markable record for a single track railroad. 

President Ripley informed the General 
Managers of the Chicago-Missouri River 
lines at a meeting held Friday afternoon of 
the intention of his company to.take off the 
California limited, and the announcement 
was received with much satisfaction. The 
managers of all the Chicago and Kansas 
City Lines are opposed to running extra fast 
trains, especially during the winter, on ac- 
count of the increased danger and the extra 
expense. Several of the roads, however, 
had contemplated running limited trains be- 
tween Chicago and Kansas City if the Santa 
Fé’s train was continued. In view of the 
decision arrived at by the Santa Fé it was 
decided not only not to run trains at faster 
speed than heretofore, but to lengthen the 
time, the limit for the fastest trains being 
fixed at 15% hours. 

Fast trains between Chicago and Omaha 
will be continued, however, which is due to 
the refusal of the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern to discontinue or to lengthen the time of 
its Union Pacific-Northwestern San Fran- 
cisco limited, which makes the time between 
Chicago and San Francicso three days.®

A Swiss, who gives his name as Halpin, is 
being held at the Twenty-fourth Precinct 
Police Station on suspicion of being the 
burglar, but neighbors could not identify 
Halpin as the person seen about the prem- 
ises.

BRAVERY OF DR. JAMESON’S MEN. 
England Thrilled by the Details from 
: the Transvaal.

London, Jan. 11.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}—Instances of the splendid bravery 
of Jameson’s men, told in today’s dispatches, 
have thrilled Mngland, as they must the 
whole world, and will seemingly make it im- 
possible for the government to severely pun- 
ish any of the survivors who have now been 
turned over toit fortrial. Indeed, it seems 
impossible that inquiry must not convict the 
British High Commissioner and official Brit- 
ish agents, if not Colonial Secretary Cham- 
berlain himself, of winking at preparations 
for the raid, or certainly of criminal care- 
lessness in not knowing of the preparations. 

The belief is universal that if Rhodes had 
not failed in some inexplicable manner at 
a critical juncture, and if the Transvaal Gov- 
ernment had been overthrown, Lord Salis- 
bury would have accepted war with Ger- 
many as the price for retaining it. Jameson 
would then have been no more punished than 
was Garibaldi by Victor Emmanuel for his 
successful raid upon the friendly Kingdom 
of Naples. 


At the Mercy of “Oom Paul.” 

The news of the arrest of the Reform com- 
mittee at Johannesburg promises more seri- 
ously for the rebels within his own republic 
at the hands of stern old “Oom Paul.” He 
can do with them by law and equity as he 
likes. Jameson’s band was largely com- 
posed of English guardsmen and other 
officers on leave, but the Johannesburg pris- 
oners are commercial men and miners of 
no especial influence. 


American Under Arrest. 

One of them is a famous young American, 
John Hays Hammond, the consulting en- 
gineer of the Consolidated gold fields. He 
made much reputat in California. His 
father, Maj. Richard Mammond, was a lead- 
ing citizen of San Francisco. He was in- 
vited to his present position at a salary of 
£1,000 ($5,000) a month and opportunities to 
make much more. He is represented to be 
a man of great force. He married a Miss 
Harris of Mississippi, and she and two chil- 
dren are with him in South Africa. 

Credit, however, must be given to “Oom 
Paul” for preserving the integrity of his 
country. He and his people, driven by the 
British further and further into the interior, 
surrounded now on every side by their op- 
pressors, are making their last stand for 
their homes and liberty. The story of their 
habits, their love of their own ways and re- 
ligious observances, their frank carelessness 
of worldly advantages from the gold mines 
or trade reads like a transposition to this 
year of the history of our own Puritan fore- 
fathers. 

Kruger’s Dramatic Statement. 

J. B. Robinson, the South African million- 
aire, today tells this story: ‘The last time 
I saw President ruger was when I was 
arguing with him outside his door. He 
took me by the arm and pointed to his flag, 
suspended over the government house, and 
said: ‘If I agree to give these Englishmen 
and other adventurers the franchise | may 
as well walk up to that flag and pull it 
down.’ ”’ BALLARD SMITH.

TO HOLD DAILY SESSIONS. 


VENEZUELAN BOUNDARY COMMISSION 
GETS READY FOR BUSINESS. 


Permanent Headquarters Are Selected 
and Until These Are Ready Meetings 
Will Be Held at Justice Brewer's Kesi- 
dence = Selection of a Secretary and 
Other Officers Postponed=British Gov- 
ernment to Submit Information to 


Parliament. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—The Venezuel- 
an Commission resumed its sessions at the 
diplomatic room of the State Department 
today, the session lasting continuously from 
10:30 until 3:30. When the meeting ad- 
journed the following statement of the pro- 
ceedings was made public: 

“'The commission met at 10:80, all members 
being present. The fourth floor of the Balti- 
more Sun Building was selected for offices. 
The commission will meet daily at No. 1412 
Massachusetts avenue N. W., the residence 
of Justice Brewer, until such offices are 
fitted up. 

“Dr. Gilman presented to the commission 
a sketch of a preliminary physical map of 
the disputed territory. The commission ad- 
journed without having selected a secretary 
or other officers, but carefully examined the 
claims of the several applicants.” 

The members separated immediately after 
adjournment, Mr. Coudert returning to New 
York, and all requests for information were 
answered by reference to the brief state- 
ment heretofore given. It is understood the 
first session at Justice Brewer's house will 
be on Monday morning next. 

Secretary Olney was with the commission 
during the early part of the session, and 
again for Wait an hour before adjournment. 
So far as could be learned, however, the mer- 
its of the boundary question were not taken 
up, except in the presentation of Dr. Gil- 
man’s map of the territory.

London Sun; He writes tonight: 

‘*‘My attention has been called by letters and 
extracts from American hewspapers to a 
passage in a leading article in the Sun, 
which has been eabled to America, suggest- 
ing that the Southern States would not join 
with those of the North in case of a war 
with Great Britain. 

“Tl was absent from London for some days 
during the heat of the controversy and did 
not even see the passage which has been 
attributed to my pen until after it had been 
sent back to mefrom:-America. If I had seen 
the extract 1 would not have permitted its 
appearance, as it is not only entirely con- 
trary to my own knowledge of American 
sentiment, but also calculated to wound 
American feeling, and is in direct conflict 
with general instructions which I gaveasto 
the friendliness and courtesy of the attitude 
of my paper to the United States. 

“My views with regard to the deplorable 
misunderstanding between the United States 
and Great Britain are set forth in my own 
words in the issues of the Weekly Sun for 
Dec. 22 and 29, 1895, and Jan, 5, 1806. These 
articles, while condemning war between the 
two great countries as unnecessary, and 
therefore a crime against them and against 
civilization, advocated the utmost concession 
compatible with honor by the Government of 
Great Britain to the Government of the 
(Tnited States. Furthermore, instead of tak- 
ing the view in the extract attributed to me, 
I strenuously warned the statesmen of En- 
gland that in defending the Monroe doctrine 
Mr. Cleveland had beside him the united 
American people. 

“T have had to make it a rule to refuse 
answering personal attacks, but it would 
be unbecoming in me to allow my friends in 
the United States to be misled by an incor- 


} rect statement into a belief that the respect 


and warm affecion I have always entertained 
and so often expressed for the institutions 
and people of the United States has changed 
or abated.’’

FOR INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION, 


Kepresentative Towne Wants Northern 
Boundaries More Closely Defined, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Representa- 
tive Towne of Minnesota today presented a 
resolution directing the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee to report upon the advantage and 
practicability of the establishment of a per- 
manent Court of International Arbitration, 
representing the United States and the Brit- 
ish Empire, with jurisdiction extending to 
all controversies between the two govern- 
ments except those involving the honor of 

the autonomy of one of the parties. 

Also, a resolution directing the President, 
if not incompatible with public interests, to 
enter into negotiations with Great Britain 
with a view to the speedy and amicable ad- 
justment of the definite location of the 
boundary line between this country and the 
possessions of Great Britain from Lake Su- 
perior to the Lake of the Woods. 

Both resolutions were referred to the For- 
eign Affairs committee. 


ROYALTY TO TEST THE DISCOVERY. 


Prof. Roentgen’s New Photographic 
Light to Be Tried Hefore the Kaiser. 


6 [SPECIAL CABLB.1] 

Berlin, Jan. 11.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.}]—Prof. Roentgen’s dis- 
covery will be exhibited before the Emperor 
tomorrow, Roentgen having received a 
telegraphic invitation. 

Prof. Roentgen uses the light emitted from 
one of Crooke’s vacuum tubes, through 
which an electric current is passed to act 
upon an ordinary photographic plate by an 
invisible light. 

The rays, of whose existence there is al- 
ready ample evidence, then show this pecu- 
liarity, that to them wood and various other 
organic substances are transparent, while 
metals and bones, human and animal alike, 
are opaque to those rays; that is to say, they 
will, for instance,absorb the rays which have 
passed through a wooden case in which 
bones or metals are inclosed. Thus it is 
possible to photograph in the manner de- 
ecribed any bones or metals which may be 
contained in wooden or woolen coverings. 
Moreover, as human flesh, being organic 
matter, acts in the same way as such cover- 
ings towards the invisible rays from a 
Crooke’s vacuum tube, it has become pos- 
sible to photograph the bones, say, of a 
human hand without the flesh surrounding 
the bones appearing on the plate. 

There are photographs of this description 
already in Vienna. They show the bones of 
the hand together with the rings that were 
worn on the fingers, metals as remarked 
above, being opaque to the rays, but they 
show nothing else. 


' Practical Uses of the Discovery. 
Among the practical uses of the new dis- 
covery it ts said it will henceforth be possi- 
ble for surgeons to determine by the help of 
this new branch of photography the exact 
position of any bullet that may be embedded 
in the human body, or again to render visi- 
ble any fracture there may be in the bones 
orming any operation on the re- 


fingers,was obtained by the professor placing 
his own hand on a wooden case with the pre- 
pared paper and allowing the rays from the 
Crooke tube to fall directly upon it. 


MAY SAIL ON CRUISER NEW YORK. 


Justice Harlan Suggests Miss Barton 
Should Go on That Boat. 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]—At 
an enthusiastic meeting held in the First 
Congregational Church in this city to ex- 
press sympathy with the Armenian suf- 
ferers, which was presided over by Justice 
Harlan of the United States Supreme Court, 
and at which over 2,000 persons were present, 
Miss Barton made the important announce- 
ment that in about two weeks she would be 
prepared to sail for Armenia. Then the 
brave veteran philanthropist added this 

pathetic appeal: 

“If I live to come back, judge me not harsh- 
ly nor praise me unjustly, for I shall have 
only done all that I could, I may not meet 
you again and therefore I bid you good-by."’ 

With one accord the great audience rose 
and testified its earnest sympathy with Miss 
Barton in her important mission, and Justice 
Harlan added an expression of His desire 
that Miss Barton should leave the United 
States on ‘“‘the best ship of the Dnited States 
navy,’ obviously referring to the armed 
cruiser New York, understood to be under 
orders for Turkish waters. 


HAS A FIGHT WITH GOMEZ’S MEN. 
Gen. Aldecoa Said to Have Put the In- 
surgents to Flight. — 


[SPECIAL CABLB.] 

Hlavana, Jan. 11.—(Copyright, 1896, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The most important information 
given out tonight in the official bulletins is 
that Gen. Aldecoa, with a large Spanish col- 
umn, ran up against Gomez's band at 6 
o'clock this morning near Quivican. Col. 
Galbis, with a small force, joined him, and, 
after a skirmish, the rebels retired in the di- 
rection of the San Augustine sugar estate, 
not far from the former point. The Spanish 
loss is thirteen killed and wounded. 

Quivican is a Small village in Havana 
Province on the United railway, due south 
of Havana, near San Felipe, and distant 
about twenty miles from the former place. 
In last night's dispatch I stated that the 
knowing ones at the palace had informed 
me that they believed Gomez had reached 
his furthest westward point and was re- 
turning or preparing to return eastwards. 
The only point of doubt that I can raise in 
regard to this last news is that Aldecoa may 
be mistaken as to his antagonist, supposing 
Lacret's band, or possibly Quintin Bandera’'s 
force, is that of Gomez... If this view is in- 
correct and the bulletin is accurate it means 
that Gomez's raid has ended and that he is 
returning eastward as rapidly as he can. 
Hie must have made a great forced march 
from the point in Pinar del Rio where he was 
last reported. 

A large number of troops left Calabazar 
this morning, going east by rail, a fact which 
tends to confirm the above intelligence. 

The reports published in thé United States 
on Tuesday and Wednesday that the vol- 
unteers had made a demand for the sum- 
mary killing of Gen. Julio Sanguilly are 
wholly false. Consul-General Williams has 
specifically said the entire story is untrue. 
Sanguilly has not been nor is he in the slight- 
est danger. The volunteers have indulged 
in no threats against him. He is safe in the 
casemate of one of the most impregnable 
fortresses in the Western Hemisphere.

Apart from the sentimental reasons there 
is a commercial phase of the question of 
which the Foreign Affairs members are not 
allowed to remain in ignorance. There are 
sugar investments in Cuba held by citizens 
of the United States amounting to some $3U),- 
000,000, which have guffered enormous dam- 
age at the hands of the rebels in their raids. 

So long as the revolution has no recognized 
standing Spain is responsible for these losses 
and the owners of plantations hope to be able 
to secure reparation from her at some fut- 
ure day. When this government formally 
takes notice of the fact that a state of war 
exists in Cuba its citizens will have no 
ground upon which to base their claims. 

These considerations tend to retard recog- 
nition. Whether they will defeat the move- 
ment for recognition remains to be seen. 


GIRLS TELL HOW THEY WERE HUGGED 


Much Interest in the Sentence Imposed 
Upon Charles Luz, 

Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 11.—[Special.|— 

Mayor Ross has agreed to reopen the case 


_against Charles Lutz, whom he sent to jail 


yesterday for sixty-five days for hugging 
saleswomen and factory girls while they 
were on their way to work early in the morn- 
ing. 

All his friends and his employers, a large 
wholesale firm, have come forward to pro- 
test that it is impossible he should be guilty, 
and his wife joins in the demand for justice 
There is a chance the twenty-five young 
women who identified him as the man who 
attempted to or did hug them are mistaken. 

For more than a year complaints have 
been made to the police that girls employed 
in the numerous overall factories or as sales- 
women had been accosted by a man whose 
description is exactly that of Lutz. Many 
plans to capture him failed.. Ali the offenses 
were committed in the evening. 

The girls say he would come upon them 
suddenly and take hold of them. Some 
times he hugged them and some times he 
was content to simply take hold of their 
arms. Always there was an eagerness to 
be the affectionate on short acuaintance. 

His district covered a half dozen streets 
leading to the business part of the city. 
Terre Haute overall factories give employ- 
ment to more than a thousand girls. In going 
to work they are often in pairs, but the man 
never molested them when two were to- 
gether. | 

Yesterday morning a policeman who had 
been put to work on the case in citizen's 
clothing saw Lutz moving about the streets 
in a suspicious manner and joined him. 
The two walked together until they arrived 
at Lutz’s place of employment, when he was 
placed under arrest. Twenty-five girls and 
women were brought into the Mayor's court 
to testify against him. All but one or two 
said they recognized him. Eight were sworn 
as witnesses. ? 

One handsome young woman was first put 
on the stand. She said he had come up to her 
quickly and caught hold of her. Then he 
hugged her and she broke away from him 
and ran. Another girl said she had escaped 
being hugged by running, and another by 
bravely defving him. Then the Mayor told 
the girls to be sure they were not mistaken. 
All manifested much earnestness in saying 
he was the man. 

Lutz testified as to his innocence, and his 
demeanor bore out his testimony. Then the 
Mayor pronounted the sentence. 

Lutz, who is 26 years of age, was formerly 
in the fire deartment, and is well known. 
Without exception all who know him. say 
there must be a mistake. His wife's story 
is that he has been the best of husbands and 
never went away from home, when he was 
not at work, without her. His fellow em- 
ployés says he is the last man in town to be

BIG ICE BRIDGE AT NIAGARA FALLS,. 


Largest on Record—It Extends from 
Goat Isiand to Cantalever Bridge. - 
Niagara Falls, Jan. 11.—[{Special.}—The ice 
bridge, which began to form here on Tués- 
day, has gradually extended until it is now 
the largest ever known, reaching from a 
point even with goat Island within the 
sweep of the Horseshoe Falls as far down as 
the Michigan Central cantalever bridge, a 
distance of more than a mile.

Luna Islands in the State Reservation and 
the Queen Victoria Park are covered with 
a peculiar formation of frozen spray known 
as ice foliage. These assume the most 


fanciful and grotesque forms and feflect the | 


rays of the sun like sparkling jewels. As 
Rayard Taylor remarked in enthusiasm of 
the winter scenery at Niagara, “it is now 
in the climax of its beauty.”

Néw York, Jan. 11.—[(Special.J—A meeting 
of the Protective Tariff League will be held 
in this city next Thursday afternoon which 
will be watched with interest by politicians.

MORE THAN THE $100,000,000 RE- 
QUIRED SUBSCRIBED FOR. 


Figures Given by the New York World 
Show That the Necessary Amount Is 
Fully Made Up Outside of the Syn- 
dicate, Which, It Is Reported, Has 
Gone 
Subscribed Heavily — Other News 
from the Atlantic Metropolis. 


New York, Jan. 11.—{Special.]—The figures 
of the New York World show that the Mor- 
gan bond syndicate is broken beyond repair 
and is in no way able longer to menace the 
honor of the republic. Its calculations show 
that offers have been made by persons and 
institutions independent of the syndicate 
to take $104,000,000 worth of the bonds, or 
$4,000,000 more than the requisite amount. 
The conservative Chemical National Bank 
of this city was the first to withdraw from 
the syndicate, and it took qut $5,000,000. 
Next came the New York Life Insurance, 
withdrawing $10,000,000. ‘ 

Today smaller institutions withdrew their 
syndicate bids. The individual subscribers, 
according to the newspaper in question, are 
as follows: ° 

The national banks, $20,000,000. 

The State banks and savings banks, $15,000,000. 

New York Life Insurance company, $10,000,000, 

Chemical and other New York banks, $15,000,000.

The New York World, $1,000,000.

FIRE IN A BIG FACTORY. 


E. W. GILLETT’S FLAVORING EX- 
| TRACT BUILDING DAMAGED. 


Barkin®# of Three Little Dogs Leads to 
Discovery of Blaze and a Prompt 
Alarm — Nearby Buildings Endan- 
wered and Special Call for Engines 
Sent In—Fireboat Yosemite Lends 
Valuable Assistance—Loss on Build- 
ing and Contents Placed at 850,000. 

Pet dogs were responsible for the early / 

discovery of a fire which started last night 

in the flavoring extract factory of Egbert 

W. Gillett, Nos. 9.to 15 River street. They 

attracted the attention of their owner, who 

sent in an alarm. 

It was 9:15 o’clock when John Goetz stood 


behind the bar in his saloor at No. 21 Michi- 
| gan street, talking with friends. 


Three lit- 
_ tel dogs which he kept in a rear room rzade 
SO much noise that Goetz spoke of it. 

“Guess burglars must be about, John,” re- 
marked one of his friends. 

Goetz went into the rear room and noticed 
the glare of the flames cw the walls. Look- 
ing through a window he saw the Gillett 
- building was on fire, and he hurried out to 
send in the alarm. At that time the flames 
had reached the second story, and seemed to 
be spreading rapidly. 

The building occupied by Mr. Gillett wasa 
six-story brown-stone structure and was 
erected in 1886. The fire started in the rear 
of the second floor and made its wey rapidly 
to the upper stories. These were used for 
storing raw materials, and the firemen had 
great difficulty in reaching them with lines 
of hose. They were aided by the -fireboat 
Yosemite, and within a short time the vlaze 
was under control. 

The four upper floors were burned out, 
Stored there were syrups, flavoring solu- 
tions, and sugar. The stock on the first and 
second floors, much of which was packed 
ready for shipment, was damaged by water. 

According to Mr. Gillett the stock in the 
building was valued at $100,000 and the ma- 
chinery at $40,000. The building was worth 
$55,000. It is estimated the damage to stock 
—_ eee is $40,000 and to the building. 
“I am fully covered by insurance,” said 
Mr. Gillett last night. “I have no idea how 
the fire started. We have steam heat and 
electric lights in the building, and no fires 
were kept burning in the upper stories. I- 
do not think the blaze was of incendiary 
origin, however.”’ 3 

The building occupied by W. M. Hoyt, deal- 
er in groceries, was thought to be in dan- 
ger at one time and a special call for engines 
was made, but they were not needed. 

A hose burst in front of Bradley & Co.'s 
store and the crowd in its rush to escape 
crashed through two front windows, one itn 
Bradley & Co.’s store and one in Roethlils- 
berger & Gerber’s store. 


ST. LOUIS DRY GOODS STORE BURNS. 


Fire Destroys the “Parisian,” Owned 
by Siegel, Hillman & Co. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 11.—‘*The Parisian,” a 
general store run by the firm of Siegel, Hill- 
man & Co., occupying the five-story building 
at Broadway and Washington avenue, was 
totally destroyed by fire tonight, causing an 
estimated loss of $200,000 on building and 
stock. 

-At 10:30 o'clock flames were seen issuing 
from the fifth story of the building, which 
has a frontage of 86 feet in Washington ave- 
nue.and 125 feet in Broadway. Ina few min- 
utes the fire spread over the ,entire four 
top. floors. Fifteen employés who were 
working after hours had a narrow escape. 
The alarms brought all the engines in the 
down-town district, and by hard work the 
fire was confined to the building in which it 
started. Everything above the first floor 
was burned out and the contents of the first 
floor and basement were ruined by water. 

The firm of Siegel, Hillman & Co. dealt in 
general merchandise, of which it had a large 
stock on hand. Its loss is estimated at $125,- 
000, fully insured. The loss on the building 
will not fall short of $75,000, partially in- 
sured. Siegel, Cooper & Co. of Chicago are 
said to be behind the St. Louis firm. 

Port Huron, Mich., Jan. 11.—Nelscn Mills’ 
large sawmili at Marysville, five miles south 
of this city, burned tonight. Loss estimsted 
at $75,000 to $100,000, including a large quan- ~ 
tity of lumber. It was one of the best 
equipped mills in Michigan.

Annual Exhibit of the Latest Designs in 
Wheels Said to Be the Greatest Thing 
of the Kind So Far Held in This Coun- 
try~Friday'’s Attendance 14,200—Com-

Larger Building Necessary for Exhibits 

‘ip the Future. 

Chicago's second cycle show, the most suc- 
cessful and greatest exhibition of the kind, 
closed last ‘night with a jam of people which 
was as gratifying to the management as it 
‘was surprising. Despite the change of loca- 
tion and arrangements made necessary by 
the collapse of the Coliseum, which was to 
have been opened with the big bicycle show, 
and the ‘difficulties arising from disagree- 
ments with the Cycling Board of Trade in 
raising the price of spaces and appropriating 
50 per cent of the proceeds, the show has 
been an example which will not soon be for- 
gotten of the immensity of the bicycle trade. 

From all parts of the United States manu- 
facturers and agents came, and besides 
those actually interested in the trade, 
crowds of newspaper and cyclingPeriodical 
correspondents were on hand. Excursions 
on all the railroads running out of Chicago 
brought crowds from neighboring States 
and made this exposition more in keeping 
with its name, the National Cycle Exhibi- 
tien, than was anticipated by the promoters 
of the show. 
Few Complaints Are Made. 

With all the crowds which jammed the 
building no serious accidents of any kind 
occurred, and the work of pickpockets and 
thieves was remarkably light. Only six 
complaints were made during the week of 
losses by exhibiters or visitors. The police 
service was one of the most remarkable 
‘features of the exhibition. Never has s0 
large a force of men been employed at a 
similar exhibition. Large men in every 
sense of the word. These men, averaging 
six feet three inches in height and over 209 
pounds in weight, were as fine an exhibit 
as there was at the show. 

The location of the show, which was 
pointed out as an objectionable feature from 
the start, seemed to be lost sight of in the 
manifestation of the, cycling craze. While 
the Coliseum would have been nfuch’ more 
desireble for room and location, the ar- 
rangements at Tattersall's have been ad- 
mirable and have called forth the praise of 
all the exhibiters, and this was shown on 
Friday night, when the immense crowd pe- 
cessitated the throwing open of side exits 
which allowed the people to disperse with- 
out any unusual crowding, which seemed 

inevitable during the early part of the 
evening at the main entrance. 

Total Attendance 80,000 to 90,000,

Agents Bewildered by the Display. 


Several manufacturers claim that agents 
were bewildered by the display of wheels 
at the cycle show, and the work of placing 
agencies was not so easy as if there had 
been no show. If the agent was skilled in 
all modern appliances of bicycles and knew 
a good wheel it was a different matter, but 
if he was left merely to make his choice ac- 
cording to the wheel which struck his fancy, 
as had been the case with a large number of 
agents, good wheels suffered at the expense 
of tnferior ones. Pusiness was delayed in 
many cases by agents being unable to decide 
what bicycles they wanted to handle. A 
personal visit to the manufacturers at their 
factories would have settled the matter. 
These things were argued against the hold- 
ing of any more cycle shows. But other 
agents were equally strong in their support 
The question of the pros- 
pects for holding any more shows has arisen 
during the !tast few days and been discussed 
by nearly every manufacturer, and yester- 
day a canvass of the booths was made to 
find what the sentiment was in regard tothe 
ma ter, anc in the large building the ma- 
jority of the exhibiters was in favor of its 
continuance, the. minority, however, being 
strong in its opposition.

The occasion bringing out this immense 
concourse of people was singing contests 
under the auspices of the Swedish National 
Association, a sort of benefit for the Swedish 
F'ree Labor Bureau, No. 8 Washington 
street, the receipts being devoted to the 
maintenance of that institution. A _ sec- 
ondary purpose was higher and more es- 
thetic, the advancement of the art of music, 
and the getting together of societies and 
choruses that ordinarily do not meet—rarely 
in a social way and never in a competitive. 


Color Effects Are Striking. 

On this occasion the stage presented a 
somewhat al fresco appearance, the sides 
and rear being treated in a color scheme with 
varying shades of blue for a sky-like effect, 
fieecy white clouds being painted well up 
toward the flies. Over the stage immense 
slats were arranged for acoustic effect. To 
accommodate the mixed chorus of some 250, 
seats were arranged in tiers. These were 
filled by 8 o’clock, when the great organ, 
with Emil Larson at the keys, pealed out 
the opening solo, and this was the scene 
when the judges of the contest, Mr. W. L.

‘In behalf of the Swedish National Asso- 
ciation I ‘have the highly appreciated pleas- 
ure to extend to you alla heartfelt welcome. 
A glance at this large, brilliant, and repre- 
sentative assembly cannot but inspire the 
long cherished hope’a new éra is dawning on 
the musical life of this great city. 

“It is a mark of advanced civilization and 
education when representatives of different 
countries, joined together by ties of brother- 
hood and lofty aims, seek their enjoyments 
not in witnessing the uncivilized boxing and 
sparring in the wrestlers’ roped arena, but 
in the fine art of song and music. There is 
nothing more elevating or truly educating 
than music bursting forth from lips that 
know and understandit.

BANKERS DO NOT FULLY APPROVE. 


They Object to Certain Features of Senator 
Nelson’s Bill, 


The changes proposed by Senator Nelson 
in his bill to rev:se the national banking laws 
do not§{meet with the full approval of Chicago 
bankers. ‘he parts of the bill increasing the 
gold in the banks’ reserves they do not con- 
sider worthy of much thought, feeiing the 
silver men of the Senate will not allow them 
to become laws. Regarding the lessening of 
the ameunt of capital for national banks, 
President E. S. Lacey of the Bankers Na- 
tional Bank, ex-Controller of the Currency, 
said: 

“If the present system is to be continued, 
ard some relief were given ‘in the way of in- 
creasing circulution to par on bonds, and the 
tax on circuiation reduced to one-fourth of l 
per cent, as advocated by Controller Eckeis, I 
think it might be well to allow the organization 
of national banksin towns 6! 3,000 population 
and ie-s, with a capital stock of $25,000, It 
would tend to popularize the system and 
bring its benefits to a larger number of peo. 
ple. If, however, the system is to be changed 
and national banks are to become banks of 
issue, a capital of $25,000 is too smali,”’ 

*In my opinion.’ C. C. Sw nbone ‘of the 
Globe National suid, **$50,000 is as smal! 
acapitai as a national benk ought to have. 
lf it cannot get that much capital it ought 
not to be in the business.”’ 

**IT don’t think tne proposed changes will 
bring any State banks into the fold,”’ the 
President of a State bank, who did not care 
to be quoted, said. ‘* Their business has been 
built up on lines not permitted by national 
banking laws. The profits on circulation 
woud not overcome the ioss they would be 
subdjected to by the business they must give 
up.

HOW TO GET TRUE BILLS. 


STORY OF THE DECEMBER GRAND 
JURY BY ONE OF ITS PANEL. 


J. F. Hodell Expliins the Methods of 
That Body and Tells of the Way Fore- 
man Smith Conducted Business=Revolt 
of the Jurors Against His Rule=The 
Trip to Dunning=Determine to Resist 
DictationVan Schaack Refuses to 


Give Up. 

J. F. Hodell, No. 1328 Dunning street, is 
sorry he was a member of the noted Decem- 
ber grand jury. He talked at length last 
night about the inner workings of this body, 
but he declares one-half of its real actions 
never will be told. He says most of the pro- 
ceedings were farcical. Some, he declares, 
he couldn’t understand, and the true in- 
wardness of some others, he says, were only 
too plain to him. Mr. Hodell’s chief regret 
at this time, however, is because he was ever 


mixed up with the jury. 

Mr. Hodell thinks State’s-Attorney Kern 
will never take any action to investigate the 
irregularities charged. In talking of Mr. 
Kern, Mr. Hodell said: 

“One day he tried to get the grand jury 
to reconsider an indictment which the jury 
had found the day before. To me it seemed 
one of the clearest cases made out and it 
evidently seemed so to the rest of the jury, 
who refused to reconsider. 

“Occasionally he would come into the 
room and instruct us to return or not to re- 
turn bills in certain cases, though why I 
could not understand. They seemed just 
alike to me.”’ 

How the Business Is Conducted, 

Mr. Hodell said Foreman Smith, Garrity, 
Straw, and McComb had everything their 
own way. 

“Smith,” he said, “‘was arbitrary from the 
beginning. Fully nine-tenths of the cases 
went the way he wanted them to go. There 
were times when I know six hands were not 
raised. Smith would scarcely glance up and 
say “True bill,’ and at other times when 
there was certainly a majority vote he would 
pursue the same tactics and cry “No bill.” 
I protested,-as did several others, but it did 
no good. Finally, I asked him why he was 
so interested: how much he had in it: and 
some of the jurors openly insulted him; but 
Smith merely put on a look of injured inno- 
cence and answered, “Thank you, gentle- 
men.’ Then at the call of certain cases 
Garrity would say he didn’t think any bill 
should be found and would -give ominous 
winks and significant shakes of the head, 
and Mr. Garrity’s friends would go scot 
free, 

“But it was in the pharmacy cases where 
a man’s pull stood him in good stead. Al- 
most as fast as the names were read off the 
foreman called “True bill,’ except in cases 
where a juryman would interrupt him with— 

“*That man is a friend of mine and I am 
sure that he——’ 

“*All right, no bill,’ would be the answer 
and the grist would go on.”’ 

After Van Schaack had been indicted he 
came Over to the Criminal Court Building, 
and, after a lot of passing of notes back and 
forth (in which Mr. Hodell as sergeant-at- 
arms acted as postman), determined and 
persistent efforts were made to have his 
case reconsidered, but without success. 

“‘Cases were railroaded through with lit- 
tle or no testimony. Some of the jurymen 
just sat there with their hands up and a far- 
away look on their faces, and I don’t believe 
they heard a word,’’ continued Mr. Hodell. 
“and others I believe did not vote ona single 
case. The fact is, some of the jurymen were 
not overbright.”’ 


Trip of the Jurymen to Dunning. 
Concerning the trip a part of the gran‘4 
jury took to Dunning Mr: Hodell told much 
of interest. He said while they were filing 
along through the corridor a patient in an in- 
sane ward called out: 

“You grand jury men are a lot of shyster 
politicians looking for what you can get out 
of your job.” 

Mr. Hodell said while he didn’t think it 
applied to those at Dunning developments 
showed it was probably true of those who 
remained at home, for while they had all 
previously seemed anxious to indict bucket- 
shop keepers they had suddenly and unac- 
countably changed their minds in the in- 
terval. 

“We talked over the queer proceédings 
that were taking place in the jury-room,” 
said he, ‘and we decided not to let Smith 
and his gang run things any more. They 
soon found it out, too. The bucket-shop 
cases came up Saturday and we found bills 
against all the State’s-Attorney had recom- 
mended. They even wanted to have the time 
of the jury extended another week and 
when the gang found we would indict the 
others also Smith wouldn’t let us take a vote 
on it, but put them over to the next grand 
ury. 

‘That jury service was a revelation to me. 
[ think this much-vaunted American institu- 
tion is an abominable farce, a disgrace to 
the country, and some of its members are 
the greatest crooks on the face of the earth. 
{ never want to be on another jury.” 

Mr. Van Schaack Refuses to Be Bled. 

Peter Van Schaack said yesterday the re- 
port he had been approached by a juryman 
at the Criminal Court Building was untrue. 
Mr. Van Schaack did not deny, however, an 
attempt had been made to get him to pay 
for exemption from indictment; in fact, he 
intimated such an attempt had been made, 
and when the time came he would do his 
part to secure the punishment of the 
crooked jurors, 

The committee of three which has been 
investigating the grand jury’s action said 
yesterday it would be ready to report on 
Monday to the Executive committee. 


Warns Max Hahn Not to Serve. 

Commissioner Munn of the County Board 
yesterday explained his action in appoint- 
ing Max Hahn Sr. of Evanston to a place on 
the February grand jury, before which a 
charge of criminal negligence against his 
son may come. Mr. Munn said he had not 
thought of Hahn’‘s’son being in trouble when 
he recommended the appointment, and that 
since the matter had been called to his at- 
tention he told Mr. Hahn not to report to the 
February grand jury unless the January 
jury had disposed of his son’s trouble. 


BANKERS HEAR PRESIDENT LACEY. 


History of the FPusiness Depression Is In- 
terestingly Reviewed. 

Rockford, Ill, Jan. 11.—[{Special.]—The 
Bankers’ club was addressed tonight at its 
monthly banquet by President Edward 8. 
Lacey of the Bankers’ Nationa! Bank of Chi- 
cago on “The Business Outlook,” and by 
Judge John D. Crabtree of Dixon on “‘The 
Monroe Doctrine.”’ 

Mr. Lacey reviewed the history of the 
present business depression and the condi- 
tions existing in various parts of the coun- 
try. He said: 

“The two classes of people most affected 
by the conditions of trade are the farmers 
and wage-earners. The farmers have had 
their capacity as consumers decreased by 
short crops and the low prices of their 
produce. With the wage-earner the price of 
labor has not only been maintained, but until 
recently has been constantly advanced. 
Protected by a protective tariff the labor 
unions have constantly advanced wages. A 
few years ago the rank and file of labor be- 
came restless, however. Joined with the 
party which carried the banner, ‘High Tarif 
Is Legalized Robbery,’ they swept the party 
supporting the protective tariff from power 
and broke down the barriers which protected. 
them from cheap foreign labor. 

“The uncertainty following this change 
caused all manufacturing interests to con- 
tract their business into the smallest limiis. 
The situation was aggravated by the con- 
dition of the currency, and the depression 
resulted.”’ 

Mr. Lacey thought the return to better 
times was coming. ‘““Wages,”’ he said, ‘‘will 
probably never get back to their former 
standard, as there is a world-wide disposi- 
tion to reduce the cost of products, rather 
than increase the earnings of the producers. 
The era of high prices has gone, never to 
return. Wages, interest, transportation, 
must all be reduced in proportion. The peo- 
ple of the world are becoming more bound 
together, and the tendency is constantly 
toward the leveling of conditions.” 

Passing to the finance Mr. Lacy said that 
the government must get on a gold or silver 
basis as quickly as possible. 
favored a bank note issue which would give 
elasticity similar to that given by bank 
checks. There are two remedies for the ex- 
portation of gold which has become so se- 
rious. One is to maintain the balance of 
trade in our favor permanently placing 
discriminating duties on imports. e other 
is by the use of bank discounts to regulate 
me gi of gold so it will not pay to send it 
away. 

Judge Crabtree reviewed the history of 
the Monroe doctrine and the occasions han 
it had been brought into play, and 
that great care should be taken to ascertain

JUDGE GEORGE G. WRIGHT IS DEAD. 


Famous Iowa Jurist Passes Away at Des 
Moines. 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 11.—[Special.]}—Des 
Moines and all Iowa today paid respect to 
the memory of Judge George G. Wright, 
who died this morning at 3:30 o’clock. His 
sudden death at the age of nearly 75 was 
everywhere discussed. 

In the legislative caucuses, held in the 
afternoon, resolutions of respect and sym- 
pathy were read and adopted, and action 
taken toward making the funeral, prob- 
ably next Monday afternoon, a State func- 
tion. Many expressions of respect and sym- 
pathy from men in public life were received. 

Only His immediate friends and relatives 
had known of Judge Wright’s illness. For 
some time he had been subject to fainting 
spells, which were always alarming to his 
friends, but never regarded as serious, un- 
til his constitution had gradually weakened 
with age. 

George Grover Wright was born at Bloom- 
ington, Ind., March 24, 1820. He was the 
son of John Wright. The Wrights came 
originally from Wales to America; the fam- 
ily of Mrs. Wright (Seaman) from England. 
Judge Wright graduated at the State Uni- 
versity in Bloomington in 1839, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1840, having read law 
in the office of his elder brother, Joseph A. 
Wright. He removed to Keosauqua, Ia., 
the same year, being yet in his minority. 


He practiced law in that and surrounding 


counties until he was chosen by the Fifth 

Jeneral Assembly in 1855 Chief Justice of 
the State. This office he held until the reor- 
ganization of the Supreme Court in January, 
1860, when he retired. In the following June 
Gov. Kirkwood appointed him a Judge of the 
court, to take the place of Lacon D. Stock- 
ton. He remained on the bench until Sep- 
tember, 1870, when he retired. 

In 1848 he had been elected a State Sen- 
ator, serving in that capacity four years, 
and being a member of the Senate when the 
code of 1851 was enacted. In 1850 he was 
the Whig candidate for Congress in the 
First or Southern District, but there were 
too many Democrats in the district, and 
they succeeded in electing Bernhart Henn. 
The last time a Democrat was elected (in 
1853) the Whig members of the General As- 
sembly gave their votes to George G. Wright 
for the position. 

Seventeen years afterward a Republican 
General Assembly elected him to the Senate 
as a successor to James B. Howell. He de- 
clined a reélection, the duties and labors be- 


ing lees congenial to him than the work of his | 


profession. 

During the time Judge Wright was on the 
bench he removed to Des Moines, which was 
his home for the last thirty years of his life. 
He was for a long time a partner in the law 
firm of Wright, Gatch & Wright. About a 
dozen years ago he retired from the practice 
and accepted the Presidency of the Polk 
County Savings Bank, which he held until 
the end came. 

Judge Wright always felt a warm interest 
in the State Agricultural Society, and was 
its President for several years. He was also 
in demand as a popular lecturer. He was 
married Oct. 19, 1843, to Miss Hannah Dib- 
bie, native of the State of New York, who, 
with five of their six children, survives him. 
They are: Craig L. of Sioux City, Mary D., 
wife of Frank H. Peary of Minneapolis, 
Minn.; Mrs. Lucia H., wife of Edgar H. 
Stone of Sioux City; Carroll and George G. 
of this city.

Educators Celebrate His Anniversary at 
University of Chicago, 

Prominent educators from Illinois and 
neighboring States met with the students and 
protersors of the University of Chicago in 
Cobb Chapel yesterday afternoon to celebrate 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the birth of Henrich Pestalozzi. The exer- 
cises were in charge of the department of 
pedagogy. 

Head Professor John Dewey made the intro- 
ductory addres: on the life and character of 
the Celebrated Zurich scholar and teacher, 
and the vaiue of his work. Dr. George E. 
Vincent read a paper on ‘Fundamental 
Principles of °'Modern Pedagogy Found in 
Pestalozzi’a Writings,’’ which was followed 
by a discussion of some of these principles, 
such as ripeness, imitation, gradation, and 
autouomy, in their present application in the 
schools. 

Chauncey P. Colgrove spoke of Pestalozzi’s 
theory of **Anschauung,” or sense-percep- 
tion, and a spirited discussion ensued on the 
connection-vf ** Anschauung”’ with the art of 
education, and the psychological order of in- 
struction.

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JUDGE GIBBONS MAKES AMENDS. 


Retracts What He Recently Said About 
the Police Force. 

Annie Farley was not brought into court 
yesterday and her father and mother told 
the court they had not heard from her. In 
regard to the rumor that Chief Badenoch 
had written a sharp letter to him in reply to 
some criticisms he had made from the bench 
Judge Gibbons said: 

“I received no intimation from Mr. Bade- 
noch that he was displeased with the ex- 
pression which I inadvertently let fall the 
other day concerning the police force. But 
aS soon as I saw it reported in che paper I 
recognized that what I had said was an in- 
justice to Mr. Badenoch and the Police De- 
partment and therefore of my own motion 
I retract it.” a 

His Honor also said Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel George A. Dupuy was mistaken 
in his opinion that the duty of a police of- 
ficer ceased when a criminal was appre- 
hended and surrendered to the Sheriff. 

“The court that criticises a policeman for 
making an arrest without a warrant when 
the policeman has good reason to suspect 
the person placed under arrest is not doing 
right,’’ said Judge Gibbons. “It is a shame 
to do so, because if the officer believes a 
person to be a thief or a pickpocket it is his 
duty to arrest him. I do not want to be 
called upon to do what I believe to be a 
manly thing, and therefore I make this 
statement in justice to the Police Depart- 
ment. A Judge should be guarded in his 
remarks from the bench.” 

HE MAY BRING sUIT FOR DAMAGES. 
Manager Henderson Gives His Attorney 
Instractions, 

““Manager David Henderson has instructed 
me to bring suit for damages against Ware- 
houseman J. D. McCrea & Bro.,” said Attor- 
ney Gray of Buckley, Gray & More, ‘“‘for 
their unwarranted and illegal conduct at the 
Schiller Theater on Friday evening, and I 
may do so. If they return all of Mr. Hender-

CONTROLLED BY SPIRIT OF PUGILIST. 


Peculiar Case at Seance Leads to Charge 
of Assault. 7 

A case involving spiritualists will be tried 
before Judge Freeman on the quasi-criminal 
calendar. Oct. 16 William Schumacher took 
an appeal from the decision of Justice Sev- 
erson, who fined him $5 for an alleged as- 
sault upon Mrs. Carrie Riegor. This as- 
sault occurred at a seance at Armitage and 
Milwaukee avenues Oct. 15. 

Upon this occasion Mrs. Riegor was con- 
trolled, she claimed, by the spirit of a dead 
pugiiist.

Expert Safe Blowers Make Good Haul at 
Bernard & Legat’s. 

Expert safe-blowers invaded the whole- 
sale liquor house of Bernard & Legat, No. 
620 Blue Island avenue, on Friday night and 
secured $420, seven boxes of cigars, and two 
cases of liquor. The money consisted princi- 
pally of small bills and a large quantity of 
silver. 

After seburing the money the burglars 
went to the rear of the place and celebrated 
by drinking wines and liquors. Three chairs 
were placed around a table, and a number of 
empty wine bottles and stubs of cigars 
showed that they had a merry time of it.

In case the overcoat is buttoned up and the 
man inside is suddenly called upon to shoot 
the pistol might as well be at home on the 
piano for all the service it would be to the 
owner. On the other hand, if he leaves his 
coat unbuttoned he is liable to freeze. 

What the policemen want is an overcoat

Judge Adams Sustuxins Demurrer to De- 
fendant’s Piles, 


A demurrer in the defendant’s plea in the . 


Hopkins-Tanner libel suit case before Judge 
Adams was sustained yesterday. The case 
was commenced some time ago, and at the 
time was widely noticed by the press. Ex- 
Mayor Hopkins in his bill charged John R. 
Tanner published a libelous pamphlet in 
which he asserted that Hopkins through the 
police courts extorted money from various 
people for political purposes, 

Judge Adams holds the plaintiff is entitled 
to know the specific charges of extortion 
which Tanner alleged. As the pleas did not 
set these up the demurrer to them was sus- 
tained. Ex-Gov. Hamilton, who represented 
Tanner, Was granted a few days to decide 
what further action he would take. 

The practical effect of the decision is a 
victory for John P. Hopkins. The court 
holds the defendant shall give the names of 
all persons whom the defendant claims ex- 
torted money for the ex-Mayor. As the de- 
fendant has set up ninety-nine charges 
ot this nature apd also included ‘‘the many- 
headed police force” the plaintiff claims it 
will be a different. matter for the defendant 
to set up all the names of the persons who 
are charged with accepting bribes. 

The defendant, Tanner, made a specia! 
Flea that his communication to the Repub- 
licans of the State was a privileged one. He 
has also filed ninety-nine pleas of justifica- 
tion. The libelous language complained of 
in Mr. Tanner’s communication was: 

“In spite of the blackmail levied by Mayor 
Hopkins upon the vices of the City of Cui- 
cago,” and in the pleas of justification it 
was proposed by the defendant to prove that 
such blackmail had been levied by the 
Mayor. 

Judge Adams, in his decision, discusses 
the pleas at length, and in regard to the plea 
ihat what Tanner sent out as Chairman of 
the Republican State Central committee was 
a privileged communication the court said 
that the language complained of was an ac- 
cusation of oppression and malfsasance in 
office. The court quoted a number of decis- 
ions on the latitude allowed in criticising 
public officers, and then proceeded to discuss 
the pleas of justification. 

In conclusion the court said: “It is 
averred the plaintiff acted by others, which 
can only be true on the hypothesis that oth- 
ers acted by his authority, and it is material 
to the plaintiff to know by whom it is 
claimed he acted, to whom it is claimed he 
gave authority to act for him, in order that 
he may be prepared to meet the defendant's 
charge. 1f the defendant does not know 
any person or persoris acted for the plaintiff, 
as alleged, he should not have so averred, 
but having so averred it must be assumed 
that he does know, and knowing, &e must 
inform the plaintiff by his plea. He cannot 
impose on the plaintiff the burden of calling 
every member of the police force to prove 
that no one of them was authorized to act 
for him, as alleged in the plea.”’

ATTORNEY-GENERAL ATTACKS THE 
NATIONAL LINSEED OIL COMPANY, 


Judge Gibbons Grants His Petition to 
Bring an Action to Invalidate the Char- 
ter of the Concern—In the Bill Filed 
the Defendant Corporation Is Charged 
with Conducting an Illegal Business— 
Lawyers Tell the History of the Organ- 
ization. 


Attorney-General Moloney began proceed- 
ings yesterday in the Circuit Court to annul 
the charter of the National Linseed Oil com- 
pany. He asserts it has 2a monopoly of the 
business in the United States and is a trust 
such as the statutes prohibit. 

With Attorney W. W. Gurley, counsel for 
the defendant compuny, Mr. Moloney went 
before Judge Gibbons at noon and a-ked per- 
mission to file an information in the nature 
of a writ of quo warranto. The request was 
granted and the Attorney-General then filed 
his information, which reta forth 
the history of the National Linseed Oii 
company. The papers in the case tel how 
it grew from a concern worth $20,000 in 
1887 to a combination of fifty-four corpora- 
tions at the present time with capital stock 
issued for $18,000,000. 

The National Linseed Oil company has its 
offices in the Qld Colony Buidimg. Its offi- 
cers are: President, Alex Euston; First Vice- 
President, A. QO. Hall; Secretary and Treas- 
urer, T. G. MecCuiloh; Directors, Alex Eus- 
ton, Marcus Simpson, R. D. Hubbard, John 
A. Willard, Samuel Thomas, John P., Keiser, 
A. O. Hall, A. C. Abbott, and W, P. Orr. The 
concern was chartered in 1887 at the dissoiu- 
tion of the Nationa! Linseed Oil Trust by the 
same companies that had mude up the trust. 

What the Attorney-General Sets Forth. 

Mr. Moloney in his petition says the Na- 
tional Linseed Oil company was formed with 
articles of agréement similar in effect to 
those of the Standard Oil and the whisky 
trusts, One of the constituent corporations, 
he aileges, in order to cheat the law swelled 
its capital stock until it pretended to buy in 
ail the old companies of the disrupted trust. 
This company was called the Enterprise 
Transit and Storage company, whose capital 
stock on June 14, 1887, was $20,000. This 
concern changed its name to the National 
Linseed OO.) company on June 15, following, 
and increased itscapital stock to $50,000. 
Oa Oct. 11 this was increased to $100.000, 
aud fi: aliy on Feb, 18, 1890, it was increased 
to $18,000,000, 

Purchase of the plants of the fifty-four 
corporations now inc.uded in the company 
was done by absorbing their stock and issuing 
therefor trust certificates to an amoust equals 
ing $18,000,000. Ten companies at first 
entered the trust, it is asserted, and when 
control of the entire linseed oil business of 
the country had been secured twenty-one 
piants were dismantled. The trust, it is 
charged, has practically controiled since 
1890 all the corporations, firms, ana compa- 
nies eogaging in the linseed oil business in 
the Uniteu Siates, dictated the amount to be 
produced, and reguiated the price of prod. 
ucts. The officers of the National Linseed 
Oil company became, Mr. Moloney says, the 
vfficers of the National Linseed Oii trust.

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SAYS HE WILL VETO IT. 


MAYOR SWIFT OBJECTS TO GENERAL 
ELECTRIC ORDINANCE. 


Unless He Changes His Mind Council Will 
Receive Document Tomorrow Night 
» Attorney Judd Makes Unsuccessful Ef- 
fort to Induce Him to Wait a Week= 
Numerous Delegations Call on His 
Honor=Contractor Loss Says Ordinance 

Is Not for Sale. 

Unless he experiences a sudden change of 
mind Mayor Swift will send in his veto of 
the General Electric ordinance tomorrow 
night. He has completed arrangements to 
leave for Florida on Tuesday, and for that 
reason wishes to have the matter disposed 
of before going. 

Edward J. Judd, attorney of the company, 


the veto message held back.a week. He 
called on the Mayor and Corporation Coun- 
sel Beale late yesterday afternoon and raised 
a point of law that the Mayor could not ac¢ 
under five days from the time of the passage 
of the ordinance. But in this he was over- 
ruled. 

The provision upon which Mr. Judd took 
his Stand says ‘if the Mayor shall not ap- 
prove an ordinance he shall return it to the 
Council, with his objections thereto in writ- 
ing, at the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, occurring not less than five days after 
the passage thereof.’’ 

Disagree on the Law. 

Mr. Beale did not agree with Mr. Judd as 
to the intent of the Legislature when this 
law was framed. He took the ground that 
the apparent limitation was for the Mayor’s 
protection and would not prevent him veto- 
ing a measure the moment it is passed if he 
wanted to do so. ee 

In this view Mayor Swift concurred. Mr. 
Judd argued that if the veto goes in tomorrow 
night it will not be legal, and without any 
action being taken by -the Council the ordi- 
nMance can become a law before the next 
meeting of the Council, one week hence, 
On the other hand, he agreed with Mr. Beale 
the Mayor could have until the meeting of 
next week if he wished in which to act. 

Then, having been convinced the ordinance 


would be disapproved, Mr. Judd was asked by.. 


the Mayor why he was so anxious for delay. 
His reply was it would be advantageous to 
the company. 

i“If you want to leave the city,” he sug- 
gested, “write your message and place it in 
the hands of your Secretary, to be given to 
the City Clerk at the Meeting one week from 
Monday night.”’ 

“O, no; I will not do that,” replied the 
Mayor. “The people would condemn me for 
doing a cowardly thing. They would say I 
sent in my veto and ran away.” 


Delegations Besiege Him. 

Nearly the whole of his Honor’s time was 
taken up yesterday listening to citizens and 
lawyers as to what he should do with this 
ordinance. Two large delegations of prop- 
erty-owners from the Twenty-ninth and 
Thirtieth Wards who signed frontage con- 
sents for the proposed road called on him, 
and legal representatives of the company 
were on hand to do the talking. The big 
delegation, composed of residents living in 
Princeton avenue and Fifty-seventh street, 
invaded the office at 4 o’clock. 

Patrick McClory, No. 4904 Princeton ave- 
nue, opened the discussion. He said they 
all favored the road provided it 4s to be 
operated by the underground trolley or 
storage battery system, but they did not 
want any overhead wire. 

“We signed on the expressed understand- 
ing,”’ he continued, “‘it was to be an unde 
ground line. We want the road bad enoug 
but no overhead trolley to burn down our 


houses.”’ 

“That is true,’ exclaimed Cornelius 
O’Brien. “They promised to give us an 
underground system in order to get us 
sign. They also agreed to widen the : 
four feet and pave it and keep it lighted 
and cleaned. If they will keep their word 
with us we don’t want you to veto the 
ordinance.”’ 

“But they are net going to do that,” said 
the Mayor. “They are going to put up an 
overhead trolley. That is why they the 
ordinance amended so as to leave it optional 
with the company as to whether it should 
be an underground or overhead trolley. As 
the overhead system costs about one-tenth 
as much as the underground you will see 
they are going to take that which is the 
cheapest.”’ 

A bald-headed man, who would not give 
his name, said the ordinance was amended 
to protect the bondholders. 

“There are no bondholders,” replied the 
Mayor. 

‘*There will be,’’ he answered. 

“Well, the people care nothing about bond-+ 
holders when you misrepresent your purpose 
in order to get their frontage consents.”’ 

The crowd applauded.

C. M. McDonald, representing the corpora- 
tion, explained that while the General Elec- 
tric company owns the Brandenburg under- 
ground patent and has faith in its practica- 
ewe at the same time it has not been 
tried. : 

“We are going to put it in on this road,” 
he went on, “but should it prove unsuccess- 
ful we want to be in position to adopt some 
other system. The capitalists interested do 
not want to invest their money in the build- 
ing and equipping of the road and then not 
be able to operate it.”’ . 

The Mayor said there were underground 
systems running successfully elsewhere. He 
promised the property-owners to protect 
their interests, and they retired apparently 
satisfied with the interview. 

A similar delegation from the Thirtieth 
Ward called in the forenoon. 


Not for Sale at Any Price, 


“The ordinance !s not for sale at any price. 
The road is to be built and operated and 
transportation furnished to a section that 
is now without proper facilities.”’ 

This was what C. E. Loss said yesterday 
of the General Electric ordinance. Heisa 
young man known in electrical circles as a 
large contractor. A week or more ago 
Tue TRIBUNE announced the control of the 
General Electric had passed into his hands 
a ong he had signed a contract to build the 
road. 

“That statement was perfectly correct,’’ 
said Mr. Loss. “I have made a contract 
with the company to construct all the lines 
it will build. I have given a bond for $10v,- 
0ouO signed by a responsible surety company 
to construct five miles before being paid any 
bonds, and that bond is open to inspection. 

“If the ordinance Decomes a law construc- 
tion will begin at’once. The original plan 
provided that/Brandenburg’s underground 
system sho be used. While the trolley is 
authorized it will not be used, but the stor- 
age battery will be on the entire length of the 
line. No combination will be made with any 
other company, but the road will be operated 
for the interests of the people and the com- 
pany if the ordinance is finally granted.” * 
Rumors Afloat. : 

In well informed quarters yesterday the 
ultimate beneficiary of the ordinance will 
be the Chicago and Englewood line, The 
terminals of both lines are separated by a 
narrow gap. The Englewood line is to let 
contracts for construction next week, and 
Mr. Loss is said to be a bidder. It is owned 
by people identified with the storage battery 
company whose system it is to use.

most certainly am utterly disgusted. With 
twelve more men in the City Council we 
could sustain the Mayor in his vetoes, but 
we haven’t the twelve, and the others go on 
in their old way.

Not a man who frequently visits 
the City Hall in .the line of business but 
knows of the barefaced and dishonest pros 
ceedings which goon. Aldermen have been 
s0 bold they have ventured openly in the 
City Clerk's office to hold up their constitu- 
ents and ask for money.

Howard H. Gross, who was present at the 
mecting, sald: 

“I remember being present and upon the 
platform at a much larger and more enthusi- 
astic meeting held last spring in Central 
Music Hall, just before the elections, where- 
in substantially the same relief was sought.

“At the meeting today I took occasion to 
propound the same question to some of the 
most representative men  present—men 
known and having the confidence of every- 
body.

NO SYMPATHY AT THE LINCOLN CLUB 


Members Who Talk Think Reform Method 
Chosen Is Wrong. 

At the Lincoln club, No. 531 West Adams 
street, the new party had no friends last 
night. If it had been a waif or the club’s 
doorsteps it would not have been housed. 
The invitation of the Civic Federation to the 
club, requesting it to send delegates to the 
meeting, was found unopened in the stew- 
ard’s desk. 

A dozen members who were gathered in 
the smoking room took part in an animated 
talk regarding the influence of the new party 
on next spring’s election.

NO WESTERN FREIGHT POOL AGREE- 
: MENT LIKELY. 


Alleged Obstacle Is Disagreement as 
to Division of Grain from South- 
western Missouri River Points— 
Percentage Demanded by the Gulf 
Roads Said to Be Out of All Reason 
—Fears Government Would Take 
Action Against It. 

No agreement is likely to be reached by 
the executive officers of the Chicago-Mis- 
souri River lines regarding the proposed 
formation of a Western freight pool. The 
alleged cause of disagreement is in regard 
to the division of grain from Southwestern 
Missouri River points. The percentages de- 
manded by the gulf roads as a condition of 
their joining the pool are said to be out of 
all reason. 

The main reason, however, why roads re- 
fuse to make concessions to each other is 
the fear that if the pool is formed the gov- 
ernment may institute similar proceedings 
to those brought against the Eastern pool 
lines last week. 

A committee consisting of representatives 
of the Burlington, Aiton, Missouri Pacific, 
Atchison, and Memphis and Fort Scott 
roads, with Chairman J. M. Johnson of the 
Western Freight committee as an advisory 
member, has been appointed to determine 
what grain traffic should be included in the 
pool and to recommend an adjustment of 
differences. 

Next Wednesday another meeting of ex- 
ecutive officers will be held, but no one ex- 
rects any further action until the case of 
the government against the Eastern trunk 
lines has been determined. 


New Feeder for the Great Northern. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 1:.—[Special.]—The 
Washburn, Bayfield and Iréo River railroad 
company completed arrangements today for the 
construction of a road to connect these three 
with the aid of Bayfield County. K. G. 
Staples, Chairman of the County Board of Super- 
visors of Bayfield County, today deposited $240.- 
000 twenty-year 5 per cent gold bouds with the 
Milwaukee Trust company.

NOW READY TO PROMISE ANYTHING. 


Britain Willing to Help France and 
Russia in Their Ambitions.

the New York World.}]—Nothing is so strict- 
ly guarded in England as the proceedings of 
a Cabinet meeting. Nothing would be so 
criminal as a leak concerning its actions; 
all the power of the government would be 
exerted to unmask the traitor. 

After half a century the secret of how the 
Times procured the decision of the Peel 
Cabinet to repeal the corn laws is as pro- 
found as it was in 1842. Only the other day 
Lord Dufferin wrote a letter protesting io- 
dignantly that it was not procured through 
Sydney Herbert, who was alleged to have 
confided the secret to the Hon. Caroline 
Norton, who told it or sold it to the Times. 

Any revelation of what occurred at today’s 
meeting of the Cabinet until the Ministers 
are ready to confide the information to the 
public is practically impossible. It is cer- 
tainly one of the most momentous meetings 
in the country’s history, for the government 
must doubtless have decided today En- 
gland’s course in thé present unparalleled 
situation of a hostile union of every coun- 
try in Europe against the British Empire. 

Until the other day the country seemed 
secure in the general understanding that 
England was a silent partner in the triple 
alliance. The Kaiser’s insulting declara- 
tion of hostility has shattered all that ata 
blow.

were at school together.

WAR SCARE STIRS UP MARTIAL 
SPIRIT IN ENGLAND. 


Cabinet Meeting to Discuss Situation 
One of the Most Important That Has 
Occurred—Feeling Toward Joseph 
Chamberlain Is Changing in Tone 
—Anxiety Caused by Disquicting 
News from the Transvaal—Holiday 
Gayeties Continue Unabated. 


London, Jan. 11.—The Cabinet meeting to- 
day was preceded by the announcement that 
the Emperor had received a letter from the 
Queen and answered it in a conciliatory 
tone, possibly to the effect that, like Presi- 
dent Cleveland, he did not mean as muchas 
he seemed to say. That is the press version, 
but the text of this correspondence between 
the royal grandmother and her eldest grand- 
son is not yet disclosed. What is evident Is 
that some hitch has occurred in the Trans- 
vaal over the release of Jameson, and that

Some sixteen years ago, after careful in- 
quiry into the condition of three great life 
insurance companies of the United States— 
the Equitable, the Mutual,’ and the New 
York—made through the German legation 
at Washington, a commission was granted 
to them by the Prussian Government to do 
business in the kingdom. They had already 
established a very great business in En- 
gland and France, which is constantly in- 
creasing under liberal regulations similar 


sto those which govern the. English and 


French companies. They began immediate- 
ly like success in Berlin and throughout 
Prussia. They built edifices in Berlin as 
notable in their way as those they have in 
New York. ’ 

But a few years ago, obviously, at the in- 
stance of the home companies and in the 
same line as the recent essentially prohib- 
itive orders concerning our food products, 
the Prussian Government began to enforce 
a series of regulations so unfair and vex- 
atious, and directed against the American 
companies alone, that they found them- 
selves unable to do business under them at 
a profit, and last summer they withdrew 
altogether from soliciting new insurance in 
Prussia—forced, indeed, out of the country. 


Furiously Hostile. 

Mr. Bigelow arrived in Berlin just before 
Christmas. He found the Minister of the 
Interior absent, but he had several inter- 
views with the officials directly in charge of 
the question. This chief of department was 
furiously hostile to the New York compa- 
nies, declaring he knew them from examina- 
tion to be unworthy of confidence. Mr. 
Bigelow presented him with official proof he 
had to the contrary, but the next day he re- 
ceived from him a copy of a German news- 
paper attacking the credit of the companies, 
with an official note to the effect that this 
proved the government’s case. 

When the Minister himself returned Mr.

He furnished to Minister Von Der 
ae documents showing the satisfactory 
condition proved by the examination of the 
companies, with their own sworn proofs of 
financial condition, and communicated an

Militant Feeling Rampant. 

The week closes with militant feeling 
rampant, and the prospect that Lord Salis- 
bury may be less inclined to be conciliatory 
to America than he would have been if Mr. 
Chamberlain had not commanded so much 
attention and the policy of armament had 
not proved so popular. A straw showing 
which way the wind is blowing is the meet- 
ing called for the Authors’ Society to ascer- 
tain who was responsible. for the address 
recently sent out to America in favor of ar- 
bitration and peace. Many signatures 
have been recalled by prominent authors. 
There is a marked change of tone respecting 
arbitration with America. The popularity 
of the jingo demonstrations against Ger- 
many has had a stimulating effect. The or- 
dinary Englishman seems afraid that he 
may be unpatriotic if he be too conciliatory 
to America, especially when a flying squad- 
ron is ready for a cruise to La Guayra, and 
another one equally strong can be commis- 
sioned at a day’s notice. 


Heart in the New Fight. 

The English have talked about war with 
Germany as though they really wanted to 
fight. The tone was markedly different from 
that, in which they talked about war with 
America three weeks ago, for that was a 
campaign for which they had no heart. The 
Emperor's ill-timed dispatch to President 
Kruger, when the Colonial Office was doing 
its full duty in loyally supporting the treaty 
cbligation in circumstances of extreme diffi- 
culty, irritated every Englishman, except 
possibly Mr. Labouchere. The admiralty 
orders were received everywhere with pub- 
lic rejoicing. “It’s time to show the world,” 
said every spirited Englishman, ‘‘that we 
are not afraid of Germany or any other pow- 
er.” Certafhly a splendid demonstration 
was offered. England is prepared at a mo- 
ment’s notice for naval war on a tremendous 
scale, but, of course, there will be no war. 
Germany will not provoke a naval duel. The 
Berlin press is already explaining away the 
Emperor’s dispatch and the application to 
Portugal for the passage of marines to Del- 
agoa Bay. 

Eulogy for Chamberlain. 

Until this afternoon the situation in the 
Transvaal seemed gradually clearing. Presi- 
dent Kruger no longer has a pretext for re- 
fusing to release Jameson and the prisoners, 
since Johannesberg is disarmed and quiet, 
but he holds his hostages until definite terms 
are arranged. Mr. Chamberlain has many 
enemies, but no voice is now heard against 
him; he receives nothing but eulogy from 
Radicais and Unionists alike for the cour- 
age, firmness, and sagacity which he has dis- 
played in a momentous crisis. His compre- 
hensive grasp of a complex situation from 
the outset has been wonderful, and his pres- 
tige is enormously increased in consequence 
of the remarkable ability he has shown in 
averting a disastrous civil war in South 
Africa and complications with Germany. 
While: he consulted Lord Salisbury con- 
stantly, Mr. Chamberlain is generally cred- 
ited with having acted on his own judgment 
with the energy peculiarly hisown. Menare 
saying every day that Mr. Chamberlain will 
yet be Prime Minister. Stranger things 
have happened in British politics. Certainly 
he is becoming the Queen’s favorite Minis- 
ter; she treats him like another Beacons- 
field. 


Situation Is Perplexing. 

His work in South Africa is hardly more 
than begun; what remains unfinished is 
arduous and perplexing. When Jameson 
is released the government Is under obliga- 
tion to punish him, but lawyers agree that 
the extreme penalty under the foreign en- 
listment act does not exceed a fine or two 
years’ imprisonment. Jameson was not in 
the Queen’s service, nor guilty of treason, 
unless the Transvaal, where he made war, 
be considered her dominion, a theory re- 
pugnant to the Boers. Half England and 
all English South Africa have forgotten 
already that he disobeyed the Queen and in- 
vaded a friendly State in violation of treat-

Kruger’s demands of indemnity for losses 


and security against a future assault from

South 
Africa may yet hold Mr. Chamberlain re- 
sponsible for the failure of the revolution. 
Although now it is sobered by the knowl- 
edge that Germany was plotting against 
English interests, there is the blood of an- 
other Majuba Hill crying out for vengeance. 
Cecil Rhodes’ power over the South African 
imagination is not yet broken, although cir- 
cumstantial evidence implicates him in the 
raid. Certainly Mr. Chamberlain has 
thwarted by his inflexible will the project 
of conquering the Transvaal. For once ihe 
ambitious and self-reliant leaders of South 
Africa have found in the Colonial Office 
a master whose hand cannot be forced. 


Pleased with American Comment. 

The corimments of the American press on 
the English defiance of Germany have caused 
great satisfatcion here, and have deepened 
public feeling in favor of an adjustment of 
the Venezuelan question. When the Lon- 
don press is filled with conciliatory articles 
and the leading English journal repeatedly 
urges Lord Salisbury to violate precedents, 
cut through the coils of red tape, and pub- 
lish the British case before the meeting of 
Parliament it is evident that a pacific solu- 
tion of the Venezuela question is eagerly 
desired. With ail the plans for compre- 
mise nobody succeeds in explaining how 
Lord Salisbury and President Cleveland, 
who are responsible for the present dead- 
lock—one by rejecting arbitration, the other 
by proposing an ex-parte commission—can 
each score points and at the same time re- 
treat with dignity and honor. If each waits 
for the other to make the first advance, or 
thinks more of scoring points than of pro- 
moting peace and good will between the na- 
tions, the public pressure of both countries 
in favor of an equal and honorable compro- 
mise will be exerted in vain. 

Fear Trouble in Venezuela. 

Meanwhile, a good deal of gunpowder lies 
scattered about Guiana and Venezuela, and 
a spark may set it acidentally ablaze. The 
English with their flying squadron in com- 
mission and war with Germany and jingo 
fantasy are not in hot haste to negotiate a 
settlement with America, although they

Interest in Cuban War. 

The civil war in Cuba attracts less atten- 
tion here than the financial straits of the 
Madrid Government. The news of Havana 
is confusing, but indicates the ultimate fail- 
ure. of Marshal Campos with his garrison 
of 100,000 men to suppress the rebellion. 
The impunity with which marauding parties 
of rebels have overrun the outlying districts 
of Havana and Matanzas can be explained 
only on the assumption that the population 
of the western end of the island is discon- 
tented with the Spanish rule and in sym- 
pathy with the movement. The news from 
Havana has had a serious effect on Spanish 
funds in every European exchange, the fall 
in London being two points in two days. 
From Paris come rumors that the Spanish 
Government is trying to obtain a consid- 
erable advance from the national bank and 
is promising in return assistance for in- 
creasing the note-issuing power. The limit 


is now $200,000,000, and this has been prac- 


tically reached this week. 

The sharp rise in exchange proves that the 
process of inflation cannot continue much 
longer without forcing the government to 
suspend gold payments. 

Gayeties of the Holidays. 

War’s alarms have not been so serious as 
to interrupt the gayety of the passing holi- 
day season. The Juvenile ball at the Man- 
sion House was the usual picturesque scene, 


with swarms of children masquerading as 


the famous figures of history and romance, 
lingering under the kissing bush, and danc- 
ing merrily until midnight. The county 
ball at Hatfield Hall occurréd on one of the

of the succession to the English throne,

of Wales on the ground that the succession 
laws make no difference between sons and 
daughters, but speak of children only. Seri- 
ous men will begin by talking about the in- 
solent dispatch sent by President Kruger 
and end by affirming that the German Em-

child will lay claim some day to the En- 
glish throne. 
Queen in Excellent Health, 

The Queen, meanwhile, is in excelent 
health, although she has been closely oc- 
cupied with public affairs this week. Mes- 
sengers have been on the road every day 
between Osborne and the Colonial and For- 
eign Offices. Her Majesty is constantly con- 
sulted at every turn of affairs. Mr. Cham- 
berlain will return to London today to at- 
tend a Cabinet meeting after a prolonged 
consultation over night with the Queen at 
Osborne. Probably no recent stage of af- 
fairs has engrossed her attention so com- 
pletely as her grandson’s adventures in the 
politics of South Africa.

London, Jan. 11.—[Copyright, 1806, by the 
New York Times.]—The German Emperor 
continues to be uppermost in the British 
mind. This sedate and somewhat cumbrous 
organism now and again directs itself toward 
Dr. Jameson or President Kruger, and even 
flutters briefly in the direction of Washing- 
ton, but it reverts always to the Kaiser. 
Although a week has elapsed its anger 
bursts rather brighter than ever, but its 
bewilderment has also increased. It still 
hesitates at the dilemma of deciding whether 
he is a mere irresponsible crank or a de- 
liberate assailant. 

Most of the happenings in Germany during 
the week seems to support the former 
theory. 

Lack of Official Demonstration. 

There has been a complete lack of official 
or political demonstration of a desire to 
emphasize the truculent tone of the Em- 
peror’s famous dispatch, and on the other 
hand from Bismarck down everybody of 
importance who has made a sign at all has 
shown the desire to read into it soothing and 
pacific meanings. 

It is obvious that official word was sent 
round to the papers Monday to stop shouting 
and to say that the English were mistaken 
in supposing that the telegram had a trucu- 
lent intention. 

Letters: from Germans, too, began to ar- 
rive, saying that the fact that the Kaiser 
showed the message to his Ministers before 
sending it was of no such significance as 
the English might imagine, because he had 
his Ministers in such a state of cringing sub- 
jection that they did not dream of dissenting 
from anything he showed them, and confined 
their services to the State entirely to going 
round cautiously after him and undoing as 
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much of the mischief he had wrought as 
possible. 
Kaiser Frightened Himself. 
Still later there seemed to be certain signs 
that *he Emperor himself was frightened 


at what he had done and was willing to let . 


others patch up the best sort of apology for 
his haste that they could manage. 
Contrite Letter to Grandmamma. 

Today’s reports that he has written a con- 
trite letter to his royal] grandmother fit this 
theory that he is anxious to quiet the storin 
that his action has raised, and if that is 
really the case the English will find satisfac- 
tion in feeling that his own people will pun- 
ish him in good time for such recklessness 
and levity. 

Outside of Germany. 

But, on the other hand, what has been 
going on outside of Germany suggests much 
method in this young man’s madness, It is 
not disputed that his government sounded 
that of Portugal on the question of the right 
cf way last week for Germany to force 
through from Delagoa Bay to the Transvaal. 
This in itself constitutes an unfriendly act, 
which no foreign office can ignore. Again, 
it is plain that President Kruger at Pretoria 
is being advised from Berlin, where his 
Secretary of State is closeted daily with the 
Emperor or with Hohenlohe. 

Kruger an Able Man. 
It is known here by long and costly ex- 


perience that Kruger is an exceedingly able . 


man, who needs no mental help from any- 
body in Germany or elsewhere. He will not 
refuse to pick the plums out of whatever 
cake is offered him, but he will by no means 
commit himself to eat itall. He would not 
suffer Germany to dictate anything to him, 
and his close, constant intercourse with Ber- 
lin can mean only that he has some plan by 
which Germany can serve him. 
Pats England on Inguiry. 

England asks itself at once what that plan 
may be, and there seems to be an obvious 
answer. Kruger has already in hand some 
large advantages over England. He holds 
proofs of the Chartered company’s scoun- 
drelly plot to overturn the republic, and has 
a score of its chief men in Africa in jail on 
the charge of high treason. - He has the 
Boers all armed and spoiling for a fight, andl 
the cowardly Uitlanders disarmed and 
blanched with terror. He has a string tied 
even to Dr. Jameson, and thus he sits 
waiting for England to explain what

Russia Ins Inscrutable. 

Russia remains, as usual, inscrutable. it 
is believed here that it is tacitly encourae- 
ing William to adventurous courses. If he 
were smashed in the process and his empire 
with him, Russia would profit rather than 
lose by the fact, and meanwhile would er- 
joy a free hand to prosecute its own enter- 
prises in the Levant and Far East Without 
effective English resistance. This considerd- 
tion inclines the English Foreign Office to 
suspect St. Petersburg of egging on Berlin. 

An English officer who returned from Chi- 
na a fortnight ago tells me that it is well 
known there that the Russians are busily at 
work on a railroad which is to run from 
Nermschinsk across the Siberian frontier 
to the Manchurian Town of Tsitsokar, thence 
in two branches to Vliadivostock and the 
Pe-Chi-Li Gulf. He says, moreover, that of 
his own knowledge the London officials are 
perfectly aware of what is being done. It 
will be remembered that when the rumor of 
this intention came from Hongkong last sum- 
mer and the English showed that they would 
resist by force any such attempt, the Rus- 
sian diplomats disavowed the design in the 
most formal, explicit fashion. 


Russia and Armenia. 

The Duke of Westminster is so close to 
Lord Salisbury that his public denunciation 
of Russia as responsible for the failure to 
do anything further for the Armenians be- 
comes almost an official utterance. This 
consciousness that Russia was the rea! 
Stumbling block has been slowly forming in 
the British mind, but the Duke is the first 
one in semi-authority who has said so. 

it may be doubted, too, if he would have 
been so frank had Lord Salisbury not be- 
come convinced that Russia was definitely 
hostile to England elsewhere than in the 
Levant. Under these circumstances there is 
naturally some loosetalk here about trying to 
make any Russian alliance. 

English sentiment, however, is overwhelm- 
ingly against such an attempt. The English 
would rather have the Russians take Ger- 
many’s side than their own, for they fee! 
instinctively that they would have to ficht 
Russia afterward anyway, and that to fieht 
two empires at once would give them the 
sympathy of Western Europe and of the 
world in general. ' 


Rumors Regarding South Africa. 
As for the strictly British aspects of the 
South African maelstrom strange rumors are 
current in the city and filtering thence 
throveh clubland,. It is said that Cecil 
Rhodes has commanded $500,000,000 to be put 
up by a syndicate here for the purpose of 
crushing the Transvaal, overwhelming the 
Orange Free State, declaring a federation of 
all South Africa, and, if England refused 
recognition, cutting the painter off-hand. 
He resigned the Premiership before the 
news of Jameson’s raid was public in Cape 
Town solely .to be free for this enterprise. 
Four days ago friends of his here were quiet- 
ly giving out word that he would be Presi- 
dent of the South African Republic by mid- 
summer. Whether the seizure of his brother, 
with Leonard, Phillips, Dunbar, and the rest, 
has quite knocked the bottom out of this 
project is uncertain, but that it existed is, I 
am.told, beyond question. 
Revelations of Corruption.

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WAR CLOUD GROWS DARK. 
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GREAT BRITAIN MAKING PREPARA- 
TIONS FOR A GIANT STRUGGLE, 


Cabinet Meeting in Downing Street to 
Discuss the Situation Regarded as 
One of the Most Momentous in the 
History of the Nation—Latest Ad- 
vices from the Transvaal Not So 
Hopeful—Feeling Against Germany 
Subsides Somewhat, but Still Alive. 


London, Jan. 11.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]—In view of the as- 
sembling of British fleets for active service 
and the many clouds hovering over the 
horizon of polities, the Cabinet meeting held 
at Downing street today is entitled to rank 
as one of the most momentous in the history 
of Great Britain. The Ministers had to de- 
cide several questions of vital importance to 
the British Empire, including the Transvaal, 
Armenian, and Venezuelan difficulties, and 
Great Britain’s position towards the old Eu- 
ropean powers. 

It is a striking fact that, although the 
present Cabinet is one of the largest on 
record, it is unanimous upon all the leading 
questions under discussion. The central 
figure among the Ministers is undoubtedly 
Mr. Joseph Chamberiain, the formerly 
much abused Radical leader, whose able 
treatment of the recent colonial difficulties 
bas excited the admiration of even his most 
virulent opponents. 

It is impossible not to remark the wonder- 
ful change of feeling towards him in the Rad- 
ical press, which was wont to couple every 
mention of his name with the _ epithet 
*““Judas.’’ Now the Radical editors have 
nothing but the warmest eulogies for the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, and he 
might almost be described as a popular hero 
at the present time. 


Situation Not Soe Hopefsel. 

The latest advices from the Transvaal 
would seem on their faces to indicate that 
the situation is in no way so hopeful as it 
was a couple of days ago, in spite of official 
statements to the contrary, and itis belleved 
that the Cabinet is considering most un- 
looked-for demands upon the part of Presi- 
dent Kruger—demands which, it is intimat- 
ed, Great Britain cannot possibly concede.

CRISIS MORE GRAVE IN TRANSVAAL. 


Kruger and Robinson Unable to Agree

says the crisis of the Transvaal is not over. 
President Kruger and President Hercules 
Robinson, the Governor of Cape Colony, 
have failed to agree upon a settlement of 
the matters in dispute. 

It is understood the President insists upon 
the annulling of the convention of 1884 and 
that Amatongaland, lately added to the ter- 
ritory of the Colony of Natal, be annexed 
to the Boer Republic as an indemnity for 
Dr. Jameson's raid into the Transvaal.

CHEERS FOR JAMESON IN THEATER. 


Scene Showing How England Is Im- 
bued with the War Spirit. 

London, Jan. 11.—It is difficult to give 
a complete idea of how completely the gen- 
erally unemotional Britishers are imbued 
with the war spirit, how at every public as- 
semblage this week there has been some lit- 
tle incident or allusion which has provoked 
a tumult of enthusiasm. 

For instance, at the Olympic Theater the 
other night a scene depicts the last stand of 
Maj. Wilson and his little band of British 
troopers in Matabeleland in 1894, when, 
surrounded by about 3,000 nativas, they 
fought for three hours. In depicting the 
exciting event, actually part of the history 
at the Matabele war engineered by Dr. 
Jameson, occur the lines: 

“Englishmen are not wont to wait when 
the lives of their countrymen are in danger.”’ 

Hardly was this phrase uttered when there 
was a cry from Henry Pettit, the dram- 
atist, who was among the audience, of: 
‘Three cheers for Dr. Jameson.” 

There was an instant’s pause, and then, 
with a roar, the packed audience rose in 
every part of the use and burst out into 
frenzied cheering, which lasted for several 
minutes, and then all present sang: “God 
Save the Queen.”

But unless his chief can regain the 
support of the Dutch party, which he has 
forfeited, his chance of returning to power is 
remote. 

Dismissal of Jameson. 

The dismissal of Dr. Jameson from the 
post of administrator of the South African 
company, cabled by me on Thursday night, 
but only announced here today, was carried 
out by the London directors of their own mo- 
tion and against Rhodes’ advice. The dis- 
sensions now arising between the London 
and the Cape directorate cannot fail to 
further weaken its already discredited po- 
sition. Rhodes and the other directors at 
the Cape have been for adopting a stiff atti- 
tude toward the British Government, but the 
Duke of Fife and the directors here have 
been passive instruments in the hands of 
Lord Salisbury, carrying out his directions 
in the present crisis with entire docility.

IN THE PLAYHOUSES OF LONDON. 


Business Settles Down to the Routine 
That Follows the Holidays. 

London, Jan. 11.—All the theaters have 
settled down to the regular routine business 
that succeeds the holiday rush. The busi- 
ness at the various pantomimes continues 
g00d and bids fair to rival the financial suc- 
cess of a year ago. 

The great event of the theatrical week has 
been the production of Edward Rose's ver- 
sion of “The Prisoner of Zenda” at the St. 
James on Tuesday. Rarely have so many 
distinguished people been present as on that 
night at the first performance of the drama- 
tized version of this famous novel. 

The Hon. George N. Curzon is in great de- 
mand as Chairman of meetings having India 
for their subject, by virtue of his travels in 
and books regarding that country. 

The Tonic Sol-F'a Association will produce 
at itS forthcoming annual festival at the 
Crystal Palace a new dramatic cantata, 
founded on Sir Walter Scott's poem, ‘‘The 
Lord of the Isles,"’ which has been written 
by Thomas Facor of Birmingham. Mr. 
Facor will-conduct his own composition, and 
will be aided by an immense chorus. 

Some trouble was experienced in securing 


a license for the play, *““‘The New Don Quix-’ 


ote,””’ which Robert Buchanan has written 
for Mr. Botirchier at the Royalty Theater. 
This has been satisfactorily arranged and 
the comedy will be produced shortly before 
aster. 

Frederick Kerr dentes the report that he 
is contemplating a tour of the United States 
during the coming autumn. Mr. Kerr states 
that ““‘The Strange Adventures of Miss 
bBrown’’ will surely run for 500 nights in 
Tondon, and not until it becomes necessary 
will the new play, “Jedbury Jr.,’’ be pro- 
duced, The former piece has now been per- 
formed 220 times. 

The new military dramas have had the ad- 
vantage of a ereat deal of “jingo’’ advertis- 
ing during the last few weeks, and partic- 
ularly during the week just ending, their 
audiences relieve any surplus patriotism at 
all references in the respective plays of the 
superior abilities of ““‘Tommy Atkins” as a 
soldier. The new military and athletic en- 
tertainment at the Olympia also comes in 
for a large share of this kind of applause. 

The new poet laureate’s first public act 
has been a pedantic refusal to sign the ad- 
dress of the English authors to their breth- 
ren in America deploring such a calamity as 
an outbreak of war between two kindred na- 
tions. He objects to the phrasing of the ad- 
dress and is convinced that Americans will 
be better pleased if their injustice be met 
with grave if friendly reproach, or dignified 
silence: then, instead of taking his own med- 
icine and sending back the address without 
a caviline word, he breaks silence and pub- 
lishes his letter. It is not natural, perhaps, 
to expect a poet to be consistent, especially 
when the laurel over his forehead is fresh 
and green. Mr. Austin prints this morning 
a ballad an Jameson's ride. It is singular 
that the laureate’s earliest official work 
should be laudatory of a rebel against the 
Queen. It should have been revised by Mr. 
Chamberlain. 

Travelers by the early Irish mail from 
Euston were startled one morning this week 
by a loud explosion as the train was trund- 
ling through a long tunnel. It occurred in 
the restaurant car, where severai passeng- 
ers were breakfasting, The report was fol- 
lowed by a burst of flame and showers of 
cinders, which set fire to the car before the 
train emerged from the tunnel. One-third 
of the restaurant car was shattered and 
burning, and the early breakfasters were 
more or less injured. The cause of the ex- 
plosion, whether a dynamite sausage or de- 
fective flue in the range, is not known, but, 
as the Assistant Superintendent was in the 
car, and was considerably hurt, an investi- 
gation will follow, and danger from this 
class of railway risk will be minimized. 


GRAND BALL AT HATFIELD HOUSE. 


Salisburys Entertain on a Scale of 
Royal Splendor... 

London, Jan. 11.—The ball given by the 
Marquis and Marchioness of Salisbury at 
Hatfield House, Hertfordshire, on Wednes- 
day last was second only in brillilancy and 
importance to state functions at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Royalty was represented by 
Prinée and Princess Christian; the Frencn 
and Brazilian Ambassadors were there; 
naval and military attachés of the different 
embassies and lecations were numerous, and 
the German Ambassador, Count von Hatz- 
feldt-Wildenburg, was ‘“‘conspicuous by his 
absence.’”’ 

Three special trains left London for Hat- 
field on the evening in question and returned 
to London after the ball with many of the 


guests. 
The Salisburys, it is asserted, acted like 


royalty. Several details of the -arrange- 
ments at Hatfield House resembled those 
at Windsor Castle.. Little brass frames for 
visiting cards were screwed outside the 
doors of the bedrooms in which the most 
favored guests were expected to sleep.

plosion of mines laid by the Italians out- 
side the fortifications.

‘tacked with swamp fever at Nyisa and is 
now returning here in charge of a surgeon.

14,101 WORDS WIN IT. 


MRS. MARY M’COY GETS “ THE TRIB- 
UNE” PRIZE OF 8100. 


From the Sentence “The Chicago Daily 
Tribune, Only One Cent,” She Con- 
structed the Number of Words 
Named Above —4,110 Words Are 
Thrown Out as Not Admissible Un- 
der the Rules of the Contest—Thir- 
ty-six States Represented. 

Mrs. Mary McCoy has been awarded the 
prize of $100 for the largest number of words 
formed from letters in the declaration ‘‘The 
Chicago Daily Tribune, Only One Cent.” 

The successful contestant submitted the 
remarkable number of 18,211 words. 

From these 4,1)0 were deducted, either be- 
cause they are obselete, contained letters 
oftener than they occurred in the sentence 
specified, or through repetition. 

This left a total of 14,101 words admissible 
under the rules of the contest as given in 
THE TRIBUNE from time to time. It is a 
large number, and involved 
nights and days of labor in preparation. 

Mrs. McCoy used Webster's International 
Dictionary as a guide. She carefully

searched every page and scrutinized each 
Syllable in the English vocabulary. Each 
letter in this lengthy abridgment of the 
Anglo-Saxon tongue was noted, tested, 
checked, and accurately written.

Mrs. McCoy lives at No. 4467 Oakenwald

Building. She was born in Wrenthan, Mass., 
and was graduated from the high school at 
her native town. Coming West, she entered 
the classical department of Franklin College, 
Franklin, Ind., and holds a diploma from that 
institution. For three years Mrs. McCoy 
was engaged in school work, most of the 
time as principal of the graded schools in 
the Town of Attleboro, Mass. Since her 
marriage to Mr. McCoy, three yearsago, the 
family has resided in Chicago. Mrs. McCoy 
is well known on the South Side asan active 
worker in various philanthropic enterprises, 
and is an officer in the auxiliary to the Home 
for Crippled Children. 

She is related through her mother to Gen. 
Joseph Warren of revolutionary fame, and is 
a cousin of the late Judge Henry W. Payne, 
one of New England’s most widely known 
jurists.

Mrs. McCoy did not win the prize without 
close competition. Several of those who 
responded to THE TRISUNB’s query, “Do 
you want to earn $100" had nearly as many 
correct words as the winner. 

One of the nearest to the top was A. M. 
Vernon, who sent in a total of 15.162. His 
collection was illustrated by pen drawings 
and was earefully prepared. Excluding 
words spelled the same but of different 
meaning, which counted as one, and several 
repetitions Mr. Vernon's assortment fell con- 
siderably below that of Mrs. McCoy. There 
came near his a bunch of four score manu- 
scripts whose crowded merits them close to 
second place. The next class comprised those 
containing on the face of the returns between 
8,000 and 9,000, Which made a stack as high 
as the hay-doodle of an Indiana farmer.

THE QUESTION OF ARBITRATION. 

It will not be forgotten that a deputation 
of leading Englishmen has visited this coun- 
try several times during the last twenty 
years, whose mission it was to urge the 
United States Government to agree to a 
permanent court of arbitration before 
which England and this country should 
agree to bring all their disputes for settle- 
ment. Mr. Norman, the London Chroni- 
cle’s special commissioner, has been re- 
cently working in Washington on the same 
lines, The British authors a few days ago 
also joined in a memorial to their govern- 
ment urging the same scheme. 

It is a little singular that all these British- 
ers should be so enthusiastic over a project 
to set up a court of arbitration for Great 
Britain and the United Statts while it has 
not‘once occurred to them to memorialize 
their own government on the propriety of 
establishing a court of arbitration to which 
might be referred the pending disagreement 
with Venezuela, the boundary line claimed 
by the latter, and England’s attempt to get 
over that line in order to seize the Yuruari 
gold fields. 

Is it because Venezuela is such a weak lit- 
tle republic that she would not be a mouth- 
ful for the rampageous British Lion the 
English Government will not consent to an 
arbitration and substantially announces it 
will do as it pleases and fix the boundary line 
to suit itself? Mr. Norman and the Brit- 
ish authors would be in better business if 
they would direct their clamors for arbi- 
tration to Lord Salisymry, who has per- 
emptorily refused to arbitrate, or to the 
Queen herself, in behalf of little Vene- 
zuela. As for arbitration with the United 
States, there can be none until the United 
States has made ready for self-defense to 
meet England on equal terms. In such 
case there would probably be no need of a 
court, as England then would be careful not 
to assume an offensive attitude towards this 
country. If the British authorities really 
want England to arbitrate her disputes 
with us let them urge the Marquis of Salis- 
bury to give Venezuela a fair chance and 
save the Americans the trouble and expense 
of doing it for him. 


A MOSLEM PRAYER. 

At the Mosque of Azhar in Cairo there is 
a missionary university where between six 
and eight thousand Mohammedan students 
are assembled for the purpose of receiving 
the necessary training preliminary to teach- 
ing the Moslem faith in Asia and Africa. 
As a part of their training these ‘students 
offer the following prayer each evening: 

O Lord of all creatures! O Allah! destroy the 
infidels and the polytheists, thine enemies, the 
enemies of thy religion. O Allah! make their chil- 
dren orphans and defile their bodies. Cause their 
feet to slip, give them and their families, their 
household and their women, their children and 
their relations by marriage, their brothers and 
their friends, their possessions and their race, 
their wealth and their lands as booty to the Mos- 
lems, O Lord of all creatures. 

This savage invocation, which is in such 
marked contrast to the spirit of universal 
brotherhood which characterizes the Chris- 
tian prayer, suggests two considerations: 
First, that the basis of the Moslem faith is 
the same now as when Mohammed spread 
abroad his doctrines with fire and sword, 
and that hatred of all unbelievers is its 
principal and inflexible attribute; and, sec- 
ond, that the horrible massacres in Ar- 
menia are inspired by the savage spirit 
which dominates this prayer. Considering 
the bloody doctrines imbued by these thou- 
sands of students and emphasized by daily 
invocations to Allah, it is not remarkable 
that the brutish and half-savage followers 
of these Moslem priests carry out their in- 
structions to the very letter, destroy the so- 
called “infidels and polytheists,” make their 


possessions as booty for their Moslem 


masters, 


THE GREATER BOSTON, 

Two years ago a commission was ap- 
pointed, under an act of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, to investigate the subject of a 
general municipal administration for the 
City of Boston and adjoining municipali- 
ties. That is, to report whether a Greater 
Boston should be created. 

The conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion after long and careful study are, first, 
that there is no general and manifest de- 
mand for the annexation to Boston of the 
other cities and towns lying within a ten- 
mile radius which are in close geographical 
association with Boston, or are inhabited by 
those who do business there. Second, that 
it would be well to bring within the bound- 
aries of a single county, having larger ad- 
ministrative powers than counties have 
hitherto possessed, all the territory which 
may be considered as belonging to the metro- 
politan district. 

If all the smaller cities and towns in this 
metropolitan district were annexed to Bos- 
ton it would have an area of 273 square 
miles and a population of a million. Then 
Boston would become a great city. The 
theory of the prominent business-men of 
England is that, “ other things being equal, 
business tends towards the great centers of 
population,” and thus there are practical as 
well as sentimental reasons in favor of in- 
creasing the population of a city. 

But while annexation is the simplest way 
of settling the question, the Commissioners 
report against it. They find a strong senti- 
ment against annexation and in favor of 
local home rule in many of the twenty-eight 
cities and towns concerned. 

The Commissioners say also that the an- 
nexation of suburban communities toa city 
means a disproportionate increase of ex- 
pense. The lower salaries of the outlying 
districts are graded up to the higher city 
level. Then needed public improvements 
have to be supplied to the annexed munici- 
palities. Either rates of taxation have to 
be advanced or money has to be expended 


used in the central part of the city. 

The Commissioners say also that an- 
other plausible argument against the an- 
yt 


rt 


with the permission of the Legislature, 
would assume other duties which were un- 
deniably of a metropolitan character and 
which the municipalities in their individual 
character could not act upon efficiently. 
The Council would meet only once a month 
or a quarter, its executive work to be per- 
formed by officers chosen by the Council or 
appointed by its President. 

The commission concludes by recommend- 
ing that a special election be held in the 
twenty-nine cities and towns to ascertain 
whether they wish to be united in a metro- 
politan district, which would contain about 
a million of inhabitants. If a majority of 
the municipalities and of the voters in the 
entire district vote in the affirmative then 
a commission is to be appointed to draft a 
bill containing a plan of county govern- 
ment for the metropolitan district. It is 
believed that the Legislature will soon order 
the vote taken. 


THE GRAND JURY SYSTEM. 

Fresh charges have been made against 
members of the last grand jury. Mr. Cor- 
nelius P. Van Schaack says that, seeing the 
names of the members of his firm in the list 
of indicted druggists, he went to the grand 
jury room to explain that the law they were 
charged with violating did not apply to 
wholesale druggists. He saw the foreman, 
and the following conversation ensued: 

Mr. Smith said it was a very strong case against 
us and the indictment could not be reconsidered 
for $250. I demanded to know what he meant, 
and he said he thought I had come to talk business. 
I told him I had come to demand justice, and if he 
expected I would pay him or any other member of 
the grand jury a bribe he was mistaken. Smith 
looked a little disconcerted. 


Stronger and more specific statements 
than this have been made concerning other 
grand jurors. Their conduct ought to be 
investigated. But, as the law stands, it 
will be inquired into if at all by men select- 
ed by the same persons who chose the al- 
leged wrongdoers. 

The County Commissioners who picked 
out the latter do not seem to be disturbed 
on account of the misconduct of their ap- 
pointees. They have not endeavored to 
excuse themselves for making such bad se- 
lections. They have not claimed that they 
were ignorant of the character of these 
men. 

So there is no likelihood that those who 
may be chosen to investigate the last batch 
of grand jurors will be any more virtuous 
than their predecessors. They will simply 
be a little smarter and try not to get caught. 

As long as the appointing of grand jurors 
is left to County Commissioners of the pres- 
ent stamp, so long will the appointees be- 
have as if they had thirty-day licenses to 
sandbag and blackmail. Therefore the se- 
lection of grand jurors should be taken 
from the Commissioners, or the people must 
elect better Commissioners. There is not 
much likelihood of their doing that, and so 
relief must be obtained from the Legis- 
lature.

a 0 NOT SHOCK MR. KERN, 

The people, the good and guileless people, 
who want State’s-Attorney Kern to “ in- 
vestigate ” the charges of bribery and cor- 
ruption in the grand jury have probably 
been influenced to this desire by the old 
saw, “Set a Kern to catch a professional 
juror,” or words to that effect. But they 
must not put too much confidence in the 
result of such an investigation, if they 
should succeed in compelling it. 

Mr. Kern is not the sort of man to pen- 

etrate into corruption in a body so nearly 
related to him. He is not sharp enough. 
HIis feet, accustomed as they are to the 
paths of purity, would be tangled and 
stopped short in the rank undergrowth in 
the wilderness of crime. His lungs, which 
have been stimulated and refreshed con- 
tinually by the clear air of honesty, would 
be choked and made to burst by the poison- 
ous gases that bang heavy in that evil 
place. If by chance he should come upon 
some man of sin in the act of doing those 
whom he should not have done he would 
be so shocked by the sight he would swoon 
for a time sufficiently long to enable the 
rascal to make his escape. 
It would not be kind, either, to force such 
a White Soul as this to run the risk of de- 
filement: Others can do the unpleasant 
work better than he—rude men, = accus- 
tomed to deal with the wicked. Do not 
rouse him from his sweet though unsub- 
stantial dream. Let him continue to look 
upon the world and see that itisgood. Let 
him rest in his blissful ignorance that the 
mortal taste which brought sin into the 
world and all our woe, persists in Eve’s de- 
scendants, or in all but him. Let him 
alone, this Harold Skimpole of Goose 
Island. 


“ETHICS” IN MEDICINE. 

An effort was made recently to-induce 
the Chicago Board of Health to regard 
favorably a method of treatment for diph- 
theria which was claimed to be so nearly 
a perfect remedy that only one case was 
lost out of a hundred and five that had 
been treated by the doctor who discovered 
it, The board refused to indorse without 
the exact formula or full information of 
the precise composition of the remedy, and 
one doctor present is stated to have re- 
marked that he would rather lose his pa- 
tient using a remedy that would not cure 
than to cure the patient by the use of a 
remedy of which he did not know the exact 
constituents, or words to that effect. 

It is fair to the Board of Health to state 
that its refusal to recommend was based 
chiefly, if not entirely, on the admitted fact 
that the members of the medical profession 
cannot be induced to use a remedy the pre- 
cise formula for which is not at their serv- 
ice; and without their codperation the board 
is powerless toact. The doctors have made 
it a law unto themselves not to recognize 
a medicine the composition of which is not 
fully known to them, nor a practitioner 
who advertises his special ability to cure a 
particular disease. But it also is notorious 
that the first part of the rule is “‘ more hon- 
ored in the breach than in the observancé” 
in 80 many cases as to suggest it often is 
appealed to only as a blind for the purpose 
of shutting out remedies that may be used 
without a prescription. 

The following is a list of remedies, both 
patent and proprietary, which are being 
used by physicians and prescribed by them 
regularly, while not one out of a hundred 
physicians knows how those remedies are 
made or what are their ingredients or what 
is the exact formula used, they being ac. 
cepted on the faith the doctor has in the 
manufacturer—viz.: An lysol, 
melachol, papine, phospho-albumen, vi- 
burnal, tritica, tongaline, scoparina, liquor 
sedans, sanmetto, bromidia, solveol, Pea- 
cock's bromides, Hayden's viburnum com- 
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hundred thousand persons, the cures in- 
cluding several hundred members of the 
medical profession, all but a small per- 
centage. of whom have remained cured. 
Yet the profession steadily refuses to rec- 
ognize it, though informed positively as to 
the chief ingredient, the double chloride of 
gold, and negatively as to several other 
things falsely alleged to’ be used in its 
preparation. Surely it should be enough 
for the discoverer of a remedy proved to 
be valuable for the cure of disease in some 
of its worst forms to give general informa- 
tion as to its character, especially when he 
not only announces to the profession its 
essential ingredients but offers to furnish 
the medicine to the profession on trial 
gratuitously and assures all the doctors 
that it is perfectly harmless, should it ever 
happen to fail in effecting a speedy cure. 

The law permits the discoverer of a val- 
uable medical preparation to patent it; and 
to make large sums of money out of the sale 
‘by self or agent. But it does not enable 
him to reserve to himself the pecuniary 
benefit of the discovery while making 
known his secret to the profession, though 
the inventor of a machine, the writer of a 
book, and the author of a play or opera can 
retain his rights to profit after his secret 
is-in possession of the world. Hence it is 
hardly fair for the medical profession to 
demand such knowledge under penalty of 
social and professional ostracism of those 
whose chief offense is that they have dis- 
covered a cure for a disease and have not 
seen fit to divulge the full formula. At 
least it would be less unjust to agree that 
a brother practitioner should have the right 
for a named term of years to the profit le- 
gitimately due for his important discovery 
without being pointed at as “a quack ’’— 
after which term of years the exact nature 
of the compound should be at the service 
of all those who have the right to put down 
a few Latin words following the sign for 
“recipe” and charge a fee therefor. 

It also would be well to: remember that 
the conditions of the present age are rad- 
ically different from those of the times 
when the advertising of himself as a doctor 
usually marked as a quack the man who 
resorted to it. In regard to both the mem- 
bers of the medical profession are unjust 
to themselves and to one another, and even 
disrespectful to the law of the land, in de- 
nying the right possessed by every citizen 
of a free country to the fruits of his own 
labor, invention, and ingenuity, and to tell 
the world through the medium of the public 
press what he is prepared to do for those 
who desire his services.

Nearly all of these men desire to be re- 
elected, and yet every one of them voted on 
Thursday for the General Electric ordi- 
nance. That was a measure the details of 
which only the leaders of the gang were 
familiar with. The original ordinance was 
thrown suddenly on oné side and a substi- 
tute never seen or heard of before was sub- 
mitted covering entirely new territory; the 
terms and provisions of the ordinance had 
never been printed and published; the peo- 
ple had never seen it. Yet it was rushed 
through under the “ previous question.” 

Aldermen were given no chance to exam- 
ine this new ordinance. The solid vote of 
the gang defeated all attempts to secure de- 
liberate action. Bundles of paper were 
handed in by the ringmaster which he said 
were petitions from the owners of the neces- 
sary frontage. No opportunity was given 
to verify them. Nine names out of ten 

might have been forged for all that was 
known to the contrary. Not half enough 
frontage may have been on them. 

The owners of the property fronting on 
the streets thus suddenly given away were 
not afforded an opportunity to deny that 
they had signed these alleged petitions and 
to protest against the laying of tracks. A 
snap judgment was taken on them and on 
the decent Aldermen, and this offensive 
ordinance rushed through in defiance of law 
and of the rules of the Council. 

On some of the streets which were sold 
off on Thursday night the consent of a ma- 
jority of the frontage has not been obtained. 
But what redress is there for these property- 
owners who have refused a consent which 
is essential to the validity of the ordinance? 
They cannot stop the construction of the 
road. It may be completed before they are 
able to assert themselves in court. And 
the experience of property-owners in this 
city has been that when a road once got a 
foothold, legally or illegally, it could not be 
ousted. When a road is built, and its bonds 
are in the hands of so-called “ innocent 
parties,” courts dislike to take radical ac- 
tion. 

So if this boodle road is built under this 
blackmail ordinance, and its purchasers do 
not mean to use it merely for blackmail 
purposes, the property-owners will get no 
redress, and the Aldermen who voted for 
the measure will pocket the boodle and 
escape punishment. There will be no 
squealer found among them to expose the 
crime committed. And where no one 
squeals no one comes to grief. 

There is one conclusion to be drawn from 
Thursday’s outrage. It is that the power 
of granting franchises must be taken away 
from the Council, to be restored only when 
constituencies come to believe that boodling 


think it is the first duty of man to black- 
mafl anything in sight. 

The question of granting a franchise to 
corporations to use the streets should be 
left to the decision of a court, or of a com- 
mission which cannot be corrupted as Coun- 
cils are. The Aldermen should not merely 
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granting franchises, but of all rights in the 
premises. If they were empowered simply 
to affirm or disapprove of the action of some 
other body they would not vote in the af- 
firmative until they had been bribed to do so. 
It cannot be said truthfully that all the 
men who voted for the General Dlectric 
ordinance were bribed. Some of them most 
likely did the dirty work of the gang lead- 
ers and yet got no pay forit. They voted to 
stifle discussion, suppress investigation, and 
rob the city, and are not a cent the richer 
for it. It would be well if they explained 
the exact reason of their remarkable votes. 
They may have been hypnotized. Bath- 
House John may have fixed them with his 
glittering eye and forced them to vote as 
he wished and not as their constituents 
wished and as honor and decency de- 
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that they prefer honest representatives? 
Probably not. 


- EFFECTS OF POPULAR LOAN. 

A leading banker in the East is credited 
with the remark that “if the popular loan 
is a success inside of forty days no less 
than 100 million dollars will be taken out 
of circulation.” 

There must be some mistake in regard to 
this. In the first place, if the loan be a 
“popular” one most of the gold absorbed 

by it will have to come out of private 
hoards, such as the boxes in the safety de- 
posit vaults, old stockings, and breeches 
pockets, This gold is not in circulation at 
all. Its change of place would not in any 
way diminish the amount of currency pass- 
ing from hand to hand nor the reserves held 
by the banks. Hence it would not mean 
“a tight money market,” which the gentle- 
man is alleged to apprehend as a result of 
placing the new loan among the people. It 
should make no difference at all to the 
amount of currency in circulation, the only 
change being that of tone due to expecta- 
tion of altered conditions. But that really 
cought to be in the direction of ease rather 
than stringency, not only by dispelling all 
doubt as to the success of the loan experi- 
ment, but by the contained promise of a 
speedy addition to the circulation to the 
extent to which bonds were taken by banks 
as units and not as members of a syndicate. 

In the second place, if the gold should 
come chiefly from the vaults of banks which 
hold it as part or the whole of the reserve 
required by law to be held by them, there 
need not be any such contraction as claimed. 
The bond-takers are not asked to pay in 
more than 20 per cent at the time their bids 
are accepted, and the rest is to be paid in 
installments. Of course if all the first 20 
per cent were taken from the legal reserve 
the ability of the bank to give credits would 
be reduced in much greater proportion. 
But its bank note circulation would not 
suffer in the least, that being protected by 
bonds deposited at Washington, and a 
great many of the banks, the number in- 
cluding those most likely to subscribe, have 
a surplus which could be used for-this pur- 
pose, this constituting an important cutting 
down of the amount by which the ability 
of the bank to accommodate the public 
would be reduced. And in.the next place, 
if the gold be furnished by the syndicate it 
would come from the vaults of institutions 
which are in a position to let it go without 
any important constriction of their power 
to deal with the public. In addition to 
this it should be remembered that the bonds 
to be issued would soon be available for 
the issue of additional note circulation, 
and that the government would not be ex- 
pected to construe with unnecessary sever- 
ity the requirements as to reserve for banks 
which had helped to tide it over a grave 
difficulty. 

So the talk about a probable money 
stringency to result from a taking of the 
bonds has very little foundation in fact. 
If the bonds were not taken that would 
be another matter, but as this view of the 
case hardly is a supposable one in the light 
of reports from the money centers it need 
not be discussed now. It, however, is more 
than merely possibly there will have to be 
an important change from the published 
program, If the drain on the Treasury for 
gold to export be kept up a couple of weeks 
longer at the recent rate it might be deemed 
necessary to close a bargain with the syn- 
dicate before the expiration of the time 
within which Lids from the people are in- 
vited. And that would prove the demand 
for a poular loan to have been unwise, be- 
cause such a loan is impracticable.

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GREAT YORK OB YORKBROOK. 

As the Cities of New York and Brooklyn 
are approaching the time when they must 
unite in order to keep ahead of Chicago 
in population it is manifestly proper that 
their people should look about for a name. 
New York was named originally for old 
York in England, and took the prefix “new’”’ 
to distinguish it from the old English city. 
But New York is no longer new. It is one 
of the oldest of the American cities. It 
would be absurd to call it Greater New 
York, as the comparative degree would in- 
vite useless comparison, and people would 
always be asking, “Greater than what?’ 
If Brooklyn wants to retain a portion of its 
identity it might lop off its last syllable and 
New York its first, and the city might be 
called “Yorkbrook,” which is euphonious; 
or, if Brooklyn, after it has been annexed, 
has no further pride in its identity, then 
“Great York” would be an excellent name. 
In any event New York has come to bea 
misnomer, as the city long ago ceased to be 
“new.” It would not do to call it simply 
“York,” as that would confuse it with the 
old York, both being Eastern cities to this 
country, and it would not be proper to call 
it “Old York,” as it is not old enough for 
that distinction. Either Yorkbrook or 
Great York would be entirely good names 
for Chicago’s seaport. Dr. Dana, Brother 
Pulitzer, or some of the leading luminaries 
should bestir themselves in this matter, 
with the view of doing away with the pres- 
ent altogether misleading title and suggest- 
ing a new one in case neither of those Tur 
TRIBUNE has suggested suits them. 


THE TRANSVAAL TROUBLE. 
The sudden lull in affairs in the Trans- 
vaal is again broken by disquieting rumors. 
London dispatches from Johannesburg re- 
port that President Kruger and Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, the Governor of Cape Col- 
ony, have failed to come to a settlement of 
matters in dispute because of the former’s 
demand that the convention of 1884, which 
gives to England the right of suzerainty 
over the Transvaal Republic, shall be an- 
nulled, and further that as indemnity for 
the recent invasion of the Transvaal by Dr. 
Jameson Amatonga Land, which was re- 
cently added to Natal, shall be annexed to 
the republic of the Boers. It is plain to see 
that no settlement could be reached on 
these terms. England will not abandon 
her suzerainty without a fight, nor will she 
ever consent to give up territory once ac- 
quired by her. Having disavowed the raid 
of Dr. Jameson and having secured his dis- 
charge from his official position, she will un- 
doubtedly decline to make indemnity of any 
sort, financial or territorial. The Bovrs 
cannot therefore impose their terms with- 
out a resort to arms, and this would be use- 
less even with Germany behindthem. The 
outcome of such a struggle would be their 
speedy defeat, the loss of their independ- 
ence, and the prompt absorption of the 
Transvaal Republic as part of the British 
South African possessions. The only hope 
of the Boers lies in an alliance between 
Germany, France, and Russia, but that 
Moe Ae

All these are common 
carriers who have always been subject to 
municipal supervision, and whose charges 
are regulated by law. The Council has no 
power to license the teams of a wholesale 
grocer, or his private carriage, unless he lets 
them out for hire. The division of vehicles 
into two classes, those used by common Car- 
riers and those used incidentally by men in 
carrying on their private business, is an old 
one. The cabmen and other common car- 
riers are under State supervision and con- 
trol. The grocer, dry-goods merchant, etc., 
are not.

Chicago women, members of the Political 
Equality League, desire the publication of 
a few facts and figures relative to the so- 
called “downfall of woman suffrage in 

. Massachusetts.” This caustic comment of 

She anti-suffragist dates to the recent elec- 

sion in that State, when both men and 

women were given an opportunity to vote 

“yes” or “no” to the question whether 

municipal suffrage should be extended to 

Massachusetts women. At the same time 

the Man’s Suffrage Association sprang into 

existence, vigorously opposing the proposed 
suffrage amendment. 

From the first the Massachusetts women 
considered such a vote a mere expression 
of opinion and called the proposed pro- 
cedure a “sham referendum.”’ The Legis- 
lature, they maintained, would in no sense 
be bound to the vote, whichever way it 
might be cast. 

Stay-at-Home Vote Brought Defeat. 
Inasmuch as few women ‘availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of thus expressing 
their views as to the extension of municipal 
suffrage to their sex the anti-suffragists 
lost no time to declare this failure to express 
themselves to be indisputable evidence that 
they do not desire further enfranchisement. 

Chicago suffragists have declared since the 
beginning of the discussion that the whole 
‘procedure was misleading. They have just

WALL STREET THINKS OF NOTHING 
BUT THE COMING BIDS. 


Mr. Morgan, It Is Said, Has It Within His 
Power to Put the Country on a Silver 
Basis=If the Syndicate Puts Up a Fight 
Against the Popular Subscriptions 
There Will Be Trouble=Chicago Bank. 
ers Invited to Co-operate with the Peo- 
ple. 

New York, Jan 11.—[Special.]—For the 
first time since President Cleveland’s explo- 
sive war message we have two active parties 
operating in the stock market. The bear 
contingent has been the only organized 
crowd up to within the last few days. It 
has made much of its opportunities. It 
is hardly probable, however, that it has 
taken profits to any extent. 

All eyes are on Mr. Pierpont Morgan’s 
government bond syndicate. What he is 


coing, intends to do, or may do, appears to 


the average Wal! street observer as of more 
consequence than anything else, Some sen- 
sational reports and theories about the syndi- 
cate have been in operation. Some of these 
theories have represented that large financial 
interests with relations to the syndicate have 
cut loose, or are going to cut loose, thus im. 
periling the existence of the syndicate. Peo- 
ple close to Mr. Morgan pooh-pooh this kind 
of talk. The syndicate is intact, they say, 
and will figure effectively when the bond 
issue is finally awarded to bidders. . 

Meanwhile itis known that at least three 
millionaire institutions identified from the 
start with the syndicate have been sending 
independent bids of their own to Washington. 
In eyndicate circies it is declared some of 
these bids are not made in good faith and are 
intended merely for advertising purposes, 
However this may be, it is certain bids 
wholly apart from syndicate supervision are 
being quietly sent to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and ona big scale. It need eurprise 
nobody, however, if ultimateiy it should be 
discpvered that some of the big popular sub- 
écriptions are really dictated by tne syndicate 
itseif, and made on an interest basis which 
will insure their being pushed aside by the 
Treasury authorities as unworthy to com. 
pete with the bid which the syndicate itseif 
is preparing to make for the whole issue. 


Much Is at Stake. 


We have never had in this country any 
financial fight with more at stake than is in- 
volved in the present contest between tne syn- 
dicate and what are gencraily described as 
**popular”’’ subscribers. All the banks of 
New York practically were, up to within the 
last two or three days, range! whoily on the 
side of the syndicate. ‘Their ranks have now 
been broken. The Chemical National, al- 
ways recognized asa leader, has led the inde. 
pendent way; other millionaire banks ana 
capitalists closely identified with them have 
already followed, or are preparing to follow. 

If tnere be any basis for the subscription of 
$20,000,000 by out-of-town national banks, 
which has been paraded here, the avaiiable 
bids before the Secretary of the Treasury 
now do not aggregate less than $60,000,000, 
including promised subscriptions from insur- 
ance circles. The troubie about all these pop- 
ular subscriptions is, that as there is nvu.can- 
certed action it is impossible to estimate the 
figures which are being sent to Secretary Car- 
lisie to represent their interest basis. 

It can be taken for granted that the biggest 
subscription sent in culled fora payment by 
the government of more than 3 per cent. 
The syndivate at its inception agreed that the 
gavernment oughtto pay 3%. If big sub. 
scriptions independent of the syndicate should 
now go in at the sarne price, and if the tofal 
of such subscriptions should fall beiow the 
aggregate which the syndicate contemplates, 
there will of course be excuse for the govern- 
inentto give preference to the syndicate in 
order to award the whole amount.

Today he has been in telegraphic commu- 
nicatjon with three of the most prominent 
bapk Presidents of Chicago, urging them to 
join him in a further subscription of $12,- 
000,000, which he will go into tw the extent of 
25 per cent. There are incidental pronosi- 
tions in his suggestion. One of them has to 
do with the tinanciering of certain Chicago 
street railway enterprises, 

During the coming week we shall have cru- 
cial times for Mr. Morgan’s government 
bund syndicate. Strenuous efforts wii] be 
made to attract enough capitalists, banks, 
and others awa} from the syndicate to cause 
a general stampede. Syndicate insiders de- 
clare this anticipation is ridiculous. They 
are outspoken in declaring that tne syndicate 
will not only stand firin, put they are openly 
assertive of the:r expectations that in the end 
the syndicate will get every bond that is of.- 
fered and score a handsome profit. — 

For the stock market much depends on 
next week’s developments. If the syndicate 
be hard pressed itis generally upprehended 
it wiildoa good deal of energetic fgiting 
before it yieids.

W. 8S. Cantrell’s Views:

“He 
ignores the question bothering the Board of 
Trade, and his avoidance of the real issue 
is evidently studied. I conclude this from the 
fact he has gone out of his way to announce 
this board has no jurisdiction, This is all 
his decision practically amounts to. The 
vital question at issue was whether public 
warehouses had a right to-deal in grain 
and mix one grade or lot of grain with an- 
other. Judge Tuthill does not say a word 
on this subject. 

“I am free to say the bulk of his remarks 
have no place in an opinion from the bench. 
They show clearly he is prejudiced by the 
fact the commission is not of his political 
faith. There has been at least one lawyer 
in the commission and generally more. I 
think those*now on the bench are as good 
lawyers as Judge Tuthill is. The difference 
is his is judicial .while ours is non-official. 

“In the present issue there is the right of 
appeal to the Supreme Court and it will of 
course be taken. Both the Board of Trade and 
the elevator men want the matter settled.

AFFIRMS VERDICT. 


| Judgment Against Loais Daube for $4,123 


Is Sustained, 

Judge Seaman in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court handed down an elaborate opinion 
yesterday uffirming the verdict of a jury in 
his court last month awarding a judgment 
for $4,123 against Louis Daube and in favor 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron company, 

Daube had guaranteed the credit of Daube 
& Rosenheim, coal dealers, to the extent of 
$10,000 to the plaintiff company. Feb, 20, 
1893, a receiver was appointed in Pennsy!- 
vania over the coal and iron company. At 
that time the firm of Daube & Rosenheim 
were indebted to the company in the sum of 
$900. The indebtedness by the October fol- 
lowing had amounted to the sum of the ver- 
d.ct given last month. 

Louis Daube, the guarantor, made de- 
fense that his guarantee did not extend to 
the receiver, and judgment for the $900 due 
at the time of the appointment of the receiver 
should be given. On the instructions of the 
court the verdict was for the full amount 
c.aimed,

Columbus, O., Jan. 11.—[Special.J—W. M. 
Hahn, State Superintendent of Insurance, has 
revoked the license of the Fraternal Mystic Circle 
to do business in Ohio, and the officers are ren- 
dered liable to prosecution for any further act 
in Ohio connected with the operations of the asso- 
ciation. The order has 14,000 members in Ohio 
and rulings are scattered all over the Union.

How to Make the Stationery on 


Hand Fit Every Possible 


Emergency. 


BIG ENVELOPE FROM SMALLER ONES. 


Extra Long Covering Can Be Made for 
Sending Documents in the Mails. 


The well-known statement that there are 
ways to kill a cat other than choking it to 
death with -cream applies to many things 
not of a feline nature. Letter writers often 
find themselves in need of a large envelope 
when one cannot easily be procured without 
loss of time. Such an envelope can be made 
in a jiffy out of two small ones, All that 


in process of i 


one has to do is to gum one envelope to the 
reverse side of the other, used for the ad- 
dress, by its lap after inclosing the letter, 
then gum the lap of the second envelope to 
the back of the first. Cut 1 shows how it is 
to be done. In this way two square envel- 
opes, such as are used by women in their 
correspondence, may be made large enough 
to contain a cabinet size photograph. 

If one has an unusually long document to 
send by mail he can open one end of two large 
envelopes, gum the ends together, and then 
fasten the lap of each envelope in the usual

They profess to have got 
the signatures to :ontract#of over a score of 
musicians, but the players themselves admit 
nothing of the sort. But if all other obsta- 
cles had been removed a new one has arisen 
that is not unlikely to undo all that has been 
aecomplished. 

All Sorts of Trouble. 

The fondness of some of those in charge 
of the orchestra for men from other cities 
is most discouraging to the Pittsburg mu- 
sicians, not to say that itangers them. The 
newest cause of dissension is the rumor cir- 
culating among the musicians that more Chi- 
cagoans are to be brought here, and the rea- 
sonable inference is they are to be imported 
because there are not sufficiently ood 
men. here to suit the exalted desires of the 
orchestra managers.

Ninety per cent of these arrests were for 
violation of the Sunday laws. 

The cost of this terrific total of 41,153 
arrests, including subsequent trials and, in 
the ace of convictions, imprisonments, was 
not less than $3,703,770—more than twice the 
revenue which the city gets from the bar- 
rooms. So Father Knickerbocker loses 
money in his rum business, after all. And 
if to this direct loss is added the indirect in- 
jury which he suffers through the influence 
of drink ‘upon his citizens—the transforma- 
tion of industrious men into lazy ones, the 
changing of honest men into thieves, and all 
the other evils which strong drink is known 
to work in human nature—then his accounts 
will be found to be very far indeed from 
balancing. 

But Father Knickerbocker’s loss is noth- 
ing to that of these citizens themselves. 
The year’s army of unfortunates whom 
liquor led to lawbreaking, if placed in sin- 
gle file, allowing each person two feet to 
walk in, would stretch from the Tombs 
Prison in-New York to the jail in Newark, 
N. J. Such a weary, woeful line never 
marched in all this world; no spectacte so 
horrible as this concentration of the drink- 
born horrors of New York alone. was ever 
presented to civilization. But if it were its 
frightful things unseen. Those who watched 
this grewsome line would see 23,000 men 
whose proud manhood alcohol had defeated; 
8,000 women from whom liquor had stolen all 
that was best and highest. But they would 
only see the wrecks. To fully sense the 
dreadful meaning of the sad line they would 
have to see a parallel procession contain- 
ne those marchers as they were before their 
all. 

And even that would not half tell the hor- 
rid tale. It would only show the work of 
liquor on the ones who had drankit. Anoth- 
er and even greater army would be recruit- 
ed if those who suffered in 1895 throu the 
intemperance of others were gathered. 
Wives bruised and bleeding from drunken 
husbands’ brutal blows would be in this 
array; children neglected and left to starve 
by drunken mothers would totter weakly 
fu its ranks; m@thers distressed and broken 
by the sins of offspring, liquor wrecked,

would walk, weeping; husbands, gloomed 
and desperate through the wickedness of 
drink-drugged wives would march blindly. 

That ‘“‘at the end it stingeth like an adder” 
is shown by the city’s hospital reports. Six 
hundred and eighty deaths were directly 
caused by drink in 1895. Of the 5,734 lives 
lost through pneumonia, at least one-half, 
the doctors say, might have been saved had 
the victinis not been weakened by alcohol. 
Consumption claimed 5,204 victims in 1895, 
and of these 1,000 might have lived on if 
they had not used liquor. And so the story 
goes. 

It is a weary, weary story of misery and 
wreck and death. No temperance lecture 
ever spoken was half so powerful as this 
sermon against strong drink, which strong 
drink’s own awful work shouts to all who 
will listen.—New York Journal. 


ELECTRICITY FOR NIGHT FISHING, 


Here Is a New Device That Tells the 
Fisherman When He Has a Bite, 

An electrical genius gas come to the ald of 
night fishermen. Men who catch eels and 
other fresh water fish for the market some- 
times set as many as a dozen lines. These 
must be taken up from time to time for ex- 
amination. The new device is an arrange- 
ment by which, when the fish or eel is 
hooked, the first pull closes an electric cir- 
cuit—a fine wire running alongside the line— 
and a tiny bell at the shore end sounds the 
alarm. A small storage battery is part of 
the equipment, as a matter of course.—New 
York World.

HOW GOLDIS HOARDED 


Immense Treasures Amassed, Hid- 
den, and Withdrawn from 
Circulation. 


INDIA CONTAINS UNTOLD MILLIONS. 
Oriental Princes and Their Methods of Ac- 
cumulating the Yellow Metal. 


\ 

OW did Russia amass the immense 
store of gold which she has offered 
to Uncle Sam? 

The answer issimple. She has been 
‘for ever so long a-hoarding of the yellow 
‘metal, withdrawing from circulation not 
‘only the product of her own mines, but also 
the foreign coin and gold bars imported into 
the country. Hardly any gold leaves Russia, 
‘while she receives annually from outside 
$60,000,000 to $90,000,000 worth of it. Thus 
ishe has got together a gigantic heap of 
specie by draining the channels of the mone- 
tary circulation of the world. The treasury 
of the Czar now contains about $680,000,000 


in gold, 
Gold in India. 

The hoarding of gold, which signifies its 
withdrawal from circulation, hinders the 
flow of the world’s commerce; and is an in- 
jury to the latter. It would be an immense 
benefit to all mankind‘if the stores of the 
yellow metal now held by individuals in In- 
dia could be ma available for general use. 
Ever since the dawn of historysthat country 
has been gathering gold and hiding it away. 
It wes estimated by Dr. Soetbeer that dur- 
ing the half century previous to 1885 India 
hoarded $1,500,000,000 of silver and gold— 
nearly one-third of the total amount of coin- 
age in circulation in the world. 

Treasures of almost incalculable value are 
possessed by many Indian Princes. Recent- 
ly the Maharajah of Burdwan died, and the 
stock of gold and silver left by him was so 
large that no member of the family could 
make an accurate estimate of it. A repor} 
made to the British Government by a secret 
agent stated that on the estate of the de- 
funct potentate were a number of treasure 
houses, one of them containing three rooms. 
The largest of these three rooms was forty- 
eight feet long and was filled with orna- 
ments of gold and silver, plates and cups, 
washing bowls, jugs, ete.—all of precious 
metals. The other two rooms were full of 
bags and boxes of gold mohurs and silver 
rupees. The doors of this and other treas- 
ure houses had been bricked up for nobody 
knows how long. According to a custom of 
the Burdwan Raj family, all of these valua- 
bles were in the custody of the Maharajah’s 
wife, the vaults being attached to her apart- 
ments, but none of them was allowed to be 
opened save in the presence of the master. 
One vault was filled with ornaments belong- 
ing to different gods of the family. 

Accumulating for Ceftituries. 

It is known that this hoard has been in 
process of accumulation for several cen- 
turies. Not long ago the sum of $1,150,000 
was drawn-out of it for investment in land, 
the entire amount being in Sikka rupees, 
none of which have been coined since 1855. 
Gold or other money thus hoarded is not 
put away with any intention to take it out 
again. On the contrary, only pressing ne- 
cessity can force the owners to reduce the 
stock of wealth. It is considered a point of 
honor not to break into a hoard. The pro- 
prietor will borrow rather than touch it, 
the hoard being treated like a family pict- 
ure, not to be sold if it can be avoided. One 
native Prince in India is known to be hoard- 
ing gold at present at the rate of $250,000 
a year. Every month he sends 40,000 or 
50.000 silver rupees to agents in Calcutta 
and Bombay, who convert them into gold 
mohurs. A mohur is worth about $7. 


Hiding Places. 

Two other Indian Princes, who died a few 
years ago, left hoards amounting to $20,000,- 
~~) each. Instead of spending these great 
heaps of money their descendants will add 
to them year after year and generation after 
generation. The natives of that country 
generally prefer to invest their means in 
ornaments for their families, which serve 
the purpose of a hoard. In fact, a large 
part of the savings of the people are in the 
shape of jewelry; doweries are often com- 
posed of jewelry alone. The natives com- 
monly bury their hoards, and among the 
poorer classes a favorite hiding place is a 


are sometimes employed for the same pur- 
pose. It is undoubtedly a fact that many 
hoards thus deposited are lost forever. Itis 
estimated that in the Bombay presidency 
alone $50,000,000 worth of British sovereigns 
are treasured up, because they bear the 
design of St. George and the dragon, and are 
valued on religious grounds, India is.a véry 
religious country, and the gods,take up .im- 
mense quantities of gold, silver, and precious 
stones... The temples contain vast amounts 
of the yellow and white metals. 

Century after century the exports of India 
have greatly exceeded the imports of that 
country, and consequently an uninterrupted 
stream of gold and silver has flowed thither. 
During the thirty-three yearS ended in 1892 
India imported and kept about $625,000,000 
in gold. That is, indeed, a bottomless well 
into which a stream of treasure perpetu- 
ally flows, draining all the rest of the world. 

It is said that there is a huge amount of 
hoarded gold at Peking. The Chinese offi- 
cials commonly make large fortunes out of 
their places, corruption in that. country 
being the almost universal rule. They are 
afraid to put their money into banks, be- 
cause their superiors would discover its ex- 
isténce and confiscate the whole of it. So 
they buy gold bars and secrete them, Con- 
sequently, gold always commands a consid- 
erable premium at Peking. 

World’s Gold Production. 

Meanwhile, thanks to newly-discovered 
fields and improved methods of mining, the 
gold production of the world is steadily 
growing and will progressively increase for 
some years to come. The yield for 1895 has 
been the greatest in history, probably ex- 
ceeding $200,000,000. The United States 
alone produced about $50,000,000 of this total 
—an increase of $11,000,000 over 1894., The, 
new Cripple Creek district, only four miles 
square, is shipping $1,000,000 worth of gold 
monthly. This field is as yet.in its infancy. 
In South Africa are being developed the 
wonderful mines of the Rand, which con- 
stitute the richest gold field ever known. It 
has an extent of forty miles, through which 
run a number of gigantic reefs of ore. These 
reefs consist mainly of quartz pebbles im- 
bedded in a matrix of sand and quartz. There 
is no gold in the pebbles, but the material of 
the matrix is full of it. The ore yields an 
average of $14 per’ton. 

It is calculated that ‘the outpour of the 
Rand mines will haye reached by the year 
1900 an annual value of $100,000,000, an 
that within the next half century the tota 
production of gold from these orn will . 
not fall short of three and a half bi 
dollars. In 1894 they yielded $35,000,000, and 
in 1895 they have produced about $40,000,- 
000. At present 40,000 laborers are employed. 

No satisfactory theory has beer advanced 
as to the geological process by which these 
beds came to exist. There is nothing of a’ 
similar nature anywhere else in the world. 
The ordinary quartz reefs found elsewhere 
are merely cracks in the earth’s crust filled 
in with auriferous material; in the Rand the 
miner has to do with sedimentary deposits. 
These deposits belong to an arte ge geologic 
period, which it was heretofo supposed 
could not possibly be gold-bearing. Experts 
who examined the Rand fields a few years 
&zo asserted that they were of no value. 
Naturally, they expected to find gold near 
the surface if at all, whefeas the paying ore 
bodies are deep down, extending, as has been 
said, to depths indefinite and undetermined. 

The total gold product of Africa in 1894 
was 1,948,109 ounces, worth $40,271,00v. 
Probably it will be found to have risen near- 
ly to $50,000,000 for 1895. It is certain that 
great and rich gold fields in various parts 
of the dark continent remain as yet unfound, 
or at all events undeveloped.

) gold in a crude fashion, mostly by washing 


the gravels of the streams. The yellow 
metal thus obtained is carried to the coast, 
and there disposed of in barter at the trad- 
ing stations established by various Euro- 
pean countries.

There are re in the mysterious region 
known as the “interior,”’ on the eastern 
siope .of the Andes, where much gold is 
found. From that section there is a con- 
stant flow of the yellow metal to the coast, 
amounting to a great quantity yearly. This 
land of gold, however, is not to be entered. 
No white man has ever returned from it 
alive. The savages are fierce and brave, 
and are known to practice cannibalism! 
The country is a trackless wilderness, the 
only means of communication being by the 
numerous waterways. To the villages 
along the coast come canoes from inland, 
each bearing its little burden of coffee, 
plantains, nuts, and fruits, and usually, 
carefully wrapped in a leaf, a littie gold 
dust or a nugget or two. Thus the gold 
flows in tiny streams to the coast, from 
which it is shipped by merchants in pay- 
ment for goods. 

It is estimated that the world’s annual 
consumption of gold in the arts, chiefly in 
the manufacture of jewelry, is somewhere 
between $50,000,000 and $60,000,000. Prob- 
ably about $1,500,000 worth of gold coin of 
the United States is melted yearly for such 
employment. This government. makes fine 
gold bars of five ounces and upwards for 
the use of jewelers and other manufactur- 
ers, and they are more generally em- 
ployed. Similar bars are turned out by 
private refineries. Of such bars $10,000,000 
worth are bought and used in this country 
every twelvemonth.—Washington Star.

HE number of bicyclists who travel 

by train from ten to a hundred miles 

intothe country before mounting their 

wheels is already great and constant- 
ly increasing. A difficult problem for rail- 
road men to solve has, therefore, arisen: 
how to transport these hundreds of ma- 
chines without damage and at the same 
time so arrange them that they will take up 
as little space as possible in the baggage 
cars. 

One of the cleverest devices of this sort 
is the invention of a Frenchman, M. Joseph 
Oller, who, curiously enough, is a theatrical 
manager, being the directorwf the Olympia, 
the Moulin Rouge, and the Jardin de Paris. 
It may not inaptly be called the “bicycle 
gripsack.”’ 

This apparatus consists, first, of an iron 
eircle, eight or ten feet in diameter, having 
a sort of track about its outer rim, which is 
fastened to the floor of the car. In the cen- 
ter of this circular piece of iron rises an iron 
standard which is the axis from which radi- 
ate ten sets of arms, the upper ones being 
the length of a bicycle placed on end dis- 
tant from the lower. The outer ends of the 
lower arms are fastened to another iron 
rim the same size as the one upon the floor 
of the car. Between the two are numerous 
roliers, which permit it to revolve easily. 

Between these two arms, the upper and 
the lower, the bicycle is placed on end. The 
lower arm is, as has been said, fixed, but the 
upper is movable and held in _ place 
by a stout spring. When the bicycle is 
placed between them the upper arm, the un- 
der side of which is concave, presses down 
firmly upon the tire of the bicycle’s front

new Sokong, or paramount chief, of Imperri 
Land. The cordnation was honored by the 
public appearance of the Tasso men, a very 
rare occurrence. The Tasso is a secret so- 
ciety whose proceedings are veiled in 
mystery and whose members are regarded 
with awe. The power invested in them is 
immense and places them next to the So- 
kong in importance. They have thé right 
to raise objections to his laws. 
The Tasso men with their great head- 
dresses may be seen standing to the right 
and left of the new Sokong, who is seated in 
the center of the group. 

The Sokong wears a European silk hat

Mrs. Livingston of New York has one of 
the handsomest sets of sable in America. It 
has been in the family many years, and 
although often remodeled, is still a pos- 
session to be coveted. Mrs. W. W. Felts, a 
connoisseur in furs, has an especially fine 
collection of sable and-seal. Mrs. J. Ken- 
nedy Tod is a young American woman who 
believes in a fur wardrobe. Her sables are 
superb. She‘is most often seen with collar 
and muff, though on snapping cold days she 
appears ina stunning short jacket or set of 
double capes. 

Mrs. Victor Sorchan, who was Miss Tioney- 
well, is another lover of Russian sable, and 
her collection is.worth thousands of dollars. 
Next to the sable in value is the black fox, 
the sea otter, and chinchilla. The black fox 
is as rare as it is expensive, and perhaps not 
once in a lifetime is the ordinary mortal 
privileged to behold a set of the genuine fur. 
The pelts are brought from Alaska and the 
extreme Northwest, and range in valtie from 
$60 to $200. 

The sea otter is one of the most valuable 
of Russian fur-bearing animals. The enor- 
mous value set upon his glossy black fur 
explains the reason why Russian hunters 
have followed his tracks from Kamschatka 
to America, and almost exterminated him 
from our Northern coasts. 

Mrs. Ayer, who is now living in. Paris, 
possesses a cloak lined with this rare fur 
that. probably is one of the handsomest 
things of the kind in existence. The out- 
side of the cloak is of soft, gray cloth, with 
border and entire lining of black fox. It is 
difficult to estimate the value of such a 
mantle, where each pelt has cost a trapper 
weeks of patient labor, and where only the 
best of the skin is reserved for use. That the 
cloak is priceless only adds mystery to its 
beauty and renders it a thing to be desired 
above rubies, or even wisdom itself. Gray 
furs are much sought after by women of 
brilliant coloring. A decade ago, when Lillie 
Langtry first came to America and New 
York was bending the knee in adoration of 
her beautiful face, form, and gowns, the gar- 
<i which attracted the most attention 
and stills dwells in the memory of envious 
souls, was an opera cloak of hlue velvet, 
lined throughout with soft, gray chinchilla. 
The contrast between the exquisite color of 
eyes, hair, and skin for which Mrs. Langtry 
is still famous, the rich blue of the velvet 
and the melting gray shades of the fur was 
an achievement in art not often equaled. 

3 Chinchilla Still in Style. 

Chinchilla is still the favorite in gray fur. 
The price varies enormously, as does the 
quality of the fur. A very full, well selected 


r cape can cost as much as $200. Mrs. Walston 


Brown, Col. Ingersoll’s daughter, is very 
partial to gray fur. Gray astrakhan is her 
favorite set, and is usually worn with a 
smart street gown of heavy gray cloth. The 
beautiful Mrs. La Mar evidently understands 
her own “color scheme,” as artists say, for 
she is rarely seen in winter without a cape 
or jacket of gray fur, with a collar capable 
of rolling up, Russian fashion, back of the 
neck and forming en ideal background for 
the rich lights in her hair and the roses in 
her cheeks. Mrs. Reeves-Merritt, who was 
a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt, is 
well known in New York/as a connoisseur of 
lovely things in woman’s wearing apparel. 
Her furs are as noticeable as her laces and 
jewels, and bearskin is the fur she most 
often wears. 

A huge boa reaching the floor and a great, 
old-fashioned muff that reminds one of 
Millais’ quaint paintings is the style Mrs. 
Reeves-Merrit® prefers for her midwinter’s 
promenade.

IS A PEOPLE'S PALACE 


Riverside’s New Town Hall Has 
Closely Approached the 
Late Ideals. 


—_ 


DESIGNED FOR BOTH WORK AND PLAY 


Built with the Public Money and Devoted 
to the People’s Use and Pleasure. 


Without raising any clamor over the mat- 
ter the little Town of Riverside has ap- 


* 
has been done by the construction of a build- 
ing fit to lead a double life, or rather, per- 
haps, a combination life, for it is at one and 
-he same time a town hall and a place of 
public amusement. 

The idea now shewn in it was ai growth 
rather than a conception. The first plan 
was for no more than a building with rooms 
for the town and village offices, but little 
by little the advantages of a place built by 
the people for thé use of the people became 
apparent, and the original plan was modi- 
fied to suit the new ideas. 

The building, an attractive structure of 
stone and Roman brick, stands not far from 
the railroad ‘station, and well within such 
a business district as the town possesses. 
From the oytside it is not unlike though 
rather more pretentious than most other

proached véry closely a realization of Walter 
Besant’s idea of a “People’s Palace.” It 


halls of the same sort, but within its dif- 
ference is very evident. 


Aside from the 
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h-ceilinged hallways and broad sta 
it bes very little in common with any ster 
building built for offices. A noticeable ab- 
sence of revolving-chairs, letter-files, and 
cuspidors takes away the usual town hall 
look. The furnishing of the rooms shows 
rather the people’s lace. 

The building is finished throughout in 
polish yellow pine, and the walls are 
tinted in soft shades of terra-cotta. On each 
side of the main door is a room which at 
the first glance betrays its double purpose. 
& low desk and a straight-backed chair in 
each show them to be offices, but the rest 
of the furnishing, which is more like that 
ef a club or even of a home than of a public 
building, gives the other side fut] prom- 
imence. These are the cloak-rooms for 
men and women. Across the hall is a large 
nondescript chamber, helf court-room and 
half parlor, with low windows and a wide 
half-glass door, which serves as a supper- 
room. Opening from it is a good-sized but- 
ler’s pantry, with a long table for dishes. The 
kitchen, provided with a range and other 
necessities, is in the basement. 

Up-stairs, one-half of the building is given 
over to the Board of Education for a high 
school. The other half is devoted to the 
assembly hall, a room 64 by 56 feet, ceiled in 
yellow pine and with a smoothly polished 
fioor. The windows opening almost down to 
the floor, the deer’s head and other decora- 
tion on the walls give it the look of a bali- 
room in a sweil club. ; 

All the necessities for an entertainment of 
any kind are to be found in the building— 


dishes, tables, and a low stage for theatrical: 


and literary exercises. The idea of a peo- 
ple’s building has been fully carried out. 
is devoted to no special class, and rich and 
poor alike have their meetings there. In the 
big assembly. hall the servants and “hired 
men’’ have as much right as their employers, 
and they find no difficulty in obtaining it for 
their use. The place is to a certain extent 
an “equality hall.’’ Social distinctions are 
not wholly thrown aside by those who enter 
there, but the lines are less strongly drawn. 
As a check, however, on such entertain- 
mients as might prove objectionable, and to 
prevent the use of the hall by barn-storming 
theatrical troupes, an ingenious sliding scale 
of rent payable to the town has been devised. 
Often the only charges are for heating and 
lighting, again a merely nominal amount is 
exacted, but when the promoters of a possi- 
bly objectionable show appear on the scene, 
the rent rises to a point which would stagger 
a millionaire, and even then betrays a de- 
cided tendency to go higher if efforts to get 
possession of the building are persisted iw 
The plan works without a hitch. tUnob- 
jectionable people are free to use the place 
at any time. Under the wise administration 
of the men who originated the plan, objec- 
tionable people are shut out. The building is 
as free to the dwellers in Riverside as their 
own homes. It was built with their money 
and is theirs in every sense. Its cost was in 
the neighborhgod of $28,000, and there is 
scarcely a taxpayer who regrets the outlay.

SPIRING playwrights should study 
the success of “Trilby” and “The 
Prisoner of Zenda,’’ the two great- 
est theatrical successes of late 
years. Which means that they 
should study the plays themselves 

and inquire as far as may be possible into 
the cause of their remarkable vogue. The 
public taste is not likely to alter greatly for 
several years to come, and if the inchoate 
dramatist can discover why these two plays 
have fired the country’s imagination, if not 
the country’s heart; and if, having penetrat- 
ed to their very inmost nature, he can take 
the hint, he is certain of pecuniary reward « 
as well as of the rewards of fame, That is 
no small matter, either, when every man 
(and woman, too, for that matter) is his (and 
her) own playwright in hopeful fancy. 

“The Prisoner of Zenda” has jast con- 
‘cluded a five-weeks’ engagement which ter- 
minated at least as:prosperously as it began 
and which could unquestionably have been 
prolonged almost indefinitely without loss 
of profit. “Trilby,” which gained attention 
almost as profitable in Chicago last sum- 
mer, has ever since been on view successful- 
ly in other cities and is now crowding one of 
the largest theaters in Philadelphia with de- 
lighted spectators. 

Why? } | 

That is the question, and to the solution of 
it, considering the enormous sums of money 
that may well be involved, the builder of 
plays can abundantly afford to devote the 
better part of his life, however long or how- 
ever short that part may be. If Paul Potter 
(pace Du Maurier) and Edward E. Rose 
(pace Hope-Hawkins) can repeat their pres- 
ent efforts they will be independent of fort- 

and proof against adversity unto the 
third and fourth generations. Or if any 
other man equally endowed (and there are 
many such) can do what they have done his 
reputation and his comfort are secured. 

Why not? 

. Well, why not, forsooth? Let us see. 
There are several reasons, identical in both, 
why these compositions have foundtheir fa- 
vorable fate. To begin with,edch play is inter- 
esting. That is to say, it tells an interesting 
story and tells it interestingly. Here is the 
main thing—the corner-stone or (better) the 
foundation. In the second place, each is ro- 
mantic. That is to say, its story is laid in 
scenes removed from the commonplace; its 
incidents are not such as are familiar in 
heir nature to the most of us; its charac- 
rs are elevated to the plane of opportuni- 
ties of heightened heroism or bizarre ad- 
venturousness which are rare if they offer at 
all in this prosaic age of ours and this pro- 
saic civilization. 
. It is not too much to say that if Rudolph 
Rassendyli had been a Halsted street hero 
impersonating Mayor Swift at his inaugura- 
tion he would not have found many enthu- 
siastically patrons and ad- 
mirers even in Chicago; nor that if Svengali 
had resided in South Clark street and Trilby 
had been an employé of a steam laundry in 
Cottage Grove avenue and Little Billee had 
come hither from Indian lis or Peoria to 
study sign painting they wotld have bored 
us all beyond expression, even though the 
incidents of their adventures had been what 
they are now. Nor can it be doubted that

Mansfield’s reported intention to 
step from the stage to the lecture platform 
was simply an advertisement has proved to 
be notably acute. Since the report referred 
to was assiduously circulated Mr. Mansfield 
has denied it and explained that he has 
merely made arrangements to shoulder the 
cares of management uponanother. He will 
no longer attend to the advertising any more 
than he can,help; but he will go acting and 
scolding up dnd down the country as hereto- 
fore. 

The denial with its corollary is an im- 
measurable relief to an anxious public which 
is very deeply interested in this wandering 
mummer. If he had actually decided to take 
to the rostrum there would have been weep- 
ing and wailing and gnashing of teeth—un- 
less, of course, the newspapers had kindly 
consented to refrain from reporting the 
Mansfield lectures,

Mr. Mansfield is a conspicuous example of 
the modern mime who, being no longer a 
Vagabond rascal like his predecessors, has 


begun te take himself seriously, and since | 


he is no jonger derided and treated con- 
temptuously has arrived at the conclusion 
that he enacts a really important role in the 
drama of life. It is true that Mr. Mansfield 
is a particularly flagrant case, but.the fact 
is that the average actor nowadays has a 
ridiculously exaggerated idea of his conse- 
quence. From the heavy tragedian who 
mouths resounding syllables without any 
but the faintest comprehension of the ideas 
they clothe to the buffoon whose stock in 
trade is a grimace and a half-smoked cigar, 
they one and all are disposed to regard them- 
selves as not merely useful but yaluable 
members of society. 

Useful and even valuable they are, no 
doubt, but not as members but rather as 
playthings of society. As in India slaves, 
are employed to dance for their masters, so 
in civilized countries actors are employed to 
prevent the public from forgetting how the 
emotions are exercised and. displayed. It is 
not good form to feel, a actors, being 
emancipated’ from the rules of good form, 
are permitted and encouraged to simulate 
feeling. It is undignified to play the buffoon, 
and other actors, having no dignity, are used 
as makers of laughter. But nobody takes 
either class seriously, except, of course, the 
members of it. The actor, in the eyes of 
other people, is but as the race horse and 
the roulette wheel and the wine at dinner— 
he is an amusement and a diversion, who has 
no place among the realities of life.

But Mr. Mansfield and Mr. Eddie Foy and 
the other actors cannot comprehend this. 
They are convinced that they are the great- 
est men of the age, and insist upon foisting 
themselves and their idiosyncrasies upon the 
world. For this curious delusion and its 
annoying consequences the newspapers, or 
some of them, are chiefly responsible. Day 
after day, week after week, year in and 
year out, they—some of them, that is—print 
tedious lengths of twaddle about this tal- 
ented comedian or that remarkable trage- 
dian, or the other extraordinary contortion- 
ist; as if the whole tribe of these gentfry 
were of any consequence whatever! Only 
last week one of the worst offenders in this 
regard was seduced by some inexplicable 
hocus-pocus into yielding nearly a half- 
column of its space to a recital of the fact 
that a terriey dog, the property of a cheap 
actor in a cheap theater, had gone ratting 
in an alley. No wonder Mr. Mansfield is 
aggrieved if he does not get a column of 
such free advertising every day. 5 

It is true that some actors are men of 
parts; such as Henry Irving, for exantple, 
and Richard Mansfield himself. But their 
calling degrades them, objectively if not sub- 
jectively; for human nature is so constituted 
that we cannot help regarding with a kind 
of contempt the man who spends most of his 
time with a painted face and under an as- 
sumed name—a’ kindly contempt, it may be, 
but still a very real contempt.

“THUMB MARKS” IN IDENTIFICATION 


Strictly Scientific Theory in Frank 
Muayo’s “Pudd’nhead Wilson,” 

“I want to talk to you’ about thumb 
marks,"’ said a man who had just witnessed 
I’rank Mayo’s play, “‘Pudd’nhead Wilson,” 
to Mr. Mayo.

A branch of the family moved to 
England and settled in the County of Kent. 
Thence they went to Connaught, in Ireland, 
and it was from that place the great-grand- 
father of Thomas Lynch Jr. emigrated to 
America and settled in South Carolina, a 
short time after its first settlement by the 
English.” 

Thomas Lynch Sr. sent his son to England 
to be educated, and after taking a degree at 
Cambridge Thomas Jr. went to Paris to 
reside for a few years. The Lynch family 
crest on the book-plate shows the Irish 
shamrock, and the name Thomas was and 
is still a Lynch family name in the West of 
Ireland and among the relatives and de- 
scendents in America. 

[ have often noticed the tendency to class 
illustrious Irishmen or descendants of Irish- 
men as English. I saw an article recently 
in a Chicago paper about the Carrolis of 
Maryland and their illustrious ancestor, 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, another signer 
of the ration of Independence. They 
also were called English. The Carrolls are 
not of English descent; they are Irish from 
the West of Ireland. The grandfather of 
Charles Carrol! of Carroliton came to Amer- 
ica from the County Clare, Ireland, about 
the time the Lynches came. The MacMa- 
hons, O’Donnelis, Carrolis, Lynches, and 
left Ireland after the fall of Limerick, 
when the gallant Sarsfield and his soldiers 
left their native land to seek personal free- 
dom in foreign countries.

PRUNE WITHIN A PRUNE. 


APPRAISER HOYNE HAS A DELICATE 
QUESTION TO ASK, 


Fruit and Candy Are Taxed Differently 
When Imported and the Conun- 
drum to Be Asked Is Whether the 
Stuffed and Sugared Prune Is Candy 
or Fruit—How the Article Is Re- 
ceived Here from Germany and the 
Money That Is at Issue. 

“When is a prune not a prune?” This is 
the conundrum United States. Appraiser 
Frank 8S. Hoyne of Chicago will propound to 
the conference of Government Appraisers 
in New York on Jan. 14. 

These meetings are held annually for the 
purpose of settling perplexing questions 
which arise under the tariff laws. Each 
member of the conference brings up some 
point which has puzzled him during the year. 

When Mr. Hoyne’s name is called he will 
walk forward with a small fancy box lined 
with tinfoil and give everybody a guess as 
to whether it contains candy or prunes. 
And when everybody has said “I give it up’”’ 
Mr. Hoyne will say, “‘So do I.’’ 

The box is marked ‘‘Prunes,”’ but the trou- 
ble is each prune, instead of containing a 
stone as every orthodox, respectable prune 
ought to do, contains another prune. 


“Stuffed Prunes.” 

In other words the box contains “stuffed 
prunes’’ and because of this extra prepara- 
tion and the fact of their being prepared in 
sugaf and packed in fancy boxes Appraiser 
Hoyne thinks they have lost their prune 
nature and should be classed as confection- 
ery. All the stuffed. prunes come from 
Germany and it makes considerable differ- 
ence to the importers whether their goods 
are admitted as fruits orcandy. As fruits, 
prunes cost only a cent and a half a péund 
for importation, but as candy the importer 
is made to pay twelve and a half cents a 
pound. 

The stuffed prune is a bran new wrinkle 
and the question of its classification has 
never before been raised. 

The ordinary prune of commerce is the 
dried article, which is imported in large 
quantities from Germany, but chiefly from 
France. The best prunes in the world are 
raised in California, but so great is the de- 
mand for the foreign article that vast quan- 
tities of the California fruit are shipped 
abroad, soaked in logwoods and chemicals 
to give it a shiny appearance, and returned 
to this country with a French brand and an 
increased price. The importation of foreign 
prunes has fallen off during the last five 
years and the popularity of the native-grown 
fruit increased. 

Wants the Question Settled, 

Appraiser Hoyne says he will send some of 
his California friends a’ recipe for stuffing 
good fat prunes and hopes the question as 
to whether the stuffed article is a candy or 
a fruit will be taken out of his hands by a 
driving-out of the imported dress prune 
by the home made article. 

Meantime the importers are insisting if 
one prune is a fruit two prunes are also 
fruit, whether they be placed side by side 
or oné within the other. And the govern- 
ment agents are repeating: 

**‘When is a prune not a prune?”

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BREAD OF THE NATIONS. 


MATERIALS WHICH FURNISH MAN 
THE STAFF OF LIFE. 
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Wheaten Bread Is Comparatively Lit- 
.tle Used—Rye, Rice, Indian Cora, 
the Pine Tree, Bananas, and Plan- 
tain Provide Humanity with Its 
Most Important Food — In Spite of 
the Bible Statement the Icelander 
Asks for Bread und Gets a Stone. 


It is a curious and interesting study to 
compare the various materials which serve 
the different nations of the world as the 
basis of their bread. In England wheaten 
bread is within the reach of all, and takes its 
place so readily as man’s natural food that 

rarely a thought is given to the fact that, 
’ after all, only the inhabitants of a small 
portion of the earth’s surface enjoy such'3 
food. Itis only, too, during the last century 
that wheaten bread has become altogether 
general in England; for Eden, in his “State 
of the Poor,”’ written in 1797, says, referring 
to Cumberland: “It was only a rich family 
}that used a peck of wheat in the course of 
the year, and that was used at Christmas.” 
Jf visitors came at other seasons they were. 
“regaled on thick oatcake. But about this 
stime English laborers in the Midlands and 
4n the south began to refuse to eat common 
bread—made of wheat, rye, barley, in equal 
-proportions—saying ‘“‘they had lost their 
rye teeth,’ and they demanded wheaten 
loaves instead. A century earlier than this 
_} barley and rye bread were always eaten. 
|, Charles I. speaks of the, ‘‘poor sort of people 
r whose usual bread was barley.’’ 
| But although, at the present day, wheat is 
' used across the mid-temperate zone, in more 
| northerly districts, and in some parts of 
| Germany, rye replaces it. Rye bread is less 
' nutritious than wheaten, and has a more dis- 
. tinctive flavor. The well-known German 
“Pumpernickel” is rye bread. Althougtrat 
‘first its dark color and sour, curious taste 
| render it unpalatable to English folk, yet, if 
compelled to eat it for a short time, they ac- 
quire a distinct liking for it. In the remoter 
‘parts of Sweden the poorer people only make 
| and bake their rye cakes twice a year, and 
, store them away, so that eventually they are 
| @s hard as bricks. Farther north still, 
barley and oats become the chief bread-corn.

But it is in the bleak barrenness of the far 
North that the ingenuity of man steps in to 
rovide himself with bread. In dreary Lap- 
-land men would starve did they trust alto- 
gether to grain, so they eke out their scanty 
 t.gtore of oats with the inner bark of pine, 
‘} and the two together, well ground ani 
‘mixed, are made into large flat cakes, 
cooked in a pan over the fire, and thus form 
‘very good bread. In more dreary Kam- 
schatka the pine or birch bark by itself, 
- ‘well macerated, pounded, and baked, fre- 
quently constitutes the whole of the native

Thus, in the Mo- 
lucca Islands in the Indian Archipelago, the 
starchy pith of the sago palm—or “‘liberty 
tree,” as the natives call it—furnishes a 
‘white floury meal. “This is made up into flat 
oblong loaves, which are baked in curious 
each oven being divided into ob- 
long cells to receive the loaves. Bread is 
also made from roots in certain countries of 
the world. Thus, Stanley in his African 
travels found the principal food of the na- 
tives below the Paya Falls to be derived 
from the tubers of the manioc or cassava 
plant—the plant to which we owe our tapi- 
oca. The South American natives likewise 
use it. Curiously enough, the manioc tub- 
ers are a fatal poison when eaten in the raw 
state, but a good and nutritious food if 
steeped in water previous to using. The 
right way to prepare this bread is to soak 
the white, soft roots several days, thus wash- 
ing out the poison, pick the fibres out, dry, 
grind into flour, and make into small round 
loaves. These have a sweet, insipid taste to 
Europeans, From the pith and roots we 
now pass on to succulent fruits serving as 
bread. First in this category is the banana. 
This plant gro with great luxuriance in 
the tropics, aad tie cultivation is one of the 
simplest kind. It is also stated that, so far 
as actual productiveness as food is con- 
cerned, the banana surpasses all other 
plants; and given a certain area of bananas 
and a similar sized area of wheat, a 
far larger number of persons can be sup- 
ported on the former than on the latter. 
The unripe food is dried in the sun and re- 
duced to flour, and the sweet bread there- 
from is excellent and very nutritious. 

The plantain, a near relative of the ba- 
nana, though with a richer and more lus- 


‘ious fruit, also serves a large portion of 


mankind for bread; in fact, the banana and 
plantain arethe chief food of millions in the 
tropics. The plantain fruit is not, however, 
usually reduced to meal, but, instead, ripe 
fruit is roasted or boiled, and then eaten as 
we eat a loaf of wheaten bread. It is said 


‘that three dozen plantains are equivalent to 


the amount of bread required by one man 
during a week. Thus, in such luxuriant 
regions, a ‘“‘struggle for bread’ is unknown 
to these favored people; and yet, perhaps, 
the gain is not all on their side, for, probably, 
it is to this very struggle that we owe our 
greater civilization. But by far the most re- 
markable fruit, from the “bread” point of 
view, is that which bears the very name of 
bread-fruit. It is indigenous to the South 
Sea islands, and the chief support of their 
inhabitants; in fact, not only does it furnish 
them with bread, but also with clothes made 
from the fibers of the bark, timber, fuel— 
parts of the flowers—and its milky juice 
serves as a cement. The tree is of medium 
green foliage and 
spreading branches. It belongs to the same 
botanical order as the tig, and it is also close- 
ly allied to the nettle. The so-called fruit— 
really a'spurious form—is pale green, large, 
and round; it has an outer rind, an inner 


core, and a beautiful white pulp—the edible 


part. This fruit is cut in pieces, roasted, and 
eaten, soon after it is gathered. If kept it 
becomes tough and unpleasant. When 
eaten at its best it is said to much resemble 
new bread, though rather tart. One trav- 
eler h&s described its flavor to be like “a 
crumb of wheaten bread mixed with Jerusa- 
lem artichoke.’’—Chambers’ Journal. 


WE ARE GREAT EATERS OF LEMONS. 


United States Consumes Something 
Like Five Hundred Millions Yearly. 
This country consumes in a year about 

five hundred million lemons, or about six 4nd 
a half lemons for each man, woman, and 
child. This is going to be a good lemon year. 
Since the new fruit commenced to arrive, 
about the first of October, very nearly 100,000 
more boxes have been received than came in 
during the same time last season. The re- 
ceipts at New York for November, 1895, were 
177,506 boxes, against 110,250 boxes for 
November, 1894. The November receipts at 
New Orleans were 13,500 boxes, against none 
received .at that port for November, 1894. 
Last year, between Dec. 8 and Christmas 
time, 89,000 boxes were landed here and im- 
mediately sold. Before Cliristmas probably 
not more than 50,000 boxes are due here, for 
the reason that two vessels containing al- 
together from 25,000 to 30,000 boxes have 
been wrecked off Gibraltar. 

The crops are very plentiful along the 
Mediterranean, but because so many oranges 
are being carried from that region these 
months, owing to the deficiency in the 
Florida crop, there is little room for lemons 
on board these ships. The California lemon 
crop also is larger than ever before and sup- 
The 
California lemons are exceedingly good ones, 
and only experts can tell them from the 
Mediterranean crop. 

For culinary purposes the lemons of Sici- 
ly—that is those from Messina and Paler- 
mo—are to be preferred, as they have a 
much better flavor. Other excellent lemons 
come from Maiori and Rodi, in the hill re- 
gions surrounding Naples. § Catania and 
Malaga lemons are yet another varicty,. 
and come in the early fall, just after the 
Southern Italy and Sicilian crops have been 
finished up. 

A box of lemons averages about 309 each. 
From 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 boxes are sold ina 
year here. It is predicted that the Cali- 
fornia crop in three years will average 
/1,000,000 boxes. It will be interesting to 
note whether .they will drive out any or all 
of the foreign lemons. Prices are now a 
little lower than usual. In September $7 
‘was obtained at wholesale per hox, the 
highest price in years.—New York World.

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FAVORS WAREHOUSEMEN. 


AUTHORITY OF THE RAILROAD AND 
WAREHOUSE COMMISSION DENIED. 


—_--—— 


Appeal the Case—Market Was Weak 
in Tone—Big Receipts of Wheat in 
the Northwest—Heavy Clearances 
for the Week Ignored—Big Move- 
ment of Corn Practically Assured. 


Judge Tuthill’s decision in the elevator 
case was the subject of general comment 
on the floor yesterday and incidentally was 
one of the controlling factors in a weak 
wheat market. The decision was quite ex 
haustive and absolutely denied the right 
and authority of the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commission to order the licenses of 
allthe warehousemen canceled. The Judge 
held that the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
mission has no power over warehouses of 
Class A and that any suits for cancella- 
tion of licenses should be brought in the 
court which issued thé licenses. Ware- 
house licenses are all issued by the Circuit 
Court and the case presented to the Ware- 
house Commission last July will have to 
be in turn presented to the Circuit Ccurt 
in case the Board of Trade people decide to 
continue the fight against the elevators. 
The Judge gave no decision whatever as to 
the right of the warehousemen under the 
statute to buy and sell grain, but simply 
denied the right of the commission to as- 
sume judicial power and act in the place of 
the Circuit Court. The Board of Trade 
people express no surprise over the decision, 
but claim that they will carry the case up 
to a higher court on an appeal and will 
also begin a suit in the Circuit Court. The 
elevator people have been willing all along 
to go into court with the question of right 
to deal in grain, but refused to testify be- 
fore the Railroad and Warchouse Commis- 
sion. In a certain sense the case against the 
elevators is no further advanced than it 
was last summer, when the Palmer House 
hearing began, and the attorneys for the 
elevator people offered to take a test case 
into court. 

Heavy Northwestern Wheat Receipts. 

The decision was one of the announce- 
ments of the day which contributed to the 
easy feeling in the wheat market. It prac- 
tically disposes of any ,possibility of May 
deliveries of grain being interfered with by 
houses being made irregular by process of 
law. There were other elements unfavor- 
able to holders. Northwestern receipts were 
large at 684 cars, against 398 the same day 
last week and 237 the same day last year. 
Receipts for the week’ at Minneapolis and 
Duluth were 3,338, against 2,025 the previous 
week and 1,353 the same week last year. 
Liverpool closed with spot wheat unchanged 
and futures only up 4d. Berlin, which has

shown advances during the last few days, 
was off 1% marks, while Paris was off on 
nearby deliveries and fractionally higher 
on deferred. The local crowd sold freely 
throughout the day, while the volume of 
outside trade is back to an extremely low 
level. Clearances for the week were liberal 
at 3,471,000 bu, including 1,133,000 bu from 
the Pacific coast. Farmers’ deliveries in 
Great Britain were 23,500 qrs, against 10,800 
qrs the previous week, with the average 
price 2d higher. The speculative market 
was inclined to drag throughout the session 
and during the last hour was decidedly 
weak, May selling down and closing below 
put price. The St. Louis speculators joined 
with the local professionais in hammering 
the market. Local receipts were 96 cars. 
including 66 elevator transfers, against 104,- 
000 bu taken out of store. Clearances for 
the day were 314,000 bu in wheat and flour, 
against 545,000 bu received at primary 
points. The local cash trade in No. 2 red 
wheat was limited, but the premium paid 
was slightly larger than it has been. Coun- 
selman, Armour, and Seaverns all sold small 
lots. 


Corn Weak on the Movement. 


Coarse grain markets were heavy on their 
own account and in sympathy with wheat. 
The outlook in corn is for largely increased 
local receipts, the estimate for Monday be- 
ing 670 cars. Primary points yesterday re- 
ceived 710,000 bu agaifist seaboard. clear- 
ances of 395,000 bu. Clearances for the week 
were 2,626,000 bu. Local receipts of corn 
were 486 cars against 71,000 bu inspected out 
of store. The cash market was off frac- 
tionally, though store prices were held up 
fairly well. May corn at the close showed 
a concession of 4@%c. The market for oats 
was narrow and featureléss, with trade 
light. Receipts, were 180 cars, and samples 
showed but little change. There is a good 
local demand for choice offerings. 

Rye was steady to firm. Receipts were 
meager and the demand good. No. 2 on 
track and f. o. b. ranged at 37@37\%c, and 
to go to store was nominally 36c. January 
was nominally 35%c. May was 38\%c bid 
and 39c asked. 

Flaxseed was steady but exceedingly 
slow. Choice No. 1 Northwestern,;on track 
sold at 93c. January was quotably 9i1c, and 
May 6c bid and 96\¢c asked. 

Barley ruled steady but less active. The 
sharp demand for lots to arrive has sub- 
sided. Poor, thin to choice malting ranged 
at 22@35c, and fancy was quotably 37@3vc. 

Timothy seed was unchanged but dull, on 
the basis of $3.75 for March. Common to 
good country lots ranged at $2.50@3.50. 
Cloverseed was firmer at $7.45@7.20 for 
prime. . 

Provisions were inclined to sag throughout 
the day and closed materially lower than 
Friday .night. Armour was credited with 
buying ribs early and the Chicago Packing 
company, just before the close, bought some 
of the product sold earlier in the day. Re- 
ceipts of hogs for the week were 207,175, 
against 214,619 the previous week. Packing 
to date is figured at 1,781,000 lbs, against 
1,647,000 for the same period last year. 


Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


A. E. Martin, a Minneapolis man, who was 
on the floor yesterday, claims that the large 
receipts in the Northwest during the last few 
days are of grain sold to arrive.

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Horsesina Street Car 


HERE is a street car for the accom- 
modation of horses which is the very 
latest thing in the West. Suchacaris 
now in operation in Denver, and it is 

pronounced a great success by all able to 
give an opinion on the subject. The horses 
themselves are dumb, but if their judgment 
could be had it would no doubt be favorable. 

It must be confessed, however, that these 
free rides are given im a spirit of thrift. The 
managers of the road find that by this means 
they save wear and tear on the horses’ hoofs, 
and that they are thus able to remain in the 
service longer. The plan is a very simple 
one, and, like all other simple things that 
are new, it makes you want‘to know why it 
was never thought of before. 

The riding car for horses consists of a plat- 
form mounted on small wheels, protected at 
the sides by a sufficiently high railing, while 
the front and rear are provided with gates. 
These permit the horses to get on and off the 
ear without backing. 

When the regular passenger car has been 
drawn to the top of the long ascent the 
“horse car’’ is hooked to the forward end, 
the horses are driven aboard, and by a few 
deft turns of the brake the descent is made 
safely. 

At first the horses showed some hesitation 


, about embarking on what appeared to bea 


perilous adventure. But they soon became 
accustomed to it, and are said to even enjoy 
the experience, expressing their pleasure by 
broad smiles and prolonged whinnies. 

Having arrived at the foot of the incline, 
the gate of the horse passenger car is un- 
fastened and the animals once more take 
their places in the traces, drawing both éars 
behind them up the hill. The entire load is 
not much heavier than a single car on a 
level street, as the car in which the horses 
ride is very light.—New York World. 


THREE MONTHS’ FIRE’ BATTLE. 


Inside Facts Concerning the Great 
Fire in Bozeman Tunnel, 

Boston Transcript:.Helena, Mont., Jan. 6. 
— The unprecedented fire in the Bozeman tun- 
nel on the Northern Pacific railroad through 
Southern Montana at last seems to have 
nearly exhausted its fury. For more than 
three months the interior of this tunnel has 
been one mass of flames, the raging fire with- 
Standing every effort to subdue it, and its 
equal has not been known in railroad history. 
A few weeks since it was reported to have 
been smothered or extinguished, but this 
was an error, as it has only been within 
a comparatively few days that it has been 
possible to enter the tunnel, and-even at 
present writing the fire is still burning to 
some extent and the heat is so intolerable 
that workmen can remain in the bore but 
a few moments at a time. 

The Bozeman tunnel, sometimes called the 
Muir tunnel from the town by that name 
situated at the eastern entrance, as Boze- 
man is at the western extremity, extends 
through a division of the Rocky Mountains 
known as the Bridger range and is the sec- 
ond longest tunnel in the State of Montana, 
the longest being the Mullan tunnel on the 
same railroad. The Bozeman tunnel is 
nearly a mile in length and its original cost 
was in the neighborhood of $500,000. In- 
stead, however, of being lined with masonry, 
as was the Mullan tunnel, it was simply tim- 
bered on the inside; hence the terrible havoc 
and ruin wrought by a three months’ fire 
may be imagined. How the fire originated, 
whether through the carelessness of the 
employés or in what manner, will always 
remainamystery,as these facts probably can 
never be ascertained, and even if known to 
the railroad company they would certainly 
never be given to the public. 

The fire was first discovered on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 12, by the train which arrived 
at Muir, at 4a.m. Though no one realized 
the fearful extent of the fire at that time, 
it was sooy, discovered that it was beyond 
control for the time being, and arrange- 
ments were immediately made for the tem- 


porary transfer of passengers over the top 
of the divide, by means of carriages, wagons, 
and various vehicles furnished by the rail- 
road company. Progress at this rate was 
necessarily slow, requiring an hour at best 
to cross the divide. Orders were given for 
the tunnel to be sealed at each end, and it 
was expected that the fire would soon be ex- 
tinguished for want of air. 

This proved of no avail, however, and at 
the pot of three weeks the interior of the 
tunnel was like a furnace. Notwithstand- 
ing ‘thie fact that the fire was situated al- 
most at the center of the bore, and the 
smoke had nearly half a mile to travel each 
way before escaping at the ends, dense 
columns of smoke were constantly rising 
skyward, marking the entrances of .the 
tunnel. 

Every device known to men accustomed 
by long experience to battling with* fires 
was brought into action, but with little 
or no effect. Two weeks were spent in try- 
ing to extinguish the flames with water. 
Hundreds of water tanks, oil tanks, and 
cars were filled with water and run up to 
the mouth of the tunnel, to whieh hundreds 
of feet of hose were then attached, «and 
pressure secured by forcing air into the 
tanks, thus pouring the water upon the 
flames. But this work was necessarily 
slow, as what was gained by one train- 
load of water was lost while another was 
being switched into position, and the sup- 
ply of water being also inadequaté, it was 
impossible to accomplish any permanent 
good. Such clouds of smoke were con- 
stantly pouring trom both ends of the tun- 
nel that the pipemen, who were sent in to 
fight the flames, were obliged to fasten a 
stout cord around their waists, the other 
end of which was held by men outside, and 
which they jerked every few seconds to 
assure those at the outer end of the line 
that they had not been suffocated by the 
smoke. To keep as much as possible from 
inhaling the latter, they were compelled 
to crawl on all fours, with sponges and 

cloths fastened securely over their faces. 
They would soon be overcome, however, by 
the smoke and gases, which fact was made 
known by the, suspension of the jerking 
of the safety line, when they were imme- 
diately drawn out where the fresh air would 
revive them. . 

But notwithstanding every effort, the 
flames only burned hotter and hotter, until 
at last the Northern Pacific officials were 
compelled to acknowledge that even a rail- 
road company had been defeated, that the 
flames were entirely beyond their control, 
and that no earthly power could check them 
in their advance, but that they would have 
to be allowed to burn until everything was 
consumed. Accordingly the tunnel was or- 
dered to be sealed for the second time, and 

he fire was left to take its course. 

Before this time had elapsed, a track over 
the mountain, which had first been put in 
condition for the conveyance of freight, had 
been adopted for the transfer of passengers, 
and this is still in use at the present time, 
the train being taken over the mountains in 
one section with three “hog’’ engines, two 
pullers and one pusher. 

One marked ptculiarity during the whole 
time has been the manifest unwillingness 
on the part of the officials of the road to 
admit to outsiders that the fire was of a 
serious nature, or that any great amount of 
damage was likely to ensue. But this is 
suppesed to be simply in accordance with an 
unwritten law existing among railroad com- 
panies to give the most flattering accounts: 
of any trouble, occurring along the roads.. 
On this account very few who have not been 
on the ground realize the extent of the fire, 
or of the damage which it has caused. 

A great many cave-ins have been re- 
ported all along, during the progress of 
the fire, including many hundred feet of 
the roof, which was weakened by the burn- 
ing away of the timbers, but not until the 
working crews entered the tunnel was the 
extent of these cave-ins realized. 

The work of clearing out the débris has 
begun, butg progress must of necessity be 
very slow under existing conditions. A 
crew of men is at work at each end of the 
bore, but as the fire is still burning and the 
tunnel still steaming and smoking the ter- 
rible heat, the smoke, and gases render it 
impossible for the men to work for any 
length of time. At the eastern entrance an 
engine has been rum in a distance of 1,200 
feet, at which point the heat is so intense 
that the workmen can remain but a few mo- 
ments at a time, and all lights are extin- 
guished. From the western entrance the 
crew has been able to proceed but 400 feet,

The James A. Miller Building at Nos. 71 
and 73 West Adams street will have a south 
frontage of 44 feet and a depth of 180 feet.

To Make a Japanese Interior. 

A Japanese interior will always be in favor 
with persons of moderate means, because so 
good an effect may be obtained at so slight 
a cost. Hang the wall from baseboard to 
ceiling with cartridge paper of dull old red, 
simulating a frieze by setting the bamboo 
picture rail eighteen inches below the ceiling. 
Form a dado and panels with bamboo, and 
stencil both dado and frieze with Japanese 
designs in bronze and copper. Put a green- 
ish cream matting on the floor and spread it 
with jute rugs in imitation of Daghestan 
and Kazac, and some of these imitations are 
really wonderful. 

There must not be a single picture on the 
walis. The divan must be low—a spring mat- 
tress laid directly on the floor with another 
of husk or excelsior on top. Cover this with 
a Japanese print and have pillows covered 
with Chigmi cloth, cotton crepe, and Jap- 
anese prints. 

Over the head of the divan suspend a big 
Japanese umbrella, and, also over the head 
but more to the right, hang a Japanese lanip, 
or, better still, use a standard lamp of terra 
cotta with dragon decorations. Dark reddish 
brown denim will answer admirably for 
hangings in this room. 

Have very few chairs, and let these be of 
bamboo, but let big pillows, covered with 
Japanese chintzes, take their place. If this 
is a parlor let the tea table be of bamboo 
and covered with a bit of Japanese drapery; 
use a Japanese tea service and a gong of 
Japanese bronze. If it is a library let the 
desk be of bamboo, as well as such book- 
cases as are not. built into the walls, 

For a square half a few touches in the

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FLOATING PALACE OF TIBERIUS$ 


Now Being Raised from Lake Nemi. 


Lake Nemi, Italy, Dec. 25.—In this lovely 
spot, every feot of which is sacred in pagan 
tradition, ome would scarcely be surprised 
to see nymphs and dryads sporting among 
the mossgrown trees. And here, appropri- 
ately enough, will sdon be brought to lighta 
relic of antiquity that will excite greater 
interest than any similar discovery since 
the ruins of Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were unearthed. 

The object at which two expert marine 
divers are now foraging in the pellucid 
depth of the lake is an immense barge built 
and used as a floating pleasure palace 
by the Emperor Tiberius before his 
retirement to the Island of Capri. What 
startling light this monster sunken craft, 
shrouded in the silt deposits of twenty cen- 
turies, may throw on the manners, 
morals, and the crimes of one of the most 
picturesque and*bloodthirsty of imperial 
voluptuaries remains to be seen. It is cer- 
tain that its recovery and restoration as 
far as possible to its original form will mark 
an epoch in the annals of archeology. 

The cost of the enterprise will be enor- 
mous, but it will be more than repaid here- 
after by the people of every land, who will 
be more than willing to give their silver in 
return for a glimpse at the ship that Ti- 
berius built when he experienced the first 
promptings of ennul and extravagance. 
The Italian Government, animated by the 
spirit of patriotism and scholarship peculiar 
to this nation of artists, is bearing the ex- 
pense of the work, which is expected to 
consume the greater part of the winter. The 
Minister of Public Instruction took the in- 
itiative at the earnest solicitation of arch- 
seologists, scientists, and scholars of world- 
wide fame, and the results up to date have 
more than justified his action and raised 
the highest hopes as to the outcome of the 
enterprise. 

The ship is known to contain priceless 
historical treasures. Those already brought 
to the surface are worth their weight in 
gold. It was not until after several days’ 
work that the divers, after penetrating the 
garment of almost impalpable mud that has 
settled within 2,000 placid years on the 
wreck of Tiberius’ pleasure craft, succeeded 
in loosening an immense object, which, 
after being hauled with difficulty to the sur- 
face, assumed the shape of a lion. 

It was life size. Its crust of immemorial 
mud gave it a dark and uncanny aspect. 
The little band of archeological enthus!i- 
asts who were watching the work—be- 
spectacled graybeards who know more about 
the reign of Tiberius than most people 
know about the Monroe doctrine—took it 
in hand and embraced it lovingly, quite re- 
gardless of the ruin that accrued to their 
clothes from its garment of filth They 
scraped it, they rubbed it, they sprayed it, 
they cleaned it, they polished it, and at 
length, when they were all on the verge of 
exhaustion and quite unfit to be seen, they 
fell back to rest in ecstatic contemplation 
of a Numidian lion in purest bronze, evi- 
dently the work ot a consummate artificer 
of Rome’s golden era. 

A priceless work of genius! The savants 
rubbed their eyes and smiled ecstatically. 
For’ a moment or two they well nigh fell on 
each other’s necks; then, professional emu- 
lation reasserting itself, they produced 
their microscopes and hovered round the 
bronze lion, scrutinizing the minutest crey- 
ices in the metal, taking notes, muttering 
learned conjectures, and constructing in- 
volved hypotheses in the endeavor to dis- 
cover.who might have been the sculptor of 
Tiberius’ lion. They were mightily solemn 
over it and they ended by each formulating a 
theory of his own and trying to convince his 
colleagues of its accuracy, with much flash- 
ine oe spectacles and wagging of grizzled 

eaqdas, 

The dispute was interrupted by a shout 
from the contadine who were working on the 
float, signifying that the divers down be 
neath had signaled another find. The 
grave professors gathered round with the 
eagerness of children as the creaking of the 
winch told them that the object, whatever 
its nature, was heavy. As it emerged from 
the water and was hoisted to the staging 
and thence to the bank it was seen to be 
the effigy of a wolf—evidently a companion 
piece to the lion. It underwent the same 
process as had its predecessor and was made 
the subject of an even closer scrutiny and 
more excited controversy. 

Two things were agreed upon—first, that 
the wolf and the lion were superb examples 
of antique art; second, that Apollodox, the 
renowned architect of Damascus, was the 
genius who designed and executed the float- 
ing palace for his imperial patron. 

Among the most interested spectators of 
the strange scene was Prince Orsini, who 
numbers the lake and the surrounding 
groves among the feudal possessions of his 
family. There is much of the old Roman 
patrician about Prince Orsini. Clothe him 
in a toga against that background of syi- 
van beauty and he might stand for a cour- 
tier of the savage Tiberius himself, come 
to participate in his extravagant pleasures. 
He was impressive enough tn his shooting 
suit of Scotch tweed, directing the opera- 
tions of the workmen. He had spent part 
of his own Tortune in trying to recover the 
leviathan that lies beneath the glassy sur- 
face of Lake Nemi, and the government 
recognizes him as one who has every title 
to supervise the work, as far as lies in his 
inclination. 

The Prince has astonished-the assembled 
Ssavants by his profound knowledge of an- 
tiquities, and they already evince a tendency 
to defer to his judgment. By his orders 
the bronze lion and wolf have both been re- 
moved to the Orsini Museum, which con- 
tains a priceless collection of art objects and 
antiques.

life his face became so disfigured with an 
eruption arising from his debauched habits. 
that he became an object of disgust and ter. 


ror to every woman whom he approached, 


and they were many. 

‘He had not been wearing the imperial pur- 
ple long when he spent one night and two 
days feasting and drinking with Pompontus 
Flaccus and Lucius Piso. In recognition of 
their conviviality he took an early oppor.

His revels on the float ine ke 
here on Lake Nemi probably occur 
er the period at which human blood became 
in essential concomitant of his pl 
Perhaps we shall know more courtly 
when all the contents of the antique 
are brought to light. Perhaps there will 
grim evidences of the savage lust and 
unbridaled debauchery for which Tiberma 
was no less famous than for his imperial ¢x- 
travagance. ' 

It was when he retired from Rome and 
took up his residence on the Island of Capri, 
near Naples, that the Emperor [airly suf- 
rendered himself to his vices. Many of 


his acts, which afforded gossip to the g@r — 


rulous Romans of that day, could not be 
even hinted at in print. Surrounded bya 
little court of sycophants, debauchees, 4% 
trologers, assassins, and vile degenerate, 
he apparently thought of nothing but bload- 
shed and the g@ratification of his flercea 
tites. No torture was too terrible for 
io inflict upon his victims of whatever 
or sex. To have naked and bound you 
and maddens thrown over a precipice be- 
fore his eyes, and then, if they still 
beaten to death at the bottom, was one 0 
his favorite diversions. Kk

ical murders, and the relatives whom he 
starved or otherwise tortured to death, Did 
he torture anybody on his Lake Nemi float 
ing palace?

The Chief Boatswain's Mate has charge, 
under the executive officer, of equipment, 
stores, and government and batallion prop- 
erty.

Proportion of Officers to Men. 

Taking the Chicago battalion of naval 
militia as an example, this gives an average 
of one petty officer for nine men, which, to 
the unitiated, may seem a large percentage. 
When, however, the multifarious duties that 
are required of the naval militiamen are 
taken into account, the fact that they must 
not only be sailors but also know as much 
as infantry and artillerymen, the proportion 
is none too great. 

The rank of petty officers is easily ascer- 
tained from tle chevrons. ‘All chief and 
first-class. petty officers have three stripes 
with a lozenge in the angle, over which is the 
distinguishing emblem of the office, as 
crossed anchors for Boatswain's Mates. Sec- 
ond-class petty officers have the same, with 
the exception of the lozenge.

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back 5 or 10 cents is forcing the proprie- 
tors of the eating-houses to return to the 
old check-from-the-waiter plan.. It is slow- 
er for the customer and more expensive for 
the proprietor, but in many cases the loss 
by the present system amounts to between 
$10 and $20 a day. Many have already gone 
back to the old method, with the result that 
the attendance has at once dropped off to an 
appreciable amount—in one case by as manv 
as 200. With those 200 one of two things 
was the cause of their leaving. Either they 
disliked the change because of a preference 
for the more rapid method, or, what is more 
likely, they decided to go where they could 
“‘beat the house.” 

lt is admitted- that there are men who 
work the cafés systematically and continu- 
ally, one after the other, like a tramp and 
his free lunch route. They visit ene pla¢e 
one day and another the next, and, because 
the proprietors hesitate about calling a man 
a thief and usually make no charge against 
him unless by several days’ observation 
they have made sure of their facts, such 
men usually escape. There is no reason 
why they cannot keep the practice up in- 
definitely with a personal gain of 60 or 70 
cents a week the year round. The only pos- 
sible thing to deter them would be the wear 
and tear upon morals, and they would prob- 
ably laugh this obstacle to scorn. 

There is one view of the matter which it 
is more than likely has never presented 
itself to them: Once in a long while some 
man whose morals are represented by that 
absolute zero which physicists have so long 
striven after, by lying low and living a life 
of apparent virtue, gets a chance to break 
a bank, or wreck a philanthropic society, or 
accomplish some similar coup and enrich 
himself at the expense of widows and labor- 
ers and other unsuspecting parties who 
have not yet learned that honesty is to be 
found only in the copybooks. This chance 
they should wait for. They are wasting 
themselves upon trivial matters and risk- 


ing their reputations upon slight ventures 


which may at ‘some future day rise up 
against them and prevent their getting their 
hands on a pile really worth stealing:

CONSULS WHO TOIL NOT: 


Chicagoans Who Represent Minor 
Governments Have an Easy 
Time of It. 


STILL, THEY HAVE TO LOAN MONEY. 


Indigent Travelers Always Make a Bee 
Line for the Nearest Consulate. 


T is well known that with the extension 
of travel and the increase of business 
the greater nations have found it ad- 
visable to establish representatives in 
most of the large cities of the world. 
Now that a man going into a far coun- 

try no longer feels it incumbent upon him to 
take a tearful farewell of his friends and 
make his will before starting, but when the 
favored method is to telephone his family 
not to wait dinner for him, as he finds that 
he will have to run over to Vienna, or Paris, 
or St. Petersburg for a day or two on busi- 
ness, such representatives are a necessity. 
But perhaps it is not so well known that the 
smaller States, especially the smaller South 
American States, such as Ecuador, Uru- 
guay, Colombia, and faraway Peru, whose 
business transactions certainly are not 
great, find it expedient to take the same 
course and establish Consuls not only in the 
great seaports but even in the center of the 
American continent. 

Just what benefit they derive from the 
Consuls in Chicago perhaps it would stick 
the States themselves to explain; certainly 
many of the Consuls are tempted to ask 
“What are we here for?’ The shipping and 
nearly all other international business is at- 
tended to at New York and Washington, 
and the number of official papers which go 
through the hands of the Consuls here is 
very small; but the Consuls are on hand, 
ready and waiting, to give aid and advice— 
principally advice—to any inhabitant of 
those out-of-the-way nooks of the world who 
strays so far from his native haunts as to 
show up in the region of the great lakes. 
They are prepared, too, to answer questions 
regarding the countries they represent, and 
to give pointed information to promoters 
anxious to run electric railroads over the 
Andes or to transport cold water by a pipe 
line from Baffin’s Bay to Bogota. 

Beyond this, the things wherein a Consul 
differs from a cOmmon man are these: He 
is privileged to use a card bearing his name 
in jaxtaposition with the arms of the coun- 
try whose representative he is; he has the 
care of an imposing, and little used, seal; 
his signature is quoted at a stated money 
valuation; and he is the lawful prey of all 
double-faced linguists, who would rather 
beg than work. Also he has very little 
work to do, and he is paid nothing for doing 
it. From a pecuniary point of view this is 
not alluring. On the other hand, it is un- 
questionably an honor to be picked out to 
represent a power—even though that power 
may not be a recognized Hercules among 
nations. The office is somewhat eagerly 
sought after and is often conferred simply 
as an honor, as in the case of Charles H. 
Sergel, the Peruvian Consul, who received 
his appointment after publishing a history 
of Peru—the first complete history of the 
country ever put forth—over which the gov- 
ernment went into, quite a spasm of grati- 
tude. 

Double-Faced Linguists. 

The chief count against the office is found 
in the double-faced linguists. Once a gentle- 
man of not overstrict conscience who would 
rather work his fellow-man than work him- 
self has acquired a knowledge of Spanish 
he has all South America open to him with- 
out going more than a mile from the Chicago 
City Hall. The only condition imposed upon 
him is that he must suffer continual changes 
of nationality. As he steps from the eleva- 
tor before the door of the Peruvian Consul- 
ate he must feel to the bottom of his being 
that he is a Peruvian and must be prepare: 
to put aside with a wave of his hand mount- 
ains of proof that he originally came from 
Mexico. This conviction, however, must not 


. interfere with another just as strong, which 


comes later as he stands before the Consul 
for Uruguay that Uruguay. was the land 
which saw his birth, and he must have ready 
on the tip of his tongue an account of the 
country and its products and a tearful de- 
scription of the view from the window of 
the house in which he was born. 

There is no stronger love on earth than 
that for home and country, and no plea 
more capable of arousing pity than that one 
is homeless and poverty-stricken ina strange 
land. So with a reluctance to give alms, 
but with a manifest fear that he may neglect 
a suffering native of the country that has 
honored him, the Consul draws upon his pri- 
vate exchequer and presents the linguist with 
enough to help him out of his difficulties. 
At which the linquist smile contemptuous- 
ly, regarding the Consul as an “‘easy mark,”’ 
and goes away to deceive some one else. In 
the expressive language of the non-worker, 
it is a ‘“‘soft snap.”’ 

“I was fooled once,’ said Mr. Sergel. ‘‘It 
was just after I received the appointment. 
A man claiming to be a Peruvian came to me

with a ‘hard luck’ story. He knew many 
people with whom I was acquainted—many 
influential Peruvian merchants—and we had 
quite a talk about the country. After I 
had given him help I found he was not a 
Peruvian, but a considerable traveler. Later 
I learned that the only Peruvians who come 
here are wealthy business-men.”’ 
Talks Spanish; Gets 85. 

Erskine M. Phelps, the Consul for Colom- 
bia, gave a succinct account of the work de- 
volving upon him. Apparently he regards 
the office of Consul as a luxury fit only for 
the wealthy, and he evidently looks upon 


| Spanish as the most expensive language. 


“A man comes in here,’’ he said, “and talks 
Spanish to me. He says that he is a Colom- 
bian, and to shorten the interview I believe 
him. I give him $5 and he goesaway. That 
is the only duty which has ever come my 
way.” 

Listening to Spanish at $5 per listen is an 
expensive method of keeping up a knowl- 
edge of foreign tongues. 

Carlos C. Turner, the Consul for Uruguay, 
a slender man with a pleasant smile, was 
more communicative. 

“My official work,” he said, “ is not oner- 
ous. Sometimes, during a rush of business. 
I sign as many as three papers in a month. 
Usually, however, I am not overworked.”’ 

“During the World’s Faic.” he added 
thoughtfully, and with the air of one who re- 
calls pleasant memories—‘during the Fair 
seyeral people came to see me who did not 
want ~ ogra & Usually my visitors approach 
me with a demand for aid in reaching home.

which obtrude themselves, but numerous 
applications for information about the coun- 
try, which seems to be regarded as a very 
fair field for schemes of one sort and anoth- 
er. The Congressional Directory gives the 
name of Paul Morton as the Consul, but 
the office is held by P. S. Hudson, first ap- 
pointed in 1888. On receiving his appoint- 
ment Mr. Morton went to Mr. Hudson for 
the seal and other attendant paraphernalia, 
but when he discovered that the sole gain 
from the position was a warm glow of de- 
light, and the only visitors eager seekers 
after knowledge or coin, he withdrew his re- 
quest, and Mr. Hudson, who had become 
inured to the situation, was reappointed. 

Probably the man upon whom the cares 
of office set most lightly is Luis Millet. When 
asked if he held the appointment of Consul 
for Ecuador Mr. Millet looked reflectively at 
the ceiling and answered: 

“I do not know.”’ 

This was rather staggering, but he relieved 
the situation by adding: 

“I suppose that I am as much Consul for 
Ecuador as any man in town.”’ 

There was something to build on here at 
sonst and he was asked the reason for his 

elief. . 

“IT was Consul,” he said at the time of the 
Fair. My one official act was to greet the 
Commissioners.’’—All the Consuls look back 
to the Fair as a time of unprecedented activ- 
ity.—‘‘Since then there have been numerous 
revolutions in Ecuador, and a revolutionary 
government is now on top, so I hesitate be- 
fore saying that I am still in office. 

‘‘Probabiy,” he added after a pause, “‘prob- 
ably I have an official signature. I do not 
know. I have never had occasion to use it.’’ 

There seemed to be no reason for asking 
Mr. Millet wnether he found Consulship an 
arduous occupation. There is one thing 
which@ir. Millet does not seem to appreciate. 
He enjoys the happy distinction of being the 
only Consul in the city who is free from the 
importunities of unfortunates on a campaign 
against his pocketbook. This is no small 
thing. 

Busy at the Mexican Consulate. 

At the Mexican Consulate things are dif- 
ferent. There is much shipping from Chi- 
cago to Mexico, and considerable travel 
apart from decamping cashiers, and though 
the greater part of the work attendant upon 
these things comes at the frontier, there 
are many papers and a fair amount of busi- 
ness to be attended to by the Consul here.

MOST MARRY BY ROLE. 


Code Which Regulates the Affec- 
tions of All Salvation Army 
Officers. 


FLIRTING IS STRICTLY PROHIBITED. 


Courted, Engaged, and Married to Time as 
True as the Beat of the Drum. 


HE girl who wishes to become an officer 
in the Salvation Army must, first of 
all, make up her mind to keep her 
heart well governed. She must prom- 

ise to remain single for over three years. 
She is generally in her teens, often pretty, 
and just like other girls, only more en- 
thusiastic and determined to make the world 
better. Her training lasts at least six 
months, and during this time the worst 
offense she can cornmit and the one that will 
soonest cause her expulsion in disgrace is 
to fallin love. Should Prince Charming ap- 
pear during the fatal period, it makes no 
difference, he must not be encouraged nor 
even looked at. In fact, he must coldly be 
told to a acy his business. The object 
of his affections is as far beyond his reach 
as did she wear the veil of a priestess of 
Vesta. So all the sweet-faced cadets who 
Stand upon the street corners preaching or 
selling their ‘‘War Cries,” or go soliciting for 
charity through the down-town buildings, 
no matter how prettily they smile or how 
coyly they blush, carry stony little hearts 
under their blue flannel guernseys. 

Even when she becomes an officer and has 
her commission her heart is still subject to 
certain regulations, and they are many in 
number and strict in character. She cannot 
be “courted” until she is one year in held 
service, and then it is another year before 
she can become “engaged,” and she must 
be engaged one year before. she can be mar- 
ried. Then her heart must attach itself 
to another oflicer, or one who is willing to 
go immediately into training to become one. 

The statements of the army show that 
nearly all who leave its ranks do so through 
love affairs, and this does not seem strange 
when the rékulations are read. “The Field 
Book of Officers’’ lays down the law g£Ov- 
erning love and marriage as confidently as 
it hearts were machines that worked with 
screws, cranks, and levers. With the army 
it is not “ask papa’ or “ask mamma.” It 
is “ask division officer,” and the division 
officer is, in most cases, some one who lives 
in another city and can know very little of 
the State of the lovers’ feeling. But the 
neld book says assuringly: 

“Many officers are young and inexperi- 
enced, and they require some older: person 
to give them council in such matters.”’ 


Laws on “Courting.” 


W hen a girl applies to be allowed to enter 
training she is asked many questions to 
gauge her fitness, but most of all she is 
questioned regarding her affections and any 
entanglement into which they may have 
led her. On the subject of “courting’”’ the 
laws are: 

“Candidates must pledge themselves to 
abstain from anything of the kind (court- 
ing) when in training, and for at least twelve 
months after commission as field officer. 
& a Courting means more or less a 
division of feeling and must in some meas- 
ure interfere with the discharge of duty and 
is, therefore, to be deprecated.”’ 

They must not fall in love with one in the 
Same place, for the laws are: “Officers 
must not be allowed to carry on any court- 
ship in the town in which they are appointed. 
Their influence is destroyed when it is known 
that they are engaged to soldiers.’’ The 
laws add that officers so situated should ask 
for removal when “surrounding influences 
are found to be too strong.” 

In everything lovers are told that help- 
mates must be chosen “for the war,” and 
“consent will never be given to any engage- 
ment on marriage which would take the 
officer out of the army.” 

In explaining the object of the last law the 
Field Book states that the army cannot 
afford to educate and train officers to have 
them leave. In leaving they are impressed 
that they violate their most solemn pledges. 
Moreover: ‘Officers are to inform division 
officer of any comra je violating these rules,” 
and the “‘rules’’ refer to “courting.”’ 

Take Time to Consider. 

This is the cool way an officer acts before 
she consents to become her lover’s wife: 
“‘After prayer and consideration the officer 
is to make careful inquiry of those likely 
to know something of the private character 
and real disposition of the other party.’’ 
Here it treats of the difference between pub- 
lic and private character, and continues. 
“Betore making any overtures, or giving 
any pledge, or allowing the feelings to be en- 
tangled to any extent, the officer must first 
find out what the real disposition of the 
party is. No matter what outward charm, 
or capacity, or popularity the person may 
possess, if the private spiritual life and 
history do not show the individual to be 
true, sincere, and good, the officer-must de- 
cline to be led into any engagement.” 

When officers do receive or give attention 
to one of the opposite sex they must “‘mean 
business,’’ for the law says, under the title 
of ‘‘No Flirting’: ‘‘No intimacies are al- 
lowed but those meaning straightforward 
engagement.” More than this, any break- 
ing of an engagement must at once be re- 
ported to the division officer, and “any offi- 
cer.found guilty of shameless and heart- 
breaking jilting will be reduced to the 
ranks.”’ 

The rules follow the officer even into the 
marriage which may take place after all 
these regulations have been complied with. 
The marriage avowal is: ‘We do solemnly 
declare that we have not sought this mar- 
riage for the sake of our own happiness and 
interests only, although we hope these will 
be furthered thereby, but because that we 
believe that the union will enable us better 
to please and serve God, and more earnestly 
and successfully fight and work in the Sal- 
vation Army. . We promise this mar- 
riage shall not lessen devotion to God, affec- 
tion to our comrades, or faithfulness to the 
army. : 

Finally, the bride and bridegroom promise 
never to prevent the other from doing, suffer- 
ing, or giving anything that is in his or her 
power to do, suffer, or give, inorder to assist 
the army. They: promise to use all influence 
with each other to promote constant and 
entire self-sacrifice in fighting in the ranks

. Curious Postoffice Letters. 


Into the Division of Inquiry go the novelty 
and romance of the postal service. Into its 
hands pass all matter not meeting with the 
postal laws and regulations. It can be 
called “the morgue,” for it stores the “deal 
matter’’ and holds it for its claimants. It 
has to rightly dispose of everything which 
the other divisions turn over as beyond their 
comprehension. 

The Division of Inquiry was first estab- 
lished in the Chicago Postoffice in 1875, upor 
recommendation of the Visiting commitiee. 
Up to this time it was the practice to send 
all matter not complying with the postal 
regulations, packages from which the tags 
had become detached, and such matter to 
the Dead Letter Office in Washington, from 
where they could only be obtained through 
written request from claimants. The work 
Was thereby much simplified for all parties 
concerned. But many changes were made 
in the division after its establishment, a:td 
it passed, as it were, from post to pillar. At 
one time it had a Superintendent of its own. 
Again it was under the Assistant Postmas- 
ter or the Superintendent of the Mails. 
When the present Postmaster came into of- 
fice, M. J. McGrath, a man of thirty years’ 
experience in the postal service, was ap- 
pointed Superintendent, a Bureau of Infor- 
mation was added, and the force increased 
to seventeen. 

All people must, in the course of their lives, 
suffer more or less through the antics and 
foibles of fools and maniacs; but the em- 
ployés of the Division of Inquiry seem to 
have more than man’s allotted share. They 
see in all their magnitude the idiocy of the 
practical joker, the foolishness of women, 
and the stupidity of men. Women, other- 
wise sane. and rational, will send through 
the mails some new style of patent cake- 
knife wrapped sparingly in light paper, or 
inclase "The Bloom of Youth” with nothing 
to protect its fragile glass bottle. Through 
the same means of transportation men in 
their stupidity will send razors and loaded 
revolvers carelessiy wrappedin paper. This 
carelessness and ignorance seem in many 
cases criminal. Deadly explosives are _in- 
closed with as little care as were the sender 
shipping some flower seed. Not long past 
-a postal clerk was maimed for life by the 
carelessness of a woman who was sending

her mother a cake knife for a birthday gift. 
The knife was a small, sharp-pointed affair 
and was wrapped in light paper. It was 
handle downward in the pouch when the 
clerk ran his hand into it. The point cut 
through the wrapping and imbedded itself 
in the tendons of his hand. Bottles contain- 
ing rouges and face washes are broken and 
pour ‘their contents upon the led matter 

out them. Less harmful, but more dis- 
p vate are the antics of the men who want 
to be funny and inclose young ladies, in 
neatly wrapped and directed packages, 
things they think will make them scream 
and have “good frights.’’ The division has

seized many disgusting specimens, such as 
dead mice, obnoxious insects, human ears 
and thumbs. T'he odor of these articles fre- 
quently leads to their discovery. During the 
late horned toad fad great numbers of the 
ugly-looking little creatures were put into 
the mails. 

Live squirrels, young prairie dogs, and 
tiny kittens are occasionally found. The 
sender gives it away by perforating the 
package with breathing holes. Such things 
are held and the senders notified of their 
seizure, and advised to have the proper par- 
ties see to their transportation. As a rule 
the sender advises some express company 
to call for his animal and see that it travels 
as required by law. In the case of kittens 
or squirrels the ladies of the office seem de- 
lighted, and the poor, surprised little ani- 
anal is fed until he is quite fat by the time 
the express company’s man calls for him. 
It would be impossible to enumerate all the 
things which lie in ‘“‘the morgue” of the 
Postoftice. Some articles are there, not be- 
cause the postal laws and regulations have 
not been complied with, but because their 
addresses or tags came off. These are all 
numbered and their contents recorded. All 
loose addresses and tags found in the mails 
are recorded, and the division writes to the 
one addressed in this style: 

“The inclosed tag was found in the mails 
in its present condition. If you are advised 
as to the contents of the package which

should accompany it please notify this 
office at once, and it may lead to its recov- 
ery.”’ 

In this way, with few exceptions, all such 
matter finds its ownerintheend. But there 
are a few packages there that no one will 
ever receive. They came from the wrecked 
Elbe. All that can be recognized of the ad- 
dress is the word Chicago. They were found 
in one of the mail pouches that were washed 
ashore some weeks after the sinking of the 
great ship. They are now lying in “the 
morgue,” and look worthy of the experience 
which they have had. They are partly 
torn, and heavy with the salt of their long 
sea bath. 

Cc. C. Hatcher, the reader of the “blind ad- 
dresses,’ has the hardest task ever imposed 
on a mortal since the days of the capricious 
Princesses of fairy tales. The specimens 
pictured were obtained from the division, 
and were rightly deciphered through Mr. 
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Hatcher’s peculiar skill. Some of the let- 
ters came from people totally unfamiliar 
with the English language, and they copied 
the addresses given them much the same as 
they would have set about drawing a pict- 
ure. When a confused mass of scratchings 
is suspected by Mr. Hatcher to be of this 
nature he leaves the letter upon his desk 
and glances at it from time to time as he 
proceeds with his other duties,and in an easy 
manner tries to see what it looks like. Among 
the letters of the people who do not know

Aside from illegible writers there are 
many styles of nuisances among the En- 
glish-speaking people. A common one is

gether. For example, 6322 N. D. Place is 
found upon close study to be 63 Twenty-sec- 
ond place. Another address will consist en- 
tirely of capitals without the slightest re- ~ 
gard to spacing or separating with hyphens. 
With letters from Europe Cottage Grove 
avenue appears in many varied forms of 
diskuise. A gentleman from Greece writes 
eirchecroo eivenee. Another is pleased 
with Catogel Croves. As for the spelling 
of Chicago, any way suffices, but Cccago 
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seems very popular. People make very 
absent-minded mistakes. Ontario avenue 
will be written Torento avenue and Forest 
avenue will be First avenue. The abbre- 
viations of boulevard and building are 
often confounded. 

People come to the Bureau of Informa- 
tion with all manner of strange questions 
and requests, and many seem as confound- 
ing as the letters. Now and then comesa 
timid young man who seems to think that 
it is there that he should obtain his mar- 
riage license. There come women looking 
for missing husbands and men wanting to 
know the whereabouts of their runaway 
wives. Some cannot be made to understand 
why this information cannot be furnished 
them. They insist that the truants must 
receive their mail through the office and 
that their addresses must be known to those 
in charge. It is not unusual for men and 
women to seek the Bureau and announce 
that they wish to make use of their home- 
stead rights, or they want to take a timber 
claim or a preémption filing. More wish to 
purchase outright title to government and 
Indian lands. Soldiers’ widows go there to 
see if they can obtain pensions, and think 
it the fault of the administration if they are 
not satisfied. 

People that are seemingly sane have some 
mania that shows itself in sending letters, 
Sometimes they write to imaginary in- 
dividuals or people of celebrity. <A few 
write to dead ones with unintelligible in- 
scriptions upon the envelopes. For the

last fifteen years a Chicago artist has posted 
two letters daily to the high dignitaries and 
royalty of Germany, failing to use stamps. 
The German postal authorities have noti- 
fied the Chicago Postoffice to withhold such 
letters through complaint from the ones 
written to. The mail of this man can be 
readily detected; he uses a peculiar script, 
apparently making the impressions with a 
burnt match stub. .

characters appear on the outside. The 
maker of these heathenish devices is a 
Finnish girl employed in a South State street 
hotel. She works far into the night with 
these long letters and spends every leisure 
moment upon the construction of the 
fetiches. To questions she shows anger, 
but will give no answer. About twice @ 
week she deposits a package carefully 
wrapped at the Postoffice, but no one is able 
to find out her object nor anything about 
her. She has never made her name known, 
but has been christened ‘‘Coxey’ because 


she made her appearance in Chicago about 


the same time as did the army of the unem- 
ployed.

Van Buren County,, Mich., has paid out

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AN is as much a creature of circum- 
stance in what he chooses to call his 
religious convictions—the sect to

The victory of Charles Martel over the 
Saracens closed the Western world to Mo- 
hammedanism. “But for it,” says Gibbon, 
“perhaps their interpretation of the Koran 
would now be taught in the schools of Ox- 
ford, snd her pupils might demonstrate toa 
circumcised people, the sanctity and truth of 
the revelation of Mohammed.”” Moved by 
this victory Pope Zacharias twisted ‘‘the 
powers that be are ordained of God” into “It 
is right that the kingly title should rest 
where the kingly power now is,” and found 
ed a new dynasty by crowning the son of 
Charles King of the Franks. This papal 
decree, reduced to the fewest words, be- 
comes “might makes right.” On Christmas 
day, one thousand and fifteen years ago, 
Pope Leo III., being firmly established in 
the Pontifical chair by the sword of Charle- 
magne, “assumed as God’s vicar the right to 
bestow upon his powerful friend the im- 
perial crown, which carried with it the 
lordship of the world.” In these two acts 
of the Roman See was laid the foundation 
of that union of Church and State which was 
fruitful of so much wrong during the middle 
ages and down to the beginning of the pres- 
ent century. 

A comparatively small number of any 
Christian communion know the history vf 
their own church. A small addition to this 
number would cover those who have more 
than half knowledge of the tenets in which 
they profess ardently to believe. No church 
as a body ever made public confession of 
its own sins, or threw away the fagot, or

Richelieu, his 
Machiavellian Minister, broke the power 
of the German Empire by extending aid to 
the Protestants in Germany, while he per- 
secuted them at home. The edict of Nanics 
marked the close of a succession of religious 
wars which impoverished France and del- 
uged the land with the blood of its best citi- 
zens. 

Louis XIV. signed the repeal of this edict, 
and drove from France over 400,000 of her 
most skillful artisans, while he compelled 
the Parliaments to legitimatize the offspring 
of his adulterous amours. In France crown 
and tiara had united to oppress the people, 
to wring from them their hard-earned pence, 
which were squandered in debauchery or 
heaped up in the strong-box of King or Car- 
dinal. . Cardinal Mazarin retired with a fort- 
une of $40,000,000, leaving the country im- 
poverished. One need seek no further for 
the causes of the French revolution and the 
infidelity and atheism which were its fore- 
runners and accompanists. Had France not 

roduced a Cardinal Dubois she could not 

ve given birth to Voltaire. In like man- 
mer, what wonder that the philosophic Ger- 
man mind should turn from a revealed re- 
ligion which manifested itself in a ‘thirty 
rs’ war’’ to seek something more -ra- 
tional in its own inner consciousness. 
Church of England seceded from Rome 
in the first instance not through any differ- 
ence in doctrine, but because Pope Clement 
VII, being in greater fear of Charles V. of 
Spain, refused to grant Henry VIII. a di- 
vorce from Catherine of Aragon. This same 
Pope had conferred upon Henry the title of 
Videi Defensor—Defender of the Faith—for 
his “Defense of the Seven Sacraments,” a 
reply to Luther. On account of Clement's 
refusal Henry declared himself ‘‘the only 
Supreme head of the Church of En- 
gland"—a step he would have taken 
sooner orlaterinany event. Cranmer found 
a way to annul the marriage with Catherine 
without the Pope's aid, and to legalize Hen- 
ry’s marriage with Anne Beleyn, which had 
taken place some four months earlier. Hen- 
ry, in return, made Cranmer Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and he became the father of the 
Ghereh of England, and Gray was able to 
e the satirical couplet: 
When love can teach a monarch to be wise 
And gospel light first dawned through Boleyn's 


eyes.

tersely expressed the value of the union 
founded by Pope Zacharias in ‘‘No Bishop, 
no King.’’ Under Charles IL. it was boiled 
down to an exquisite essence in its arch- 
representatives,’ the Earl of Strafford and 
Archbishop Laud, “‘them that go thorough 
in their Master's service,”’ and “all able, all 
hearty, and all running one way, and none 
caring for any end so the King be served.”’ 
Muzzle the press, crush the people, distort 
the gospel if needs be! Charles lost his head, 
and Cromwell began his career of religious 
madness, religious debauchery, by calling 
attention in the House of Commons to the 
fact that Dr. Albatross had preached rank 
popery at Paulic Cross, while Mainwaring, 
so justly censured by this House for his ser- 
mons, was by the same’ Bishop’s means pre- 
ferred to a rich living.’’ His campaign in 
Ireland he called “‘the great work against 
the barbarous and bloodthirsty Irish and 
all their adherents and confederates for the 
propagating of the gospel of Christ, the es- 
tablishing of truth and peace, and restoring 
the bleeding nation to its former happiness 
and tranquillity.”’ 

In writing to one of his English friends 
Franklin once said: “I think all the her- 
etics I have known have been virtuous men. 
They have the virtue of fortitude or they 
would not venture to own their heresy; and 


they cannot afford to be deficient in any of 


the other virtues, as that would give ad- 
vantage to their many enemles.’”’ 

Luther the Reformer crowned with the 
tiara might have been Luther the Despot. 
In reply to Henry VII.’s “Defense of the 
Seven Sacraments’ h@wrote: “Icry gospel, 
gospel! Christ, Christ! and they cease not to 
answer, usages, usages; ordinances, or- 
dinances;: fathers, fathers!’ Clad with the 
power he would have fulminated an excom- 
‘munication against Zunigli, who differed 
with him as to the character of the elements 
of the Lord’s Supper. “Submit yoursetves; 
believe as we do, or you cannot be acknowl- 
edged as Christians,’’ was his cry at the 
Marburg conference. 

The whole world revolts at the atrocities 
of the Spanish Inquisition, while too many 
forget that Servetus escaped from its tor- 
tures to fall a prey to Calvin and the Senate 
of Geneva, the gentle Melancthon and other 
leading reformers concurring, to use a cur- 
rent judicial phrase. Given like powers, 
would Calvin and his coadjutors have exer- 
cised it less rigorously and savagely than 
Alva and his “Bloody Council’? The New 
England Inquisition differed only in the 
sweep of its arm from its Spanish progen- 
itor. Under it ears were cut off, noses slit, 
faces branded, tongues bored, witches 
burned, and Quaker women ‘‘whipped with 
a threefold knotted whip,” and that after 
three days’ imprisonment without food. 
“When Franklin was born [only] fourteen 
years had elapsed since the great execution 
of witches at Salem. 
hold office who was not a member of the Es- 
tablished Church; it was a criminal offense 
for people to ride or children to play on Sun- 
day; and to worship according to the rites 
of the Catholic Church was a capital of- 
fense. For any one openly io call in question 
any of the leading doctrines of the prevail- 
ing sect required such a degree of courage 
that we know not whether tocallit rashness 
or heroism.”’ 

Franklin’s father was 5 years old when 
Charles Il., the mean and profligate cor- 
his realm, promoter of false 
and persecutor of honest 
came to the throne. He grew up to be a 
witness of the violent redgtion which fol- 
lowed upon the religious eg@Sses of the 
revolution, when ‘“‘the best mode of religion 
was now become to have as little as pos- 
sible, and in deriding the hypocrisy of the 
sectaries, to transgress even the common 
duties of morality.’’ Under a new aét of 
uniformity over 2,000 Presbyterian pastors 
were expelled from their livings. Josiah 
Franklin and his brother Benjamin 
“espoused the cause of the expelled pastors, 


abandoned the Church of England, and at- | 


tended the Conventicles. The Conventicles 
were forbidden by law, were often dis- 
turbed, and to attend them placed a trades- 
man under the ban of a class whose good- 
will was most advantageous to him.’ For 


to Boston. And Franklin says 
in his autobiography: ‘‘This obscure family 
of ours was early in the Reformation and 
continued Protestants through the reign of 
Queen Mary, when they were sometimes in 


| danger of trouble on account of their zeal

This half glance, as the French would say, 
at the dark side of church history down to 
Franklin's time, coupled with the recollec- 
tion of the everlasting controversy on such 
an empty question as whether the Lord's 
prayer should open with “Our Father” or 
“Father our,” is necessary to understand 
Franklin’s attitude toward the church, 
Catholic and Protestant. What wonder 
that thoughtful men, rational men, cried 
out, “A plague o’ both your houses”: that 
they turned from a revealed religion which 
manifested itself in acts which would have 
been looked upon with horror if perpetrated 
by savages in the wilds of Africa, and 
sought to construct a religion of their own 
founded on reason. But in the orthodox

was read by a generation now passing 
away. Collins was‘a man of the most ex- 
emplary character, practicing every Chris- 
tian virtue, without believing in the gospel. 
This was his power. We are told by Parton 
that even a professor of divinity in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburg was a great 
admirer of Shaftesbury and adopted 
much of his writings into his lectures: and 
to recommend him more to his students 
was at great pains in private to prove that 
the noble moralist was no enemy to the 
Christian religion, but that all appearances 
of the kind flowed from an excess 
of generous indignation against the fanai- 
ics of Charles I.’s reign.’’ All such appear- 
ance in Franklin flowed from generous in- 
dignation against the narrowness, hypocri- 
sy, and bigotry of the Lord Brethren of Ros- 
ton. It was from works intended to refute 
these writers—the English deists—that 
Franklin, as he tells us in his autobiogra- 
phy, began to doubt the truth of revelation. 
“It happened,”’ he says, “that they wrought 
an effect on me quite contrary to what was 
intended by them, for the arguments of the 
deists which were quoted to be refuted ap- 
peared to me to be much stronger than the 
refutations. In short, I becamea thorough 
deist’’—that is, “a Christian who had be- 
come incapable of believing in a miracle.” 
It must be remembered that Franklin was 
of naturally disputatious turn of mind; that 
he dearly loved an argument and reveled in 
metaphysical reasoning. How carefully he 
must have read these works, how irresisti- 
ble was the conclusion at which he arrived 
iy those of similar turn of mind can re- 

ze. 

When the works of the deistical writers fell 
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came a deist at 16. At 19. moved mainly by |

A hundred cop- 
les were printed, of which he gave a few iv 
friends. Some fifty years later he wrote: 
“Afterwards conceiving it might have an ill 
tendency I-/burnt the rest.” At 24 he wrote 
a pamphlet, which waa never printed, tak- 
ing the opposite side ofthe question. This 
is a common experience with undergradu- 
ates and new fledged philosophers. In the 
letter above quoted Franklin also wrote: 
“The great uncertainty of metaphysical rea- 
soning disgusted me and I quitted that kind 
of reasoning and study for other more sat- 
isfactory.” Franklin’s great endowment 
was common-sense, and to common-sense 
the metaphysical reasoning of the last cent- 
ury could not be other than disgusting 
Moreover, there was a strong moral fiber 
in Franklin, coupled with his clearness of 
vision: which enabled him to steer clear 
of the Scylla of deism, fatalism, atheism 
or what you will, as well as the Charybdis 
of dogmatic theology which swallowed up 
his great contemporary, Jonathan Edwards 

At about the age of 22 he “grew convinced 
that truth, sincerity, and integrity in deal- 
ings between man ahd man were of utmost 
importance to the felicity of life, and’ he 
continues, “I formed written resolutions 
aS: - to practice them ever while I lived

The articles began with a statement of 
his ‘first principles,’”’ the synopsis of which 
as given by Parton is worthy of reproduc- 
tion as showing Franklin’s fantastic idea 
of subordinate gods, under a supreme. being 
who is above caring for the worship of mor- 
tals: ‘‘There is one supreme, most perfect 
being, author and father of the gods them- 
selves.. He is infinite and incomprehensible; 
he does not expect nor desire the worship 
of man, he isaboveit. Butas there is some- 
thing in man which inelines him to devotion 
it is reasonable to conclude that it is his 
duty to pay divine regards to something. 
I conceive, then, that the infinite has created 
many beings or gods vastly superior to man, 
who can better conceive his perfections than 
we and return him-a more rational and 
gicrious praise; as, among men, the praise 
of the ignorant or of children is not regard- 
ed by the ingenious painter or architect, 
who is rather honored and pleased with the 
approbation of wise men and artists. It 
may be these created gods are immortal; 
or it may be that after many ages they are 
changed and others supply their places. 
Howbeit, I conceive that each of these is 
wise and good and very powerful, and that 
each has made for himself one glorious 
sun, attended by a beautiful and admirable 
System of planets. It is that particular wise 
and good god who is the author and owner 
of our system that I propose for the object 
of my praise and adoration.”’

“in my addresses to thee carefully avoid 
odious hypocrisy.’’ The remaining petitions 
cover man’s duty in every relation in life. 
As he grew older he abandoned the fantastic 
part of his creed—the subordinate gods— 
and settled down to the following: : 

That there is one God who made all 
things; that he governs the world by his 
providence; that he ought to be worshiped 
by adoration, prayer, and thanksgiving: but 


that the most acceptable service to God is 
| deing good to man; that the soul is immor- 


ta 


And that God will certainly reward virtue 


| and punish vice either here or hereafter. 


Franklin acquired a genuine liking for the 
Episcopal service during his long residence 
in England as Colonial Agent, though he 
thought it was much too long. In 17728 he 
yoined with his friend Lord De Spencer ‘in 
an attempt toabbreviateit. Franklin wrote 
the preface, in which he professed himself to 
be a “Protestant of the Church of England” 


| and one who held “‘in the highest veneration 


the doctrine of Jesus Christ.”" The friends 


| would have reduced the catechism to two 


questions, ““What is your duty to God?” and 
“What is your duty to your neighbor?’ 
This attempt, with the reasons for it given 
in Franklin's preface, should command at- 
tention and respect today. Educated as a 
Presbyterian, he tells us that he was “‘una- 
ble to accept the dogmas of that persuasion, 
such as the eternal decrees of God, election 
end reprobation,”’ but “I never was without 
I never doubted, 
for instance, the existence of the Deity: 
that he, made the world and governed it by 
his providence; that the most acceptable 
service to God was doing good to man: that 
qur souls are immortal; and:that all crime 
will be punished and virtue rewarded, either 
here or hereafter. These I esteemed the 
essentials of every religion; and, being to 


country, I respected them all, though with 
different degrees of respect, as I found them 
more or less mixed with other articles which, 
without any tendency to inspire, promote, 
or confirm. morality, served principally to 
divide us and make us unfriendly to one 
another. This respect to all, with an opin- 
ion that! the worst had some good effects, 
induced me to avoid all discourse that might 
tend to lessen the good opinion another 
might have of his own religion; and as our 
province increased in people, and new places 
of worship were continually wanted and 
generally erected by voluntary contribu- 
tions, my mite for such purpose, whatever 
might be the sect, was never refused.”’ 
Franklin never had any quarrel with relig- 
ion, but only with dogma an@ its fellow, 
superstition. These were the gods which 
he disarmed, as the French inscription on 
the accompanying print graphically ex- 
presses it, along with the tyrants whom 
Archbishops and Cardinals aided in oppress- 
ing the people. ““‘Whoever may have fal- 
tered in the King’s American policy the 
bench of Bishops never did, and the lower 
clergy generally followed the example of 
their leaders. Even John Wesley, who had 
no Episcopal ambition, publicly exhorted 
the colonists in 1775 to submit to the lawless 
and arrogant exactions of the government : 
“all caring for nothing so the King be 
served.” 

There was no sect that would not have 
welcomed Franklin to its ranks had he been 
willing to go through the form of accepting 
their interpretation of the Scriptures—their 
dogmas. There was nothing in his char- 
acter after his “regeneration” to which any 
could have taken the slightest exception. 
“The Catholics,” wrote Jokn Adams, 
“thought him almosta Catholic. The Church 
of England claimed him as one of them. 
The Presbyterians thought him half a 
Presbyterian, and the Quakers believed him 
a wet Quaker.” Franklin had the religion 
of all without the dogma of any. 

Franklin was never a Sabbatarian, early 
absenting himself, as he tells us, from the 
public assemblies, “Sunday being my study- 
ing day.” From the sermons of the time 
he could extract no good. He believed in the 


| utility of public worship, and went to church 


occasionally, with what result he tell us: 

“Tl regularly paid my annual subscription 
for the support of the only Presbyterian 
minister or meeting we had in Philadelphia. 
I occasionally attended his administrations, 
once for five Sundays in succession, but his 
discourses were either polemic arguments 
or explications of the peculiar doctrines 
of our sect, and were all to me very dry, 
uninteresting, and unedifying, since not a 
single moral principle was inculeated or en- 
forced, their aim seeming to be rather to 
make us Presbyterians than good citizens. 
“At length he took for his text that verse 
of the fourth chapter of Philippians: ‘Finally, 
brethern, whatsoever things are true, honest, 
just, pure, lovely, or of good report, if there 
be any virtue, any praise, think on these 
things.’ And I imagined in a sermon .on 
such a text we could not miss having some 
morality. But he confined himself to five 
points only as meant by the Apostle—viz: 
11.} Keeping holy the Sabbath day. [2.] 
Being diligent in reading the holy Scriptures. 
(3.] Attending duly the public worship. [4.] 
Partaking of the Sacrament. [5.] Pay a 
due respect to God’s ministers. These might 
be all good things,’ but.as they are not the 
kind of good things that I expected from 
that text I despaired of meeting with them 
from any other, was disgusted, and attended 
his preaching no more.” He then returned 
to his own “little liturgy’’ and “went no 
more to public assemblies. My conduct 
might be blameable, but I leave it without 
attempting to further excuseit.” .. . 

It was about this time that Franklin set 

about his “arduous project of arriving at 
moral perfection; .. . to 
committing any fault at any time; to con- 
quer all that either natural inclination, cus- 
tom, or company might lead me into. . . 
I included under thirteen names of virtues 
[recently printed in THE TRIBUNE] all that 
at that time occurred to me as necessary 
and desirable. I made a little book, 
in which I allotted a page for each of the 
virtues,’”’ ruled so that he could keepa strict 
account against himself for any transgres- 
sion. To the special practice of. each virtue 
he gave a week. “Proceeding thus to the 
last, I could go through a course complete 
in thirteen weeks, and four courses in each 
year.”” Each virtue had its motto. He 
placed temperance first—‘‘Eat not to dull- 
ness, drink not to elevation’’—‘“‘as it tendsto 
preserve that coolness and clearness of head 
which is so necessary where constant vig- 
ilance was to be kept up and guard main- 
tained against the unremitting attraction of 
ancient habits and the force of perpetual 
temptations.” 

Then followed “‘Silence—Speak not but what 
may benefit yourself or others; avoid trifling 
conversation.’’ “Order.”’ ‘*Resolution.”’ 
“Frugality—Make no expense but to do 
good to others or yourself—i.e.: waste noth- 
ing.”” ‘‘Industry--Lose no time; be always 
employed in something useful; cut off all un- 
necessary actions.” .. . “And conceiv- 
ing God to be the fountain of wisdom I 
thought it right and necessary to solicit his 
assistance for obtaining it: to this end I 
formed the following little prayer, which was 
prefixed to my tables of examination for 
daily use: 

‘*C) powerful goodness! bountiful Father! 
merciful guide! Increase in me that wisdom 
which discovers my truestintent. Strength- 
en my resolutions to perform what that wis- 
dom dictates. Accept my kind offices to thy 
other children as the only return in my pow- 
er for thy continued favors for me.’ ”’ * 

This scheme he intended to develop later 
on as the foundation for a ‘‘United Party of 
Virtue’”’ by ‘“‘forming the virtuous and good 
men of aljl nations into a regular body, to be 
governed by good and wise rules, which 
good and wise men may probably be more 
unanimous in their obedience to than other 
common people are to common laws.” This 
is the only impractical dream Franklin ever 
indulged in, and it is a witness to his genuine 
xoodness of heart that he should have be- 
lieved it practicable. 

He would have made the creed of the so- 
ciety the same as that to which he had final- 
ly settled down himself, and which he be- 
lieved contained the essentials of every 
known religion, with nothing that could 
shock the professions of any. It would 
have been a sort of mutual aid society, and 
for distinction he would have called it the 
“Society of the Free and Easy’’; “free, as 
being by general practice and habit of the 
virtues, free from the domination of vice, 
and particularly by the practice of industry 
and frugality, free from debt, which exposes 
man to confinement and a species of 
slavery.’”’ 

To the six articles on which he would have 
founded his “Society of Virtue” or “Society 
of the Free and Hasy,’’ Franklin held fast 
to the end of his life, ‘‘avoiding all conversa- 
tion and-even all consideration of the sub- 
jects summed up in the word Theology.” 
Soon after he was settled in Philadelphia 
reports reached his father and mother of 
their wandering son’s want of belief in the 
doctrines they had endeavored to inculcate. 
The former wrote him on the subject, and 
Benjamin replied: “All that should be ex- 
pected of me is to keep my mind open to con- 
viction, to hear patiently and to examine 
attentively whatever is offered. . . . My

Franklin was never able to organize hig 
United Party of Virtue or his “Society of 
the Free and Easy,’’ but as time went on the 
conviction grew upon him that “not only 
religion but a religion,” as Parton says, was 
a necessity in human nature. Some four 
years before his death he wrote to a friend 
who had sent him the manuscript of a pam. 
phiet contrasting the doctrine of a 
providence and inveighing against religion 
among other things: ‘“‘You yourself 
find it easy to live a virtuous life without the 
assistance afforded by religion; you, having 
a clear perception of the advantages of Vir« 
tue, and the disadvantages of vice, and pos 
sessing a strength of resolution sufficient tg 
enable you to resist common temptations, 
But think how great a portion of mankind 
consists of weak and ignorant men and 


women, and of inexperienced, inconsiderate — 


youth of both sexes, who have need of the 
motives of religion to restrain them from 
vice, to support their virtue, and retain them 
in the practice of it until it becomes habit- 
ual; which is the great point of its security, 
And perhaps you are indebted to her origi- 
nally—that is to your religious education— 
for the habits of virtue upon, which. you nog 
justly value yourself.” 

It was Franklin who proposed that the 
sittings of the convention of 1787 be o 
with prayer, saying among other things: “f 
have lived, sir, a long time” (eighty-one 
years) “‘and the longer I live the more con 
vincing proof I see of this truth, that God 
governs in the affairs of men! And if 
rows cannot fall to the ground without his 
notice, is it probable that an empire can rise 
without it?’’ 

In reply to Dr. Stiles, President of Yale Co 
lege, containing the inquiry: ‘I wish to know 
the opinion of my venerable friend congem- 
ing Jesus Christ,” first repeating hig ereed 
as already given, Franklin says: “As 
Jesus of Nazareth, my opinion of whom you 
particularly desire, I think his system of 
morals and his religion, as he left them tous, 
the best the world ever saw or is likely to 
see; but I apprehend it has received various 
corrupting changes, and I have, with most 
of the present Dissenters in England, some 
doubts as to his divinity; though it is a ques- 
tion I do not dogmatize upon, having never 
studied it; and I think it needless to busy 
myself with it now, when I expect soon an 
opportunity of-knowing the truth with less 
trouble.’’ 

On his deathbed, to a clerical friend who 
witnessed one of his paroxysms and was 
about to retire, he said: ‘‘O, no; don’t go 
away. These pains will soon be over, 


are for my good; and, besides, what are the. 


pains of a moment in comparison with the 
pleasures of eternity?’ He had a pictureof 
Christ on the cross placed so that he could 
conveniently look at it as he lay in bed 
“That,’’ he would say, “is the picture of one 
who came into the world to teach men @ 
love one another.” Sixty-two years before, 


after recovering from a severe attack of 


pleurisy, he penned for himself the following 
epitaph, now well known, and pec 
fitted for insertion here:

try to its depths, have ceased, and all is now 
clear; nothing could be farther from the 
facts. There are delicate questions of detail 
yet to be handled which will require the 
greatest care and statesmanlike caution. 
It seems to me that the solving of such mat- 
ters depends more upon the spirit in which 
they are handled than on technical know!- 
edge and smart ability. If we, as a people, 
demand that, in 
question, there shall be a steady purpose on 
the part of our representatives to deal calm- 
ly and broadly with the matter, that will 
surely bring the-right result. If our Chris- 
tilanity is of such flimsy material that it 
cannot meet such a test as this satisfac- 
torily, then we ought to bow our heads in

dire calamity is out of the question. Here 
is our white-winged commerce flying with 
happy messages of good will from shore to 
shore; that would be swept from the seas. 
The ties that bind us with the mother coun- 
try would be wounded almost beyond heal- 
ing. The great heritage which we have 
from her of a common tongue, glorious mem- 
ories, and wonderful literature would be 
stained with the shame of carnage. There 
are probably no two nations that, once in 
battle with each other, could-work so much 
havoc in the affairs of mankind. 

Allow that Great Britain is sometimes 
overbearing, still, we cannot deny that she 
is more acceptable to us than any other na- 
tion. Her institutions, ancestral sources, 
and general attitude are more in harmony 
with our republic than any other strong 
aoe com nation. We ought to forgive 
much. 


Our responsibility before the world has 
never been so great as at the present time. 
Everything depends upon the calmness and 
self-possession with which we dignifiedly 
go through this trying ordeal. Let us put 
aside all small bitterness and rise to a sense 
of what we are and what is expected of us. 
I believe in the American people. They are 
at heart true patriots. When it comes to 


the cannon’s mouth as a matter of necessity, 


they are there, and the flashing of swords 
does not affright them. But peace is ever 
the motto of our industrious, God-fearing, 
Christian communities. 

No one would be quicker than myself to 
stand firmly against un-Christian aggres- 
sion. Let our sympathies go out fully to 
those who are trying to establish free 

ts. May the salt of 


feeling never lose its savor through any 
timidity or negligence. - But, on the other 
hand, let us act as though we had become 
mature, and were not children. Let us re- 
member the spirit of Washington rather 
than that of Napoleon. It is Washington 
who serves as a guiding light, and it is Lin- 
coln, the patient, considerate, and long- 
suffering soul, who shines beside Washing- 
ton as a guardian spirit of the Nation. Have 
we not come to @ point in our history when it 
is far more heroic and grand to abstain 
from certain things than to rush into mad 
conflict?

Notwithstanding his taste for political 
speaking, Manning was interested in re- 
gious questions. In one of his notes he 
Says that he used to like going to chapel, 
and that psalms and the lesson were always 
a delight to him; that he read and reread 
Butler's sermons and the Analogy, and that 
formed his mind and conscience. But this 
does not alter the fact that his reputation 
at Oxford rests in the main on his achieve- 
ments a8 a ready and agreeable speaker at 
the union. 

After leaving Oxford, as his father’s fort- 
unes seem to have dwindled away, Manning 
took a position in the Colonial office. It was 
while there that he met a Miss Deffell, with 
whom he seems to have fallen in love. But 
her father opposed the match on thé prac- 
tical grounds that the young man’s position 
in the Colonial office and prospects in life 
were not such as to warrant proposals of 
marriage, so he forbade an engagement, 
though permitting the disconsolate lovers 
the consolation of correspondence. Thus the 
future Cardinal’s éarly love affair came to 
an untimely end, for, as his biographer per- 
tinently remarks, ‘‘Love, at least a man’s 
love, does not long thrive on mere letters.” 
The woman, however, was faithful to the 
end, and lived and died for Manning's sake 
in single blessedness. Some time after this, 
when Manning had taken orders and was 
rector at Lavington, he fell in love with 
Caroline, third daughter of a Mrs. John Sar- 
gent, two of whos® daughters were married 
to the Wilberforces—Samuel, the well-known 
Bishop, and Henry, his brother. There was 
he obstacle to this marriage, and so Caroline 
Sargent became Mrs. Henry Manning She, 
fortunately, perhaps, for Manning’s change 
of religious faith, died at the end of four 
years, Of his married life the Cardinal nev- 
er spoke. He seemed to have been rather 
ashamed that a Cardinal should ever have 
had a human weakness. His wife’s death 
was a sorrow to him, because he truly loved 
her, but it gava him the opportunity to go 
more deeply into the study and practice of 
the faith that commands celibacy in its 
priests. 

His Conversion to Rome. 


The first volume of this biography is de- 
voted to the Anglican period in Cardinal! 
Manning's life, while the second discusses 
Manning as a Catholic. 

In the pursuit of his theological studies 
Manning went to Rome, and after having 
qualified as a priest in the Catholic Church 
he returned to London. In a letter to Rob- 
ert Wilberforce, with whom he was on terms 
of close intimacy, he says: “So far as I 
Know, I am come home for good, and my 
purpose is to continue in London the life I 
was living in Rome; that is, to live in com- 
munity with three or four, having a library, 
chapel, and refectory incommon. I find this 
both’ intellectually and spiritually a great 
help, and |] shall set apart a room for you. 
My best wish for you is what has been given 
to myself—to be soon in daily happiness, 
offering the holy sacrifice. .. . Il cannot 
tell you what thankfulness 1 feel to our Di- 
vine Lord and his vicar upon earth for hav- 
rt taken me under the care of the Holy 
See.’’ '

Mr. Gladstone attaéked him publicly 
and he answered back, and yet Manning 
writes in a letter to Gladstone: ‘“‘My act in 
1851 may have overcast your friendship for 
me; it did not overcast my friendship » | 
you, as I think the last years have shown.”’ 
In answer to the letter from which this quo- 
tation is made, Mr. Gladstone wrote to Man- 
ning: “It did, I confess, seem to me an aston- 
ishing error to state in public that a friend- 
ship had not been overcast for rorty-five 
vears until now which your let- 
ter declares has been suspended as 
to all action for twelve. I doubt 
not that you fail to perceive that your in- 
accurate assertion operated to sustain the 
insidious and painful charges made against 
me; that I have suppressed my opinions on 
the Vatican Council until I had no longer 
the Roman Catholic vote to gain or lose.”’ 
In the same letter Gladstone says: “‘Our dif- 
ferences, my dear Archbishop, are indeed 
profound. We refer them, I suppose, in 
humble silence to a higher power. Wehave 
both, also, I firmly believe, cherished as well 
as we could the recollections of the past. 
They probably restrained your pen when 
you wrote lately. They have certain- 
ly and greatly restrained mine. You as- 
sured me once of your prayers at all and 
the most solemn times. I receive that as- 
surance with gratitude, and still cherish it, 
as when they move upwards there is a meet- 
ing point for those whom a chasm separates 
below.’”’ 5 

Mr. Purcell was certainly right when he 
says that Manning and Newman were very 
different men, Newman was a scholar and 
recluse. Manning was a scholar, but not 
a recluse. He was a born organizer of men 
and a man of affairs. He would have made 
just as excellent a Prime Minister as a Car- 
dinal, and as a Pope he would have lefta 
great record. He shone in society, and was 
fond of being among men, for he wasa brill- 
iant conversationalist and a sharp debater. 
No one who is interested in thealogical his-. 
tory can afford not to read this biography. 
In England its importance will be partic- 
ularly felt, but even in America it is bound 
to have readers among Protestants as well 
as Catholics. At the time that Cardinal 
Manning was attracting so much attention 
in his own country, he was attracting suf- 
ficient atention here to have long telegrams 
and interviews in regard to his statements 
published in the American papers, The 


story of his life, particularly the latter part 


of it, belongs to the history of the Church 
in England, and for that reason is a book 
I am anxious to see 
if Mr. Gladstone will review it for the Nine- 
teenth Century or the Fortnightly, It would

NEW TEMPLE OF FINANCE. 


NEW YORK PREPARING TO DEDI- 
CATE ITS NEW CLEARING-HOUSE. 


President Cleveland aud the Members 
of His Cabinet and Gov. Morton and 
Staff Invited to. the Opening Cere- 
monies—Palace of Marble and Steel 
Only Three Stories High to Cost 
Three-quarters of a Million Dollars 
~Vaults Mob and Burglar Proof. 

New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—With all 
the imposjng ceremonies that might attend 
the dedication of some grand temple to the 
cause of religious worship the splendid new 
marble building of the New York Clearing- 
House Association will be dedicated on 
Wednesday to the cause of commerce and 
finance. It will be a great day among the 
financial lights of this Eastern metropolis. 

invitations to be present at the formal 
opening have been sent to the President of 
the United States and the members of his 

Cabinet. Gov. Morton and his staff have 

been requested to attend. Invitations have 

also been sent to prominent men of many 
great cities. 

All the ceremonies promise to be conduct- 
ed with great dignity. Bishop Potter in his 
[episcopal vestments will offer prayer. Then 
the Building committee, composed of bank 
Presidents Frederick D. Tappen,,William 
A. Nash, and Edward J. Simmons, will pre- 
sent the building to the association. Mr. 
Simmons will deliver an oration and Pres- 
ident Nash will make the reply. 

Following this part of the ceremony Pres- 
ident Alexander E. Orr of the Chamber of 
Commerce will deliver an oration on finance 
and commerce. These exercises, which 
promise to mark a day in the financial life 
of New York, will be begun sharply at noon 
and will be followed by a reception and 
luncheen at the ¢clearin®-house, In this 
new building are to be centered more closely 
than ever before the vast financial interests 
of Wall street. Under the beauttful walls of 
carved marble are great vaults of steel and 
iron, in which are to bé hoarded the millions 
There 
are three of these impregnable cells, raised 
from the floor and with open spaces on all 
sides. The only way to reach them is 
through double steel gates set in solid walls. 


Palace of White Marble. 

The new clearing-house of the associated 
banks of New York extends from No. 77 to 
No. 83 Cedar street, between Nassau street 
and Broadway, in the heart of the New York 
banking. district. It is built of. white mar- 
ble in the Renaissance style somewhat sug- 
gestive of the Colonial and Independence 
periods. While it will add materially to 
lower New York in an artistic sense, the first 
iinpression is that it is an imposition on art 
to place so splendid and expensive a monu- 
ment to finance in such ordinary and matter 
of fact surroundings. It is completely 
dwarfed by frowning office buildings which 
tower many feet above it, for the new clear- 
ing-house is only three stories in height, a 
total of 100 feet above the street, although 
it may be seen that each story is of palatial 
dimensions. 

In the elevation a Corinthian order of 
architecture obtains, extending through the 
two lower stories, before which are four 
massive marble columns. The great first 
story windows, although they may jar 
with art, were demanded for practical 
use. They are fourteen feet wide and ex- 
tend atmost from ceclumn to’‘column:. The 
second story windows are likewise behind 
ihe columns, and above the order is a deep 
facade of carved marble showing in relief 
the arms of the city, of the State, and of the 
Nation. At either end are niches in which 
are statues, The entrances are by porches 
at each end of the building. 

A massive dome surmounts the whole, the 
upper portion of which is glass, and the dec- 
orations of which are severely plain. The 
cost of the structure alone is about $300,000, 
and when the fittings are complete for busi- 
ness the Clearing-House Association will 
have expended almost three-quarters of a 
million dollars on its new home. 


Interior of the Building. 

The interior of the new Clearing-House 
has been fitted up for the purposes of the 
association and not for rental. A grand 
marble staircase leads from the bottom to 
the top of the structure, which is the chief 
artistic feature of the interior. In addition 
a private staircase and elevators lead from 
the second to the third floors. , 

The first floor will admit of one tenant, a 
bank, and for it is reserved 8,000 feet of floor 
space, together with a part of the basement. 
It will use the west entrance, the east being 
devoted to the Clearing-House. 

The second story is the principal one. It 
contains the administration offices of the 
Clearing-House, consisting of a reception 
office and a manager's office adjoining the 
assistant manager’s and clerk's offices. 
There is also the board room with 100 chairs 
and desks for the board meetings. The dec- 
orations of this room are beautiful. The 
ceiling is in deep gilded paneling with large 
cornices supported by marble pilasters. 

The remaining part of the second floor is 
the cash department, occupyihg a central 
square of thirty feet immediately in front of 
the stairs. This is the office where the daily 
balances are received from or paid to each 
bank after the amounts have been adjusted 
in the exchange room. The decorations cor- 
respond with those of the board room. The 
library .on the second floor is commodious 
and handsome, 

Great Clearing Room, 

The third story is reached by-a continua- 
tion of the principal marble stay. It con- 
sists chiefly of the great exchange, or clear- 
ing-room, 60 feet square, with two wings, 
making a total length of 80 feet. It —is 
situated directly under the glassdome. The 
decorations are simple, but noble. The 
ceiling, which is the dome, rises twenty-five 
feet above the 20-foot walls. It is paneled 
in fireproof staff of Renaissance style and 
the walls have pilasters of a Corinthian 
order supporting the cornice and dome. The 
fioor is occupied by the sixty desks of the 
settling clerks. The floor space is ample 
for the “counter marching’’ by which the 
complicated task of “clearing’’ is accom- 
plished. The third floor also contains the 
officers’ private quarters, a dining-room, 
kitchen, etc. 

The construction of the building is fire- 
proof. A steel skeleton is used to strengthen 
the framing and the walls are of great thick- 
ness. The sanitary engineering is thorough 
and every modern appliance and convenience 
is used throughout. 


Burglar and Mob Proof Vault. 

By far the-most interesting feature of the 
new Clearing-tlouse is its burglar and mob- 
proof vault. It was constructed by a New 
York firm and ts pronounced to be the 
strongest vault in the world. There are six 
doors, three of which weigh 16,800 pounds 
apiece. The remaining three weigh 7,500 

ounds each. The total weight of the vault 
s 571,400 pounds. It is 16 feet 10% inches in 
depth, 11 feet 6% inches in height, and is di- 
vided into three equal compartments. It is 
not placed on a concrete foundation, but on 
piers and arches of masonry which permit 
watchmen to pass underneath and around 
it for inspection. It is, therefore, impossi- 
ble to tunnel down beneath it from the out- 
side.
